The Care of the Piano, 

There are a great many counsels given 
about the care of th® piano, buta piano 
expert says that it is out of the question to 
lay down arbitrary rules on this subject. 
The climate, the location of the house and 
the position in which the piano stands 
bave much to do with its management, 

It must be borne in mind that too great 
heat and dryness are more injurious to a 
piano than the moderate dampness it is 
likely to be subjected to in any ordinary 
dwelling, If the sounding board gets woo 
dry it is likely to crack; then the pianu is 
a hopeless wreck, Too much moisture 
makes the keys stick and rusts the strings, 
but this is nothing as bad as too much dry- 
ness. 

Some experts recommend keeping a 
growing plant on the piano, but this has 
objections,

The best idea is to keep the piano as far 
away from the heater as possible in win-

| Pianos should be kept as much as possi- 
ble from dust, and it is of all things im- 
portant that small articles and scraps of all} 
sorts be kept out of it.

Some one comes in, down goes a bonnet, 
shawl, gloves, etc. When the things are 
taken up a pin may fall in upon the sound- 
ing board, and some day there is a clatter 
and a buzzing and some one must come to 
see what the matter is. Musical instru- 
ments were never made for wardrobes or 
other storage purposes, 

To have the piano at its best, keep it cov- 
ered, if it is covered at all, with a felt 
spread, and do not leave it closed continu- 
ously. lt should be opened every day at 
least, so that the keys may not turn yel- 
low. Wipe the dust off carefully, so that 
it will nut be brushed down into the works. 
Pianos should never be banged.

In the morning bathe the skin in a little 
hot milk or in a dilution of listerine in hot 
water, in the proportion of two parts of 
water to one of listerine. Eat no consti 
pating food. Avoid especially new fine 
bread, sugar, pastry and all starchy foods. 
Fruit, lettuce and radishes may be taken 
| with good result. Be careful not to worry. 
Worriment is often the direct cause of ec- 
zema. Exercise actively in the open air, 
but do not heat the system. 

If you will follow these few simple rules, 
and will persist in the application of the 
hot milk each night before retiring, the red 
spots will soon fade away, and the hard 
lumps will gradually soften and disappear. 

Sometimes the disease is obstinate, and 
will not yield at once to the treatment. But 
persevere sturdily under all discourage- 
ment—you will in the end be rewarded by 
a complete cure. Cases of acute eczema, 
that for years have baffled the most patient 
efforts of skin specialists, have yielded to 
this treatment within six months. Hot 
milk is beneficial also to a healthy skin. It 
preserves its softness and clearness, and 
seems to act as an jnvigorating tonic.—New 
York Herald.

| Paritan state of Massachusetts. 


For the Patriot. 
Letter from State House. 


Boston, Jan. 2, 1895. 

The Massachusetts Legislature met 

Wednesday and organized with all the 
officers of last year in both branches. 
There was a cheerful scene of greetings 
from old members who had not seen each 
other for many months, and it was a good 
deal like a reunion. , 

This year’s assembling of the legislature 
is of more interest than any of recent years 
on account of the historical associations 
which are aroused by the transfer of the 
house from the old hall to the new oue, 
The change was fittingly marked ona se: 
oration by Representative Roe of Worces- 
ter upon the erection of the present state 
house and its occupancy in 1797. It wasa 
subject which involved a great deal of re- 
search to filla little space, and Mr. Roe 
was by general consent the fit man of the 
house to undertake the task. Le told of 
the erection of the present front, of its 
general aspect within, which is far 
different from what it is today. Then he 
gavean exceedingly interesting biographical 
sketch in outline of some prominent mem- 
bers of the house of 1797, finding that no 
fewer than 38 of its 189 members had the 
same surnames as members of the house of 
1895, and also a very curious fact, that 
James H. Mellen who has been a member 
of the house so long that “‘ the memory of 
man runneth not to the contrary,”’ was a 
member in 1797,—though not from Worces- 
ter. Mr. Roe finished his speech with an 
eloquent plea for preserving the present 
frout with the many historic associations 
which are gathered around it. 

Much has been said within a few days 
about the historic wooden codtish which 
hangs in the present hall of theouse and 
some people have been disposed to cast it 
aside as of no account. But the house will 
cherish sacredly this memento of the great- 
ness of the early New England figheries and 
of the sturdy character of the men who went 
from the rocky shores of Cape Ann and 
from the sandy waters of Cape Cod, to pur- 
sue the wealth of the sea in every quarter 
of the globe, amassing wealth and train- 
ing up a hardy race of mariners. Mr. 
Roberts of Chelsea is the author of an 
order, which has been adopted, for the 
appointment of a committee of three to 
prepare a bistory of the emblem which 
hangs ip the hall of the house and the dis- 
position of the members, judging by pri-

Anti Toxine Tried, 


Anti-toxine, the new remedy for diph- 
theria, was successfully used in Quincy 
Saturday on the son of Timothy F. Ford, a 
member of the Board of Health. This is 
the first application of the new remedy in 
Quincy. The attending physician fur- 
nisbes the following statement: 

The case was a severe one with an ex- 
tensive deposit on both tonsils and over 
the soft palate. The nostrils were also 
involved. The glands at the angles of the 
jaws were very much swollen, and there 
was a considerable quantity of albumen in 
the urine. 

The patient was first seen on December 
28 and the first injection of anti-toxine, 
(fifteen cubic centimetus,) was made at 
335 p M. of that day. A second injection 
of 10 cubic centimetus was made at 335 
A. M. Dec. 29, twelve hours later, 

Atnoon of Dac, 29, there was already 
an improvement, as shown by the dimen- 
sion of size in the glands of the neck and 
the deposit was already changing color. 
On the evening of the same day the 
deposit had become milky white in color 
and the odor had departed. 

On Dec, 30 the throat was nearly clear 
and the urine free from albumen. 

Monday the improvement is maintained 
and the child appears strong and destined 
to recover fully, The throat is free. 

It is but just to say that local applica- 
tions of peroxide of hydrogen and the in- 
ternal administration of iron were kept up 
during the progress of the case, but it 
seems to me a fair inference that the rapid 
recovery of this child from what threat- 
ened to be a fatal case, is to be attributed 
to the anti-toxine treatment.

INAUGURAL ADDRESS. 


Mayor Hodges Says a Sewerage System is 
a Necessity, and Now is the Time. 


A Careful Statement of the Finances of the City— 
A Reduction in the Debt. 


The inaugural address of Mayor Hodges delivered on Monday is printed in fall 
below, and should be carefully read by every taxpayer and voter of the city: 


GENTLEMEN OF THE Crry COUNCIL: 


The opening of the new municipal year brings to us more vividly than any other 
time a realizing sense of the responsibilities imposed upon us by our fellow citizens, 
Profiting by the experience of the six years during which Quincy has been a city, we 
must strive to reach a plane of intelligent, high-minded and unselfish administration of 
the city’s affairs that will pot only meet the approval of the men of today, but will 
merit the commendation of the men of succeeding years. If, after mature and conov!- 
entious reflection, we are agreed that a certain line of policy, whether of expenditure 
or retrenchment, is best for the city’s interest, it she.:*' be adopted even though for the 
time being we are subject to criticism, 


The City’s Finances 


During the year last passed Quincy bas had a new experience in its financial affairs. 
The executive and legislative branches of the City Government have agreed with the 
mass of citizens that economy must be practiced as well as preached. During the first 
five years as a city the debt increased year by year from nothing to asum equal 
to almost ninety per cent. of the debt limit allowed by law. It became perfectly plain 
that we were not cutting our garments to suit our cloth. We realized that we were yield- 
ing too willing to the wishes of men who always had schemes for spending but never had 
plans for saving. How the debt ran up is shown by the following table of figures taken 
from the annual reports of the City Auditor,

But our valuation is increasing, and under 
all probable calculation will coutioue to in- 
crease. 


With prudence and care he can see no 
particular reason for anxiety, but on the 
contrary, good reason to believe that the 
percentage of our debt to our total valua- 
tions need not very greatly evlarge, and he 
has good reason to hope, though the hope 
may not be quite realized, that within the 
limits of the time allowed by our charter 
we may raise our necessary revenue on 
the tax rdte that will then be obligatory. 
He cannot fully share the fears expressed 
by s.m- of our ciuizens that our expendi- 
tures are in excess of our ac‘ual necessi- 
vies. Necessities are to be tested not 
merely by today, but by the coming days. 
Che real test of prudence is wise prepara- 
tion for the future; an exigency met only 
when it comes is always more difficult and 
wore expensive than when due and gradual 
preparation is made for it, Wise forecast 
and a broad view is necessary in all fiaance 
and in a!! administration, public and pri- 
vate. Too narrow a policy is more danger- 
ous Utban a too liberal one.

The Late John O. Holden. 


The New City Council. 


All that was mortal of our late esteemed| Not a few were surprised Monday at the 


citizen Mr. John O. Holden was laid in its 
final resting place Sunday afternoon. 

The afternoon was an extremely un- 
pleasant one, yet many braved the elements 
that they might mutely testify their appre- 
ciation to him who had been associated 
with the business and social life of our city 
for so many years. 

Brief services were held at his late resi- 
dence on Adams street at 2 o'clock where 
Rev. Daniel M. Wilson, a former pastor 
read the scriptures and Rev. E'lery C. 
Butler the present pastor offered prayer, 
and the church choir sang that beautiful 
hymn “ Lead kindly light,”’ 

At three o'clock public services were 
held from the First church and at that hour 
there were assembled many of his friends 
and business associates. 

The City Council of 1894 was present in 

a body, as were also Mayor William A. 
Hodges, Commissioner W. N. Eaton, City 
Treasurer, Clarence Burgin; Principal As- 
sessor, Jobn Federben 31; Overseer of the 
Poor, Z+nas S. Arnold; City Auditor John 
O. Hall, City Solicitor Paul R Blackmur, 
Chief of Police, Joseph W. Hayden, Water 
Commissioner, John Cavanagh, City Mes- 
senger, H. W. Tirrell, ex-Mayors Charles 
H. Porter and Henry O. Fairbanks, ex- 
Councilmen C. M. Bryant, R. J. Williams, 
J.C. Morse, Elijah Hal), James Thomp- 
son, F. E. Badger, F. L. Jones, A. C. 
Smith, W. T. Shea, William Warner, 
L. M. Pratt, H. W. Gray, William B. 
Glover, John R. Graham, ex-Commissioner 
W. W. Ewell. There were also noticed 
Frankliu Jacobs, Horace B. Spear, Herbert 
F. Doble, George L. Miller, E. A. Perkins, 
A. B. Packard, George L. Gill, H.F Spear, 
Theophilus King, R. F. Claflin, J. Q. A. 
Field and many others with whom he 
had been associated during his business 
life. 

The family pew was draped in mourning, 
being covered with black broadcloth over 
whch was draped white lace, being held in 
the corners by clusters of flowers while 
near the altar were many beautiful floral 
tribute. Among these were a wreath of 
Easter lillies and roses, cross of white 
pinks and immortelles, wreath of white 
roses, horseshoe of tea roses and many 
bouquets of pinks and roses tied with cream 
satin. 

As the body was born tenderly into the 
church by the bearers: Hon. Charles H. 
Porter, Charles A. Howland, S'ephen O 
Moxon, William P. Barker, Hon. William 
B. Rice and Edward Southworth, it was 
met by Rev. D. M. Wilson and Rev. Ellery 
C. Butler, and as the cortege proceeded 
slowly down the centre aisle Kev. Mr. 
Batler chanted “I am the resurrection and 
the life.”’ 

As the clock struck the hour of three the 
funeral cortege entered the church. The 
body was encased in a black broadcloth 
casket, on which was 4 silver p!ate bearing 
this inscription:

“The services at the church were simple 
deing as follows:

Rev. Mr. Butler’s remarks were brief. 
He said in part,—‘ [here is not one of us 
who does not have regret for opportunities 
forever gone. It is no wonder that one of 
the greatest sovereigns of tie earth said:— 
‘Millions for a moment’s time.’ We all 
feel there is one thing sure,—the brevity of 
time. Oh, if I could have but a little more 
time before I go hence, In all this stream 
flowing forever more, there is a single 
thought,—the world is a bitter jest if this 
is all there is of it. Oh, for a little more 
time to finish my life before going hence. 
If we could only see that our hopes could 
be finished, it would be joy.”” In closing 
Mr. Butler said, ‘‘ 1 leave his memory with 
you, his body unto the dust from which it 
came.”’ 
The body was then tenderly borne out, 
the interment being at Mt. Wollaston 
cemetery.

Waenreas, death has again invaded this 
chamber, and has suddenly removed from 
our midst Mr. John 9. Holden, a promi- 
nent and influential member of this bedy 
for four years past; and the chairman of 
the important Commitiee on Streets for 
the last two years; 

Resolved—that the members of this 
Council desire to give public expression to 
their profound and prignant grief at the 
sudden death of a colleague, universally 
held in such high esteem in the business 
and social life of our city, as well as in the 
public station to which he has repeatedly 
been calied by the voters of Quincy. 

Resolved—That in the death of Mr. Hol- 
den, for thirty-seven years an active business 
man of Quincy, prominent in its financial 
and corporate interests, the city and the 
community at large has lost one who was 
a mau in Ube truest sense. 

Fearless in the discharge of public duty, 
strong, resolute and tenacious in bis con- 
victions, yet ever considerate of the opin- 
ion of others, he commanded the warm re- 
gard of his many friends, and the highest 
Py a even of those with whom he 
differed. 


Resolved,—that this Council attend in a 
body the funeral services to be held in First 
church on Sunday. 

Resolved,—that these resolutions be 
spread at large in the records of the Coun- 
cil, and that acopy of the same, suitably 
engrossed, be forwarded to the family of 
the deceased. 

Mayor Hodges who was present made a 
few remarks of an eulogistic nature. He 
paid a glowing tribute to Mr. Holden 
whom be had known for many years, but 
had never known as well as during the 
past year, and he hoped his memory would 
ever be retained by the members of the 
Council. 

Other brief remarks of the same nature 
were made by Councilmen Bigelow, Hol- 
brook, Anderson, Moxon and Shackley. 

Upon motion of Councilmen Holbrook it 
was voted that the Council meet at City 
Hall, Sunday, Jan. 6, at 230 o'clock to 
attend the funeral. 

As their was no further business, the 
Council of 1894, upon motion of Council- 
man Holbrook, adjourned sine die at 8.03.

Fires of 1894. 


According to the record kept by the 
Parkrior the total number of bell alarms 
of fire during the year 1804 was 53, an in- 
crease of 2 over the preceding year. 
When it is taken into consideration, how- 
ever, that in one case a box was pulled 
twice for the same fire, and in an- 
other case, three times for the same fire, it 
will be seen that the actual number of bell 
alarms was less than in 1893. 

The number -of false alarms, including 
those when a box was pulled needlessly 
more than once for the same fire, was 9, 
which is an increase of 6 over the year 
1893. 

The number of still alarms in 1894 was 8 
while in 1893 there were 13. 

The figures given by the chief engineer 
for 1894 show the loss by fire to have been: 
On buildings and contents, $16,983, against 
$34,287.50 for i893. 

The amount of insurance paid in losses 
in 1894 was $6,208, leaving a loss to owners 
in 1894 of $10,775 while the loss to owners 
in 1893 was $12,874.50, 

In comparing the fires of the two years 
the citizens can congratulate themselves 
on the small loss, 

In 1893 the city was visited by several 
large fires among which was the Gardner 
block at Wollaston; the Sherman house 
at Wollaston ; the Carter stable at At- 
Jantic; the street railway car house, and 
the polishing shop of Fagan & Ballou. It 
is perfectly fair, however, to say that these 
large losses were in no way due to the in- 
efficiency of the department but to location, 
the elements and other unfortunate circum- 
stances. During the year 1804 there were 
no large fires. 

The cause given by the chief engineer 
for the fires last year are: Incendiary, 11; 
defective fine and chimney, 6; unknown, 
3; sparks, 4; rats and matches, 2; light- 
ning, over-heated stove, lamp, heating 
wax, oil stove, oil rags, children and 
matches and hot steel, 1 each. 

The number of alarms by montbs, in- 
cluding still and false alarms was: January, 
8; February, 6; March, 6; April, 8; May, 
1; June, 6; July 12; August, 6; Septem- 
ber, 4; October, 1; November, 2; Decem- 
ber, 1; total 61.

Letter from State House. 


Boston, Jan. 9, 1895. 

Inauguration day only emphasized the 
evident fact that a new order of things bas 
set in on Beacon bill. The simpl city of 
the old building has passed away and there 
is more of formality and magnificence than 
the people have been accustomed to ; from 
the gilt braid and lettering on the new caps 
of the wat. hman up to the dazzling com 
bination of colors in the reception room of 
the house. People who come up from the 
sands of Cape Cod and come down from 
the bills of Berkshire, and the many rural 
communities between, will get a new idea 


of stately munificence and magnificence | 


than ever before. 

Very likely this new building will have 
an effect upon the people of the state for 
miany years tocome. It will change their 
ideas. Its effect will doubtless be felt in 
the construction of the county court 
houses, town hal!s and other public build- 
ings, if not of private residences. It will 
surely stimulate to greater breadth of style 
in ‘architecture and to lavishness in ex- 
pense. Whether it will stimulate the 
Sterner virtues without which the state is 
not safe, can only be predicted, but it 
looks as if the effect would be the other 
way. The real solid foundation on which 
the pillars of onr state rest is not as showy 
as these marble columns in the state house 
extension. 

Tbe developments of the second week 
have already shown that there is a great 
deal of work ahead for the legislature to 
do, It is not work which has been put in 
by the politicians, nor by the blackmailer 
for the sake of making the corporations 
come down handsomely with blood money 
for them, but it is necessary work, in the 
opinion, at least, of a good many intelli- 
gentlmen. It is work which needs to be 
done and the doing of which will benefit 
the people at large aside from any private 
{nterest. Perhaps the bad jobs by the 
politicians and blackmailers will turn up 
later. They have not appeared yet. 

A bill has been presented to provide for 
a constitutional convention to be held in the 
state house beginning July 10, 1897, if the 
people should vote at the state election of 
1895 that they wanted one held. If a ma- 
jority are in favor of such action, then they 
can bave a year till the next November 
election in which to formulate their issues 
aud select their delegates and then, after 
the legislature of 1897 is out of the way, 
the work can begin. But constitutional 
conventions have not been popular in 
Massachusetts. Two have been held, one 
in 1820 and one in 1853. The result of 
each was rejected by the people at the 
polls. The truth is that itis very hard to 
satisfy everybody and most people would 
be likely to have one or more material ob- 
jections to some part of the new constitu- 
tion. Then again it is human nature to 
vote against what you don’t like. So both 
the constitutions prepared by these con 
ventions were rejected by the people. Per 
haps this was best, for such a constitution 
is liable to be part compromise and part 
log-roll, while by the natural process ol 
growth, as we have enjoyed it ever since 
the constitution was adopted in 1780, the 
people have passed upon the amendments 
singly and so every proposition has had the 
benefiteof the independent judgment of the 
people. 

The question of tuberculosis will be sure 
to demand a great deal of time. The farm- 
ers of the state are not satisfied with the 
doings of the cattle commissioners, witb 
their tuberculin test and large slaughter of 
cattle. Senator off! cf Worcester has pre- 
sented a bill which provides for payment of 
the full value of the cattle which are 
slaughtered by vote of the commission 
and it makes an arrangement for a com- 
mission to be made up by the farmer's 
neighbors to determine the value of the 
cattle which are killed. Very likely the 
farmers themselves will see the liability for 
abuse of the state treasury which exists in 
such a bill as this. Probably they would 
not expect to secure the passage of a 
measure so much in their favor. 

The first step has been taken to renew 
the contest of last year over the taxation 
of personal property. Representative Bliss 
of Westfield has put in a bill which is sub 
stantially the same as that which was de- 
feated last year, compelling returns to be 
made to the assessors of all personal prop 
erty which is subject to taxation. The 
corresponding bill of the anti-double taxa- 
tion league,—to exempt foreign corpora- 
tion stocks from double taxation,—has not 
been introduced, but there is no doubt 
that it will be brought in in due time and 
that last year’s contest will be renewed on 
substantially the old lines. Probably both 
sides are as well organized this year as ever 
before and the people who are opposed to 
double taxation are doubtless in better 
sbape than ever. 

The new normal schools which were 
voted for last year by the legislature are 
already thinking that they must have more 
money out of the state treasury in order to 
finish and furnish their buildings. In at 
least one instance the course which has 
been pursued was highly censurable. One 
of the representatives last year favored the 
bill for a location in his place when he 
knew that the sum voted would probably 
not be sufficient, but that it would be only 
a starter for taking money out of the state 
treasury. But he was willing to keep still 
then in order that the bill might have a 
better chance of passage. Now that it is 
through and there is no such thing as go- 
ing back, he is very z2alous for additional 
appropriation from the state treasury. 
Sach doings as that leave a very dark stain 
upon the normal school business which is 
not at all to be desired in connection with 
the noble cause of education. 

The reporters’ gallery in the new hall of 
the house is an abomicatiov. When the 
men are sitting at their desks they can see 
just half of the house,—by leaning forward, 
afew more. But it is an intolerable place 
to put men and expect that they will be 
able to give fair reports of the proceedings. 
If the public want to learn what is going 
on and if the members want to be correctly 
reported, some remedy should be devised 
speedily. 

Wednesday afternoon the republicans 
and democrats held their separate caucuses 


for the nomination of candidates for 
United States Senator. Each caucus acted 


unanimously, as was expected. The 
republicans nominated Senator Hoar and 
adopted eulogistic resolutions. The demo- 
crats nominated John E. Russell and ap- 
plauded avery complimentary speech by 
Mr. Keenan of Boston. The election will 
be at 2:30 next Tuesday afternoon. 
RULE. 
The Verdict to Stand. 

The supreme court bas overruled the ex- 
ceptions of the Quincy & Boston street 
railway, defendants in a suit brought by 
Edward Powers, administrator, to recover 
damages for the death of his infant son on 
Franklin street, on May 17, 1892, and the 
verdict of $2,298 will stand. 

The court holds that it was a question of 
fact for the jury whether the mother was 
reasonably careful in allowing the boy to 
go out into the yard alone, and in not 
watching him afcer be went out, The 
jury might well have found that the care 
she gave him was all that could be reason- 
ably be required of her under the circum- 
stances. The evidence was such as to 
present a question of fact, and not of law.

According to many of the industrial 
prophets, the coming spring will usher in 
more prosperous conditions for the granite 
trade than it has realized fur ac msiderable 
period. if these roseate predictions are 
realized it will be indeed fortunate for 
those engaged in any capacity in this line. 

Ove very remarkable feature of the situ- 
ation tbis winter contrasted with tbat of 
last, is the absence of cases requiring pub- 
lic relief.

prolong the return of better times.

The Furnace Fire. 
In order to have a furnace work 
properly it is necessary to keep the cellar 
cold by means of a steady draught. The 
air-shaft may be all that is needed for 
actual combustion, but in order to have 
the hot air distributed through the house, 
the cellar itself must be kept cold. 

The air shaft should be frequently ex- 
amined as, unless properly protected, it is 
apt to become a refuge for stray cals. 

Dr. Lincoln, an authority on heating 
and ventilation, says that the great trouble 
with our household furnaces, which he is 
far from regarding as an ideal system of 
heating, but nevertheless the most 
practicable at present, is that they are too, 
too small, The unitiated, who have to 
pay the coal bills, probably think them too 
large. But heexplains that the heat can 
be better regulated and better diffused by 
having a small fire in a large furnace than 
with a large fire in asmall furnace, 

Furnaces are often blamed for not viola- 
ting a physical Jaw, in that they cannot 
heat a windward room. 

There is no use in fighting this; the 
only thing to be done is to have additional 
fires. 

A good furnace needs-to be shaken 
down but twice aday. It should be sup- 
plied with two long pokers—one straight, 
for loosening the coal from the sides and 
in the centre, other with a hook, for run- 
ning between the bars of the grate to re- 
move clinkers or coal which may have 
become wedged.—New England Farmer.

Hot-Water Bags. 

When the india rubber hot-water bag is 
as inexpensive as it is at present, it be- 
comes almost a duty to possess one. The 
water to fill them is always attainable, and 
the comfort of the possession will amply 
repay the expense, Frequently they relieve 
pain ina far simpler and more effectual 
manner than does any medicine. <A bag 
placed on the side of the neuralgic face will 
cause the blood to flow to that part and 
bring nourishment to the starving nerve, 
A fit of indigestion may be overcome in a 
similar manner. The weak heart may be 
assisted by a very scantily-filled bag being 
placed under the left arm, against the side, 
In the summer hotel on a rainy day it will 
make one quite fearless of the half-aired 
sheet and chilly bed, and thereby ward off 
that attack of the ** blues’? which cold un- 
seasonable summer weather often produces. 

Then again, carefully concealed in its 
dark-colored bag, what a comfortable com- 
panion for a long, cold country drive. Al- 
ways soothing, never contradictory, it is 
actuaily a life-saving machine, The writer 
remembers bringing up a motherless puppy 
dog, with an inherited delicacy of constitu- 
tion, with the sole assistance of a feeding 
bottle and a hot-water bag. He throve in 
strength to the extent of demolishing most 
of his preserver’s wardrobe, but he never 
meant harm, 

Many as are the blessings of the hot- 
water bottle, it must not be forgotten that 
it is also a source of some danger. Always 
see that the stopper is absolutely tight, and 
never use it without a thick cover. Many a 
painful burn has it given, especially to au 
unconscious patient or to an old person. 
In old age the circulation being weaker, 
the vitality becomes low. A thick cover 
will keep the water longer warm, as well 
as insure against burns, Filling the bag 
quite full will also cause the heat to be re 
tained for a longer time, but will not be as 
comfortable as when half full. When not 
in use, the bag should be emptied.—Good 
Housekeeping. 


Late Suppers, 


The old tradition that to eat anything 
just before going to bed was sure to pro- 
duce indigestion and render sleep impos- 
sible is now happily exploded. Itis not 
good, as a matter of fact, to go to bed with 
the stomach so loaded that the undigested 
food should render one restless, but some- 
thing of a light, palatable nature in the 
stomach is one of the best aids to quietude 
and rest in bed.

when one is taking violent exercise to aid 
it, and so something in the stomach is 
a very desirable condition tor the night's 
rest. Some physicians have declared, in- 
deed, that a good deal of the prevalent 
insomnia is the result of an unconscious 
craving of the stomach for food in persons 
who have been unduly frightened by the 
opinion that they must not eat before going 
to bed, or who have, like many nervous 
women, been keeping themselves in a state 
of semi-starvation, 

Nothing is more agreeable on retiring for 
the night than to take a bow! of bot broth, 
like oatmeal gruel or clam soup. 
positive aid to nervous people, aud induces 
peaceful slumbers, This is especia!ly the 
case on cold winter nights, when the stom- 
ach craves warmth as much as any other 
part of the body. Even a glass of hot milk 
is grateful to the palate on such occasions, 
but a light, well-cooked gruel is better, and 
in our climate during the cold months of 
winter should be the retiring food of every 
woman who feels, as many do, the need of 
food at night.—. Y. Tribune. 


House Plants. 


The process of digestion

What the winter house plant likes best, 
after it is properly established, is pure, 
reasonably cool air. The sort of atmos- 
phere that human beings ought to breathe 
is also good for plants. Do not expose 
them to draughts, but give them clean air. 
If the house is heated by a furnace, put 
pans or pretty dishes of water on the regis- 
ters, and the evaporation will delight the 
plant and bevefit their owner. They will 
want plenty of water in furnace heat, but 
no rule for watering can be setup. Study 
their needs as shown day by day, and 
water accordingly. Give them all the sun- 
sbine you can secure. But the cvol, pure 
air, the even temperature, is the great 
necessity. With this, one can have beauti- 
ful ferns—the adiantum is specially lovely 
and very useful as a dinner-table decora- 
tion. Most plants do particularly well ina 
room with a large fireplace opening into a 
wide chimpey, as this generally means 
clean air without draught, the dead air 
being drawn away. There isa great deal 


of pleasure in rubber trees, which endure

the frequent sweeping and dusting which 
are necessary to the sweetness and whole- 
someness of aroom, The large number of 
portieres, rugs, cushings, etc., used nowa- 
days should be frequently shaken in the 
open air. Only such ornamentsas can be 
properly cared for should ever be kept in a 
room, 

‘Keep a thing seven years, and then if 
you have no use for it, give it away,”’ has 
been the motto of many a housekeeper, 
with the result that rooms and closets are 
packed with things that are of no use to 
the owner, collecting dust and, perhaps, 
moths; making the work of cleaning and 
airing a burden to the housekeeper, when 
the same might be of much value to some- 
body else. Think of the coats, vests, 
trousers and other garments that have been 
cast aside by the men of the family which 
would be a welcome gift to some poor 
woman to make over for her boys; and 
think also of the dresses and other clothes 
discarded by the women of the family, 
which would be of value to some hard- 
working mother for wear by herself or her 
children! Such things often hang in clos- 
ets or lie on shelves until they become 
moth-eaten and worse than useless, 

Well-worn white cotton and linen cloth- 
ing that is no longer of value to the house- 
hold except as cleaning-cloths, should be 

sorted, folded, and sent to {some 
pital, reserving, of course, enough to use 
in case of sickness or accident. Old linen 
and cotton can not be bought, and so much 
of it is needed in sickness that it is a val- 
uable gift to any hospital. 

Many houses are always in order, and 
one fails to detect dust or dirt; yet they 
lack the freshness and sweetness which 
should be a part of every home. In such 
houses the carpet-sweeper or the small 
brush-broom and the dust-pan are used to 
remove all the perceptible dirt from the 
floor. The sunlight is shut out, lest car- 
pets and furniture coverings be faded; the 
rooms do not get a thorough airing every 
day, and this is why a visitor feels oppressed 
on enteriag. A woolen carpet will absorb 
not only the dust, but also all the gases 
and unpleasant odors which come in con- 
tact with it. The carpets or rugs in a sit- 
ting-room should be swept or shaken once 
a week at least, and these -ooms should be 
thoroughly aired every moraing. 

Straw matting or hard-wood 9 painted 
floors are sweeter and more conducive to 
health than woolen carpets, It is, there- 
fore, a pity that anything but matting is 
ever used for covering a bedroom floor. 
Small rugs that anybody can easily shake 
may be placed beside the bed and wash- 
stand and, indeed, wherever one would like 
a mat to give an air of warmth and com- 
fort to the room. Many persons object to 
matting because, they say, it does not wear 
The best quality will, however, out- 
wear an ingraip carpet, Cheap mattings 
are expensive at any price. The beds 
should be thoroughly aired every morning; 
the sheets, blankets, pillows and mattress- 
es so disposed that there shall be a current 
of air about them; and if possible they 
should be exposed to the sunshine, All 
closets should be thoroughly aired daily. 

The kitchen and cellar must be as care- 
fully watched as any other part of the 
How often the bad odors and 
much sickness could be traced to the 
kitchen or cellar! A few decayed vegeta- 
bles or fruit left there may cause an un- 
pleasant odor that will penetrate every 
part of the house and often bring on seri- 
ous illness, In the kitchen there must be 
a daily inspection of closets and a thorough 
airing several times in theday. The win- 
dows should be dropped a few inches from 
the top all the time, in this way keeping 
ube air pure and, as a matter of fact, keep 
ing the whole house sweeter. It is a mis 
fortune to have an enclosed sink, because 
the closet is, as a rule, a receptacle for 
damp, dish, sink and floor cloths, all of 
which should be exposed to air and light 
}instead of being thrown into a dark cor- 

ner until wanted again. 

Another important thing to keep in 
mind is the plumbing. ‘The more con- 
veniences a housekeeper has in the way of 
set-bowls, bath-rooms, etc., the greater her

cares; for these modern conveniences may 
be a source of the greatest danger. 
singular that but few understand the ne- 
cessity for a thorough flushing of the pipes 
once or twice a day. folks think 
any use of water beyond what is actually 
necessary is a waste, a copstant leakage 
is waste, but there should be a perfect 
rush of water through all the pipes at 
least once a day. Once a week all the 
pipes should have poured through them 
boiling hot soda water—half a pint of 
washing soda dissolved in two gallons of 
boiling water. When bought by the quar- 
ter barrel soda is very cheap.

Frequently a poultryman who keeps his 
hens in close confinement will succeed 
very well the first year or two, but after 
that his fowls do not seem so lively and 
they will not lay. Nine times out of ten 
the trouble is lack of sharp grit. During 
the first season the hens picked up all the 
sharp cornered gravel, and when that was 
gone their digestion suffered. Without 
grit, hens cannot make much better use of 
hard corn than you could, and the quantity 
of gravel, shells and glass which a flock 
will swallow during the winter is almost 
incredible. Most keepers do not supply 
enough. 

Rye does not agree with hens, and they 
do not like it. A thrifty tree orchard and 
one handred hens is a good combination 
for an acre of any New England farm. 
Even if rocks are rather numerous they 
will not do much harm.

Capt, E. 8S. Huntington. 

Word was received in Quincy Thursday 
of the death at Truro, N. 8., of Capt. 
Edward S. Huntington a well known resi- 
dent of Wollaston. 

Capt. Huntington bad been a sufferer for 
several months of a nervous malady and 
some few weeks ago he went to Nova 
Scotia for treatment. 

Capt. Huntington wasa member of the 
same branch of the Huntington family to 
which the eminent bishop of New York 
belongs, and was a nephew of that divine. 
He was born in Northampton 53 years ago, 
and was the son of Judge Charles P. 
Huntington of that place. He was con- 
nected with the various Boston families by 
blood, and a sister of his is the wife of Mr. 
J.P. Quincy pf Quincy. 

ie 1861 he enlisted in the United States 
reguide army as a private in the 33d regl- 
ment, U. 8S. 1, and was rapidly advanced 
to tbe position of captain, He was en- 
gaged in seventeen battles during the re- 
be!lion and was captured by the rebels and 
spent 11 months in Libby and Anderson- 
ville prisons, He remained in the army 
until 1867, when he retired and located in 
tbe West, where he married Miss Pratt, 
daughter of Senator Pratt of Indiana. 

He took up his residence in Wollaston 
15 years ago and had wade tbat place his 
home since, 

He had marked gifts as a writer, and 
contributed to various newspapers and 
periodicals. He had an excellent literary 
style, clear and Gelicately imaginative, and 
afew years ago a weird romance from his 
pen, “Dreams of the Dead,” attracted 
ungsua!l attention, not only in this country, 
but in Europe, where it was honored with 
an Italian translation. 

Capt. Huntington, like his uncle, the 
bishop, and other prominent members of 
the family, took a keen interest in the 
social and industrial questions of the day, 
and was prominent in connection with the 
Nationalist movement. He was a popular 
member of the Boston Press Club and of 
the Chess Club, and was formerly secre- 
tary of the latter organization. At one 
time he was chess editor of the Boston 
Post. 

He was a great traveller and passed last 
summer in Europe. His death was direct- 
ly due to heart failure. 

He married Miss 
Senator Pratt of Indiana, who survives 
him, as also does one son Mr. Cliarles P. 
Huntington, who was married in the sum- 
mer to Miss Bayley, daughter of Lieut. 
Gen. Abingdon A. Bayley of the British 
Army.

Old Colony Officials. 


The Pardon Committee of the Govern- | 
or’s Council held public hearings in the| 
Green Room Wednesday and Thursday | 
on the petitions for the release of John C. | 
Sanborn and Christopher T. Bailey, the 
Old Colony Railroad officials who are now 
serving their sentence at the House of | 
Correction at Plymouth, as a result of the 
Abington riots of a year ago. 

Two of the petitions are identical, aud 
merely ask for Executive clemency, with- 
out giving any reasons whatever. 

The third petition was headed by Miss 
Fioretta Vining and other ladies who ap- 
peared at the hearing stated that they rep- 
resented 50,000 women of Massachusetts 
who ask for pardon for these men. 

Although much of the testimony was a 
repetition of the evidence given at preced 
ing hearings on former petitions, it was an 
exceedingly interesting hearing. Lieut. 
Gov. Wolcott presided. | 

Judge French of Braiotree and Hon, | 
Hosea Kingman of Bridgewater, counsel | 
for the Old Colony, appeared for the peti-| 
tioners, while Judge Davis of Plymouth aud | 
District Attorney Harris opposed. ! 

The principal witness of the petitioners , 
was General Superintendent E. G. Allen | 
of the Old Colony andfor an hour and a 
quarter he stood between the lawyers and | 
the committee endeavoring to explain his 
position in the affair and to answer the 
rapid fire of questions asked by Lieutenant 
Governer Wolcott and the District 
Attorney. 

Mr. Allen made one remarkable state- 
ment during his testimony, and it was met 
by a very pointed reply. 

“If anyone is to blame, I am,’’ he said, 
referring to the Abington riots.” 

One of the most interesting witnesses 
was Emory H. Bryant, one of the railroad 
officials, who has just completed his term 
at the Plymouth jail. 

He said he had no complaint to offer in 
regard to his treatment while in jail. 

He said, in answer to Lieut.-Goy. Wol- 
cott, that he did not think it would kill 
Mr. Sanborn to remaip in jail six weeks 
longer.

MILTON. 


The town officers of Milton felt gay after 
their dinner at the Town farm Friday 
Jan. 11, and a few minutes past 4 o'clock 
desiring to test the promptness of the fire 
department in responding to alarms, they 
pulled in box 512, which is located at the 
farm. The result was up to their expecta- 
tions, for the steamer which is located 2 
miles away, reported for duty in ten 
minutes. Considering the extreme muddy 
streets this was remarkably quick time, 
and showed that the department was to be 
relied upon when its services were needed. 

Twe gateman’s houses on the line of the 
Granite branch of the N. Y. N. 8. & H. 
railroad were burned by an incendiary 
Friday morning, Jan. 11. 

East Milton people are anxiously await- 
ing the advent of street railway. As the 
town is now situated it consumes nearly 
half a day to get from one section to 
another. For instance if a person desires

When Granite avenue is widened by the 
County Commissioners it will bea great 
improvement.

Bat slow progress is being made in tear- 
iug down the old Babcock building on the 
corner of Adams street and Granite avenue. 

Chief of Police Maurice Pierce of Milton 
reports the total number of arrests made 
by his officers during the year 1894 were 68, 
all of which were brought before the court 
and convicted.. The number of lodgers 
accommodated during the year was 1650. 

The several crimes for which the arrests 
were made was: Drunks 24; breaking and 
entering 7; violation of the town by-laws 
6; assault and battery and larceny 5; non- 
support of family 4; malicious injury to 
real estate assault with dangerous 
weapon, cruelty to animals, escaped prison- 
er, receiving money under false pretences, 
selling lottery tickets, tramp threatening 
bodily barm, selling adulterated milk and 
violation of the liquor law one each. 

Chief Pierce also says that during the 
past year the department has been equipped 
with a police signal system and patrol 
wagon and the only thing now needed to 
complete the system is a day mao for duty 
at the police station, so that when the 
chief is called away there will be some one 
to attend to calls that may come ir,

Ir PEOPLE think there is a diffusedess 
in branches taught in our public schools, 
what will they say next fall, when carpen- 
try, molding, forging and machine shop 
work are added?

Certainly 
not reading, writing, spelling, grammar, 
geography or arithmetic, or good bebavior. 
Drawing is essential, United Siates history 
important, and youth seems to be the 
proper time to begin with the temperance 
lectures. It cannot be because of this dif- 
fuse doess that children are taken out of our 
public schools and sent to the Woodward 
Insti'u'e where a great many more branches 


are taught, 


WILL THE new City Council promptly 
grapple with the sewerage problem? Mayor 
Hodges advised the Council ‘*to give the 
subject immediate attention.” What 
Councilman will offer an order next Mon- 
day evening, requesting the Mayor to pe- 
tition the Legislature to have Quincy in- 
cluded in the Metropolitan sewer district ? 
Phat is one step forward, but it should not 
rest there. ‘Take up the report avd plan 
already submiued, and consider them, 
Adopt if desirable; cast aside if unexpe- 
dient. If a gravity system with the output 
in Weymouth Fore river is the proper 
thing, let the city be prepared to adopt it, 
if the Legislature does not put us in the 
Metropolitan district. 


Some PEOPLE seem to think that the 
larger a city debt, the higber the tax rate. 
The debt of Somerville is larger than 
Quincy but its tax rate has not exceeded 
$15.70 for nine years. In no year has the 
tax rate of Somerville, on account of 
reduction of debt, exceeded $327; in 
Quincy last year it required about $5 per 
$1,000. Pay as you go policy, is poor 
policy, when it is pay and go broke policy. 
Quincy don’t want to be free from debt if 
it isto be annexed to Boston. 

The general debt of Quincy is but 
$811,091, less than $16 per capita. It is 
wrong therefore to compel the taxpayers 
this year to pay off $52,451, or over one- 
sixth. This sum alone requires a tax levy 
of $3 per $1,000. 


A REPORT of the Legislative Committee 
on Mercantile Affairs, inexpedient to ex- 
tend the time of the Metropolitan District 
Commission, would be acceptable at this 
ume, The commission has found that an- 
nexation is out of the question, and that 
federation under a district charter has as 
many opponents as advocates. The Legis- 
lature should do for the cities and towns 
south of Boston what it has for those on 
the north. A sewerage system is all that 
Quincy needs help in just now. A sewer tax 
in addition to state, county and city taxes 
would be quite sufficient without a district 
tax. 


THERE IS no good reason ae shopping 
at the local stores cannot be done before 8 
Pp. mM, and those who advocate shorter 
hours for labor should give their trade to 
those dealers who advertise to close atS 
p.M, with the exception of Saturday, on 
and after Monday next.

For the Patriot. 
Letter from State House, 


Boston, Jan. 16, 1895. 

Plans are reported to be under way, and 
they seem very plausible, for the destruc. 
tion of the present front of the state 
house,—that is, of the Bulfinch post, and 
for the building of a new structure which 
shall harmoniz+ completely with the 
present extension, It is proposed to have 
the work done under the same cmmis- 


| of school 


sioners and the same architect and the 
impetus which has been given by the 
ereclion of the magoificent extension 
makes the plan far more likely to succeed 
than it would have been if presented 
boldly to the legislature half a dozen years 
ago. 

It is to be noticed that more of the large 
cotton mills of Massachusetts want to do 
business in any part of the United States. 
Last year the Dwight wills of Chicopee 
procured the necessary legislation, and now 
petitions are presented by the Booth and 
the Mérrimack mills of Lowell for the 
same privilege. Augustus Lowell, head of 
the Lowell Institute of Boston, is president 
of both the corporations, and Arthur T. 
Lyman, one of the best known of Boston's 
citizens, is one of the directors of each. 
If this movement should extend to other 
manufacturing corporations, its effect upon 
New England industry would be immense. 

A vote of warning is sounded by the 
state board of education in their report 
which is issued this week that the people 
must be up and awake if the state is to 
maintain her supremacy in educational 
matters, They say: ‘*The public schools 
of Massachusetts are not perfect,—far from 
it. But they have their merits and their 
friends, who will vigorously defend them 
and give the reasons whereof they affirm. 
But itis also true that they are subjected 
to sharp criticism, some of which is 
deserved, and acknowledged to be so,— 
a fact which ought long since to have led 
to greater and better ¢fforts for the removal 
of the causes of such criticism. Ocher 
criticism is neither just, nor intelligently 
made.” 

Much space is given to the normal school 
system, and it appears that the board 
adopted an order Jast September not to 
receive pupils into the normal schools who 
have not received a bigh school education 
or its equivalent. ‘“* [tis believed that the 
normal schools will be able to raise the 
tone of scholarship among the public 
schoo! teachers, to give their graduates a 
deeper insight into the principles and ap- 
proved methods of correct teaching, and 
aa ability to apply their knowledge and 
skill with greater wisdom and larger sue- 
cess,”” 

Some of the leading statistics of Secre- 
tary Hill are very interesting. There has 
been a gain of 3283 public schools in the 
year (almost a new one every day) making 
a total of 7,833, a gain of 10,286 in pupils 
age, making 400,525 in all; a 
gain of 8,208 in the average attendance, 
making a total of 299,060; 
percentage of attendance, There are 1,009 
men teachers and 10,705 women. Of all 
these 11,714 teachers, 3,575 have graduated 
from normal schools, a gain of 102. The 
average monthly wages of the men teachers 
were $129.41, a decrease of $11 32, and the 
average monthly wages of the women 
teachers were $47.01, a decrease of only 22 
cents a month, showing thatthe pinch of

state, a gain of eight. They have 30,450 
pupils and their principals are paid 


$335,044 in salaries, The total cost of the 
public schools including supervision, sup- 
plies, new buildings and repairs, was 


$9,068,227 or $24.00 for every child in the 
state between 5and 15 years. There are 
359 private schools (mostly parochia!) with 
48,319 pupils and the estimated cost of the 
tuition paid by their parents for them was 
$678,522. The tendency toward parochial 
schools does not seem to have reached its 
climax yet. 

A great many petitions are being pre- 
sented from farmers all over the state who 
represent that the allowance of one-half of 
the value of their tuberculous cattle is not 
sufficient. They want the state to pay the 
full value of the cattle which are killed, 
but it is doub ful whether they will be able 
to secure so much. It would lead at once 
to an overvaluation of stock on the part of 
men who were uot scrupulously honest, 

Continued occupancy of the state house 
extension only emphasises its undesirable 
features, the bad planning, the waste and 
extravagance which bave marked its con- 
struction, and its lack of fitnesss to bea 
working place. Oue of the heads of de- 
partments has said to me this week that he 
should like to see the whole building a 
heap of rubbish so that construction could 
be begun wholly anew and avoid the mis- 
takes which have been made. Plans are 
plenty for altering and preserving the old 
front and one idea with much merit is 
that it be made a building for the legisla- 


tive and executive departments and that 
the extension be reserved for other de- 
partments, boards and commissions which 
are in the rooms now or could giPeedily 
fill them. 

Last fall the Republican State Commit- 
tee, in ordering when the caucuses should 
be held for the choice of delegates to the 
state, congressional, councillor, county, 
senatorial and representative conventions, 
decided tbat they must be upon the same 
night, Stout objection was made to this 
and some members of the legislature who 
helped to pass the bill weut to the com- 
mittee to protest against it, but without 
effect. The trouble was that it put alto- 
gether too much work on one evening and 
made logrolling schemes possible when the 
fate of so many candidates was in doubt. 
But it is proposed to settle the matter by 
law and a bill bas been introduced by Mr. 
J. B. Newhall of Lynn, who was in charge 
of the bill last year, to provide that the first 
group of three caucuses mentioned above 
shall not be held on the same evening as 
the other three. 

Labor measures continue to come in and 
one of the latest isto limit the hours of 
labor in manufacturing and mechanical 
establishments so that they shall not be 
more than 54 in a week and shall not be 
more than six on Saturday. The object 
mentioned in the title of the bill is to pro- 
vide for a Saturday half holiday.

« The Deathof 1894. 


The records of deaths, marriages and 
births kept by the clerk of every city and 
town throughout the Commonwealth 
makes an interesting study to those who 
have the tims and inclination to peruse 
them. Yet many of these who have the 
inclination lack the time necessary to study 
these books, and for the benefit of such the 
PaTRIoT each year publishes the statis- 
tics, or as they might appropriately be 
called, vital statistics, 

The records of Quincy for the year 1894 
shows that there were recorded with City 
Clerk Keith a total of 389 deaths, an in- 
crease of four over the preceding year. 

These figures are, however, apt to be mis- 
leading, for not only are those who died iu 
Quincy recorded, but those who died in 
other places and were brought here for 
burial, and those who claimed Quincy as 
their residence but died and were buried in 
other places, and unless these are taken in- 
to consideration the death rate would be 
increased. 

Oi the total number recorded, 8 died out 
of town and were buried here; 7 died and 
were buried out of town, who claimed their 
residence as Quincy. These subtracted 
from the total number recorded makes the 
total number of deaths that occurred in 
Quincy, 365, and estimating the population 
to be over 20,000 the death rate would be 
less than 18 per thousand, which is remark- 
ably low. 

It is also interesting to note that 75 who 
died in Quincy were buried in other places, 
that 16 who died in Quincy claimed their 
residence in other places, 364 claimed their 
residence as Quincy and of the total 
number recorded, 207 were males and 173 
females. 

Of the burials in Quincy, 153 were at 
Mt. Wollaston; 117 at St. Mary's; 14 at 
the Catholic; Sat the Hall; 2 at Sailor's 
Snug Harbor; 2 at Germantown and 1 in 
the Hancock cemetery. 

Of the causes of death 35 are attributed 
to disease of the heart; 26 to diphtheria; 
22 to cholera infantum; 18 to pneumonia; 
18 to consumption; 12 to old age; 12 to 
accidental causes; 8 to apoplexy; 8 to 
Bright's disease; 5 to typhoid; 3 to suicide 
and 1 to scarlet fever. The remainder 
from various diseases the names of which 
would not be generally understood. 

In connection with the causes of death 
it will be noticed the large number from 
diphtheria, which was 26 an increase of 22 
over the year 1893, 

The death rate among infants shows a 
decrease of 20 over the preceding year, 


while at other ages the rate in most cases 
is increased. A comparison by the 
following table will show where the 
increases occurred during the past four 
years:

Household Receipts. 


Rice Pine. Two cupfuls of boiled rice 
(cold), three eggs beaten stiff, one salt- 
spoonful of salt, one tablespoonful of 
melted butter, two teaspoonfuls of baking 
powder, one pint of flour, milk for soft 
batter. Bake on a griddle, and pile up 
with sugar and butter on each cake, 


WetsH Rassir. Take half a pound of 
good cheese. Put two ounces of butter 
into a saucepan and beat it; add the 
cheese and stir till melted. Then add 
mustard and cayenne pepper to taste. 


Serve on well buttered toast. 


Friep Apples. Pare sound apples, 
slice them half an inch thick, remove the 
cores without breaking the slices, fry them 
in hot bu'ter until tender, serve on slices 
of hot toast, with powdered sugar dusted 
over the apples. 


FRIED BANANAS. Cut in half length- 
wise, mix together a tablespoonful of flour 
and sugar, beat an egg very light with a 
tablespoonful of water, dip the slices of 
banana in the egg, then roll in the flour 
and sugar and fry in deep fat a delicate 
brown, Sift powdered sugar over them 
and serve. 

BLANC-MANGE Boil a quart of milk, 
add half a teaspoonful of salt and half a 
cupful of sugar. Soak half a box of 
gelatine in half a cupful of cold milk for 
twenty minutes. Stir it into the boiling 
milk. When entirely dissolved strain and 
pour into cups wet with cold water. When 
cold and hard turn out upona platter. Eat 
with a sauce made of balf a pint of milk, 
half a pint of cream, and half acupful of 
sugar, stirred together. 


A National Insect Factory. 


The reason that the government built its 
bug factory was that it wanted to raise in- 
sects, see how they lived, what they ate, 
how they changed in form, and find out 
what would finally destroy them. You 
can see how important all this information 
would be toa man who had every year 
been bothered by insects he could hardly 
see, and whose potatoes and strawberries 
were being eater by a hungry army which 
paid nothing for the feast. 

The men who watch these little creatures 
find lots of things to interest them, and it 


takes away the weariness of their waiting. 
They find that marvellous changes often 
take place in the insects, Some of them 
alter their form so that you would not 
recogn z} them for the same insect. Oue 
will at first be a short thick fly, with sharp 
eyes, wings, and a minute feeler like an 
elephant’s truuk, and he will next bea 
worm without legs and 16 eyes. It is al- 
ways an easy matter to find out what the 
bug is doing and what will drive it away, 
but it is not always so easy to say where he 
comes from or how he happened to ap- 
pear in certain places. The day I was in 


the insectary I saw a bug which had been | 


found in California by a boy while eating 
boiled patatoes, and later his father found 
more potatoes in the cellar, which had 
been duga short time before, also inhabited 
by this same worm. I was told that this 


worm had come all the way from China, 
probably, nobody knew how. Anyway, a 
member of the unwelcome tribe had 


reached the irvsectary, and was a guest 
there. He wasa famous bug, did he but 
know it, forhe was to be carefully watched, 
and his every action was to be noted ina 
book each day. He would receive 4s much 
attention as any great man—probably more 
attention, for hardly any man has been 
closely watched every day of his life, as 
this Chinese bug will be.—Harper's Young 
People.

To Cook Prunes. 


There is as much in the preparation of 
the prune before cooking as in the quality 
of the prune. Whenever this is borne in 
mind, a nice dish of first-class prunes is

through slowly, until nearly ready to serve. 
At the last moment bring them forward to 
the hot portion of the range and let them 
boil up quickly, Some prefer this method 
to the first. 

Slow heat and the soaking process, to 
make the fruit expand, brings out all the 
flavor, and is the secret of disfavor or popu 
larity.

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Pardon Refused. 


On Tuesday Gov. Greenhalge was at the 
State House several bours and spent the 
greater part of the forenoon receiving call- 
ers. At 11.30 be received a printed copy of 
all the testimony which had been submitted 
at the hearings on the petition for the par- 
don and release of the Old Colony cfiicials. 

The Governor and Lieut. Governor Lave 
both been opposed to pardoning the Old 
Colony officials, The Governor, therefore 
did pot burry the matter in the least, 
although the Executive Council voted six 
to three in favor of pardoning. 

After reviewing the testimony submitted, 
the Governor on Tuesday evening decided 
not to sign the petition for pardon and 
release, but said he would make known to 
the Council on Thursday bis reasons for 
the same which he did in an elaborate re- 
view of the late riot at Abington, which 
We are sorry not to have room to give in 
fall. But we give some of the main 
points. 

He considered the case as one of the 
most important matters yet submitted to 
the Governor and council. 

A grave responsibility is thus imposed. 
The Governor must reject the conclusions 
of the committee on pardons, which has 
been specially deputed by himself to inves- 
tigate the matter; or he must reject the 
advice of a majority of the Council. It is 
incumbent upon him, therefore, to care- 
fully consider the facts and the law of the 
case, as well as his relations to the Council 
and his duty to the Common wealth. 

It is argued that the offence of these 
petitioners has been fully vindicated; and 
that farthermore, the quality of the offence 
has been exaggerated and that a!) that was 
contemplated by the railroad was a formal 
act to make a case for the courts. This 
plea seems to be one of the chief grounds 
of defence. But to effect such a purpose 
as that mentioned, a small party of men 
would have been sufficient. 

My persona! sympathy goes out to these 
men; I could have wished to find some 
good grounds upon which a pardon could 
be granted, Their offence in a mora] sense 
is chargeable to others, 

He said, the claim is, that the petition- 
ers were deprived of a fair trial; thac the 
sentence was severe, erratic and sensation- 
al. But, the facts advanced for the pardon 
of Sanborn and Bailey wi!l apply with even 
greater force to many unfortunates now 
confined in the penal institutions in this 
commonwealth, No consideration for 
clemency or favor should be expected 
which would not apply, if possible, with 
greater force to the humblest citizen in the 
commonwealth, 

Massachusetts prides herself on the 
maintenance of law and order. Public 
opinion will not approve any remission 
of the punishment because the act for 
which punishment was inflicted is felt to 
be an invasion of public rights and a 
breach of law and order. 

As long as we havea just and impar- 
tial government it can never be admitted 
fora moment that an appeal to force in 
the assertion of legal rights can be toler- 
ated or condoned, either in the case of 
corporations or individuals, 


I must therefore decline to grant the 
pardon.

For the Patriot. 
Letter from State House. 


Boston, Jan. 23, 1895. 
The anti-double taxation league has pre- 
sented its bills in the senate through Mr. 
Wellman of Middlesex, who was the spoke- 
man for that side in the house last year 
more than any other member, Four bills 
have been put in; one is to exempt from 
taxation in this state the stock of foreign 
corporations which is fully taxed in the 
state where its home is; one is to relieve 
from double taxation incomes derived from 
property which is subject to taxation and 
has already been taxed once; one is to 
exempt municipal bonds from taxation and 
the fourth is to relieve from double taxa- 
tion merchandise which is pledged for 
debts. The issues are now fairly joined. 
The representatives of the league say that 
the Massachusetts State grange has de- 
clined to hold jvint discussions in order 
that the case may be put before the public. 
The bi!l of Mr. Bliss of West Springfield 
to change the employers’ liability law in 
the case of railroad employes who have 
been injured in the discharge of duty, 
though it was defeated in the senate after 
it had passed the house in 18i4, yet has a 
very strong case behind it. When a brake- 
man has slipped from his icy freight cars 
on a moving train on a cold winter nigh 
and has met death under the wheels which 
have mutilated his body, there is no wit- 
ness sometimes Lo prove that he was in the 
exercise of due care and diligence. Unless 
such exercise can be proved affirmatively 
no damages can be recovered. The Dill 
proposes to establish the presumption that 
the man was in the exercise of due dili- 
gence unless the road can prove to the 
contrary. If such a bill could be passed, it 
would greatly better the financial standing 
of destitute families who would otherwise 

be left with no provision for their future. 
The woman suffrage contest will come 
on early this year. It is expected to give a 
hearing January 30 in the old hall of the 
house, to report as soon as possible and 
dispose of the matter, Last year it was 
not out of the way till April 9 Lady 
Henry Somerset and Frances E. Willard 
will be among the speakers at the hearing. 
“Tall oaks from little acorns grow,”’ 


and though it may not have been a very 
litule acorn which the legislature planted in 
1885 when it passed the bill to establish the 
board of police for Boston, yet a very tall 
oak is looming up in the near future which 
has grown from the seed which was planted 
then. By that act the contro! of its own 
police was taken from the city of Boston 
and was conferred upon a commission to 
be paid by the city, but appointed by the 
governor and confirmed by the council. 
The prodigious fight made by the Boston 
democrats against that bill has been one 
of the traditions of the state house since, 
and probably there never was a more bitter 
and excited struggle in the history of the 
legislature. But the bill was passed on 
party lines,—republicans for and democrats 
against. ‘The precedent was not followed 
until last year when a similar act was 
made to apply to Fall River, Though it 
was strongly opposed, still, it met with 
nothing like the opposition which was en- 
countered by its predecessor. But this year 
there ix promise that the principle will be 
applied more widely. One of the active 
workers for the two acts already mentioned 
says that a bill is drawn to be applied to 
Holyoke and that it is also desired to ex- 
tend the law to Lowell. More than this, it 
is proposed to pass a general bill by which 
the principle shall be applied to every city 
in the state, so that in nope of them will 
the people have control of their own police 
bat every city will be under the adminis- 
tration of a board of its citizens who will 
be appointed by the governor and con- 
firmed by the Council, but who will be 
paid from the treasury of the city. 

An extension of the civil service law is 
proposed in a bill offered by Mr. Myers of 
Cambridge by which the civil service com- 
missioners are authorized to appoint “* reg- 
istrars of labor’’ who shall have oversight 
of the labor force which is selected under 
the civil service rules of either the state or 
the cities. At present the labor depart- 
ment of the cities are not generally under 
the civil service rules, but the tendency is 
to extend the scope of the law, for it 
works well where it is properly enforced. 

The effort of the last two years to abol- 
ish days of grace on notes, drafts, orders 
and checks has been renewed, but in a 
modified form, that the act shall apply 
only to papers drawn in this state and 
shall not effect those which were drawn be- 
fore July 1, 1895. 

The oversight, or error, of last year, by 
which the weight of a bushel of onions was 
fixed at 57 pounds, instead of 52, will be 
promptly remedied this year and the irate 
constituents of Representative Bridges of 
Deerfield, who defeated him last fall be- 
cause he did not prevent the passage of the 
bill last sessiou, may now return to their 
old measure and pocket their customary 
profits. The judiciary committee gave 
two hearings upon the matter and have 
reported the desired bill which will doubt- 
less become law without material opposi- 
tion. 

It offends some people that those who do 
not like the state house extension do not 
keep still about the matter. They would 
be glad to haveall opposition die out and 
everything goon with apparent harmony 
in the new hall | and elegant committee 
rooms. But the new place is so seriously 
unfitted for its purpose that ultimately the 
house should be back in its old place under 
the dome, with seats for the members 
without desks, and with the committee 
rooms conveniently arranged in compact 
order for business, Practicability, as fully 
as ornament, ought to bea guiding prin- 
ciple aud as surely as good laws and 
righteous principles are of higher value 
than ornate architecture and artistic decor- 
ation, so surely ought there to be a fitting 
place for the legisiature. This issue will 
not be settled till the mistake is remedied 
and the good of the state made superior to 
architecture and fine coloring. RULE.

The Mail Canine. 


Owney, the travelling mail dog, who is 
koown tc, every man in the postal mail ser- 
vice in the country, and who has probably 
travelled more miles than any dog in the 
world, is in Boston on a short visit. 

Where he will go next and when he will 
leave are matters only known to himself. 
He spends most of his time at the Post 
Office, but has also been the guest of Jobn 
Countie, one of the employes of the office, 
at his home. 

Owney originally belonged to the Albany 
Post Office. The clerks there still consider 
that they have a certain proprietary inter- 
est in him, and be basa gold collar there, 
which is only put on when he is at home. 

He will get in a car and ride until be gets 
tired of it, or until it stops at a Post Office 
which strikes his fancy, and then he will 
get out and stay until he gets ready to go 
on again. On no occasion has he ever been 
known to attempt to ride on any other car 
than a mail car, 

He has been all over the country, his 
greatest trip being in 1893, when he went 
from Bangor to Spokane and Tacoma, and 
then back through San Francisco, and the 
Southern route to Texas, and home again 
by way of Washington. 

At nearly every office at which he stopped 
they puta tagon him, and when he got 
back there were over a hundred tags, fas- 
tened toa harness which has been put on 
him to hold them. Owney has also been 
abroad, having crossed the ocean twice on 
the German Mail Line. 

He seems to like Boston rather better 
than any other place, for he gets here 10 
or 12 times a year, and sometimes he makes 
quite an extended stay, such as his present 
one. Owney is now about 14 years old.— 
Boston Journal, Jan. 22, 1895. 


Many More Tramps. 


The year of 1894 will go down in history 
as a year of business depression and hard 
times. During the latter half of 1893 and 
1894 probably more persons were out of 
employment than at any other period in 
the history of the country. The number 
of tramps so greatly increased during this 
time that the tramp problem has come to 
be recognized as one of the most serious 
with which present-day society has to 
deal, 

The number of lodgers accommodated at 
the Somerville police station in 1893 was 
3,605, of whom 2,033 were lodged during 
October, November and December of that 
year. These figures were unpredented, and 
were regarded with wonder and some ap- 
prehension at the time. But during the 
years just past the number was increased 
by nearly one-half,—5,341 lodgers In 1894 
to 3,655 in 1893. Happily, however, better 
industrial conditions are beginning to 
prevail, and this improvement means fewer 
men out of work and notso many tramps 
in 1895 as in the previous year.—Somerville 
Journal.

Satan 
generally went in by the mouth, but wien 
he had waited a reasonable length of time 
and the man did not open his mouth, the 
devil made him yawn, and when his mouth 
was open jumped down his throat, So 
many cases of this kind occurred that the 
people learned to make the sign of the 
cross over their mouths whenever they 
yawned, in order to scare away the devil. 
The peasantry in Italy and Spain still 
adhere to this method, but most other peo- 
ple have dispensed with the cross sign, and 
keep out the devil by simply placing the 
hand before the lips, It is a remarkable 
survival of a practice after the significance 
has perished,”

| Injury to Orange Crop. 


Florida oranges, which bave been whole- 
saling at about $2 a box, have advauced to 
$4 and $5, with a prospect, so Garden and 
Forest says, of a still further advance for 
good fruit, if any can be secured. The 
cold wave which visited Florida in the last 
days of December was the most disastrous 
known in the history of that State. Ice 
formed an inch thick as far south as Lake 
| Worth, and in many other sheltered 
places where orange groves had heretofore 
been safe the fruit was frozen solid on the 
trees. The loss to the fruit growers, as 
| well as the merchants, transportation com- 
} panies, the packers and all those in any 
way connected with what promised to be a 
most profitable season has been almost as 
serious as if the State had been swept over 
by fire. Owing to the drought of last sum- 
mer, the orange trees bloomed late in the 
fall, and there was promise of a large crop 
of late fruit. Of course, this is all de- 
stroyed, and the fruit buds for next year’s 
bloom are probably ruined, Many young 
orchards are killed, and many of the old 
trees will be cut back seriously, The 
salable oranges now arriving in this city 
are those which had been picked and were 
in packing houses before the cold wave. 
Some oranges which were caught by 
the frost in transit bring little or nothing. 
Grape fruit now sells at $6 a box at whole- 
sale, and the price is steadily advancing. 
To meet the deficiency caused by the 
disaster in Florida, large orders have been 
| cabled for Messina and Palermo oranges, 
and Sicilian fruit now here is commanding 
high prices, Oranges are already selling 
in the groves in California at an advance 
of $1.50 a box.

The Proposed Court House. 


The Committee on County E-timates of 
the Legislature gave a hearing Tuesday on 
the following petition, and the prospec's 
are good for a new cuurt house at Quincy: 

That the present rooms occupied and 
used by the District court of East Norfolk 
are wholly insufficient and unsuitable for 
the purpose of holding said court therein, 
and the accommodations for the court, bar, 
and parties attending the same, are entirely 
inadequate; tbat the sanitary arrangement 
of said rooms is poor and unhealthy, 

Thac the convenience of all parties con- 
cerned in the transaction of tbe business of 
said court requires tbat different and 
better rooms be procured for holding the 
same, and we recommend and petition the 
passage of the accompanying bill. 

Representative Hammond said the peti- 
tiopers were present and would give infor- 


mation. 
Lawyer McAnarney 


Believed the district court at Quincy was 
the largest with one exception in the State. 
It included in its jurisdiction the city of 
Quincy and the towns of Milton, Braintree, 
Randolpb, Holbrook, Weymouth and 
Cobasset. Norfolk county stcod fourth io 
valuation in the State with a probability of 
being third. The question was, is the 
district entitled to a better court. He 
showed that it paid a large proportion of 
the county taxes, that the business of the 
court bad increased largely, and argued 
that it was entitled to reasonable facilities. 
A visitation of the committee would con- 
vince them it was lacking in conveniences, 
had a dark entrance, a low ceiling, no 
ventilation, no safe place for records, that 
its sanitary arrangements were foul. A 
luxury was not wanted, but the fact was, 
none was sO poor as the court room at 
Quincy. The movement was endorsed by 
the county commissioners. 

In reply to H. H. Faxon he said be did 
not appear as counsel. 

In reply to ex-Commissioner Wiggin he 
said the district court house at Malden had 
been erected by county. 

Proceeding Mr. McAnarney said plans 
for a $55,000 building had been prepared 
and would be submitted. It would provide 
accommodations also for the probate court, 
and possibly a police station for the city. 

Judge Humphrey 
Had presided over the court in its present 
building for twelve years. His main ob- 
jection was the sanitary arrangement. It 
was extremely bad. He had been unable 
to geta remedy. The ventilation was bad, 
the light poor, and more rooms were 
wanted. Were the probate court room in 
building it could be utilized advantageously. 

Iu reply to Mr. Wiggin he said he was 
on board of county commissioners when 
room was rented fer court. Never thought 
it a very desirable place. When he was 
county commissioner the board had 
endeavored to keep county out of debt and 
had found levy of $60,000 ample. Afver 
some hesitancy he said he would be willing 
to accept probate court room with extra 
ante rooms, but owner objected to having 
district court sit there. Did not know of 
any suitable room that could be rented. 
When the district court was established it 
was somewhat of an experiment,

Also considered the accommodations inade- 
quate and the sanitary arrangement ex- 
tremely bad. It was an o!d building which 
had been moved about, changed over, etc. 
The court was opened in 1872 and was one 
of tbe earlier courts. The business had 
more than doubled. Further, the buiiding 
when crowded was unsafe, The probate 
court room would be inadequate for the 
district courtroom. The late J. Q. Adams, 
was opposed to having district court in 
building. He was not prepared to say 
that $75,000 was needed for a new build- 
ing. 
J. P. 8S. Churchill 

The clerk of the court for five years, gave 
figures showing the increase in business, 
and also spoke of the poor accommoda- 
tions. Had complained to the county com- 
missioners about the unbealthiness, also 
to the Quincy boaré of health. The build- 
ing was unsafe, the records were unsafe, 
and money lettin the building would be 
unsafe, 

Mr. Faxon’s first question ov cross ex- 
amination was a bomb, ‘You don’t like 
me, do you?"’ Mr. Churchill was ex- 
cused from answering. He had never 
opened ventilator because the room leading 
to it was kept locked. 

Mr. Churchill admitted to Mr. Wiggin 
that the receipts after banking hours did 
not average $3 per day, and that the safe 
might be safe enough for this. 

It was voted at this point to limit the 
petitioners case to one o’clock and then 
adjourn for one week to hear remon- 
strants, 

Ex-Mayor Porter 
Had attended schoo! in the building forty 
years ago, when it was on Coddington 
street. Thought the sum asked was large 
and it was questionable if the county 
should be involved in so large an expendi- 
ture. However, present building was pot 
the proper place for a courtrocm. The 
accommodations were inferior, but loca- 
tion excellent. Perbaps building could be 
altered over.

Agreed that present building was not a 
suitable place.

He expressed the sen- 
timent of a large number of citizens that a 
better court room was needed. Quincy 
seldom called upon the county, as by tbe 
city charter it took eatire charge of its 
streets, 

Cross-exam'n'd, he said people always 
find fault with the tax rate, but they felt 
better if they got something in return. The 
new public buildings erected in Quincy had 
tended to develope the city and increase the 
taxable value of property. Would con- 
sider it good policy for county to rent por- 
tion of building if it netted a good income. 

Deputy Sheriff Field 
Believed there shcu'd be at leas! fur ante 
rooms, and more than one entrance.

Children quickly appreciate high motives, 
To urge your boy to do right because it is 
brave to do so, or because it is honorable, 
or because it is true, is to speak to him ina 
language which he can understand as well 
asyou. And to know only such motives 
tends to make him the truthful, brave, or 
honorable boy you wish him to be, 

On the other hand, to habitually incite 
him to goodness because of the candy 
which comes to good boys or the punish- 
ment which awaits bad ones, is to create in 
him only the motives of greed and fear. 
These incentives are not only demoraliz- 
ing to the character of the child, but the 
force of them is weakened as the boy grows 
older. 

Again, it is a mistake to appeal to ‘“‘ out- 
side’’ motives with children, such as act- 
ing for the sake of appearance or because 
some one is watching: ‘* Be a good child, 
for uncle is looking at you;"’ ‘Don’t be 
rude to your sister or misbehave at the 
table while company is here;" “* How ugly 
it looks for a little girl to be disobedient or 
unkind!" ‘See how pretty it is to be 
amiable or generous!’ “People always 
admire a gentle little girl.” Such phrases 
surely do not show a child the best reasons 
why he should do right. Children do un- 
derstand aud appreciate better ones, And 
children have a right to the best. They 
have a right to as good motives as those we 
try to live up to ourselves.— Harper's Ba- 
zar. 


Care of Teeth. 


If the teeth are properly cleansed every 
day they will not need polishing at any 
time, except in the ezfort to remove the 
stalns caused by ill health or medicines. 
There are many powders, dentrifices and 
mouth washes offered for public use, and 
each claims superior advantages. ‘Those 
which are recommended as sure to whiten 
the teeth should be avoided, as they con- 
tain ingredients which eventually destroy 
them. 

Charcoal perhaps stands at the bead of 
all tooth powders, as it cleanses the teeth 
and purifies the breath, A lotion which ls 
excellent for the teeth and mouth is made 
of two ounces of borax, one quart of hot 
water, one teaspoonful of tincture of 
myrrh, one teaspoonful of spirits of cam- 
pbor. Dissolve the borax in the water, 
and when nearly cold add the other in- 
gredients, and bottle for use. Use a wine- 
glass full in a tumbler of water, to brush 
the teeth and rinse the mouth, 

After cleansing decayed teeth, they may, 
if the breath is offensive, be brushed inside 
and out with a wash made of a teaspoonful 
of concentrated solution of chloride of soda 
in a tumbler of water. Six to ten drops of 
this may be taken, if the breath is very 
offensive. In asking the druggist for this 
solution of soda, be sure to inform him, if 
you wish to take it internally, that you 
intend doing so, that he may give you the 
right kind. Soap is not an agreeable denti- 
frice as far as taste goes, but it is cleanly, 
and some of the whitest, prettiest teeth 
seen have never been cleaned or brushed 
with anything but Castile soap and pow- 
dered charcoal. The projonged and too 
frequent use of charcoal, soap, or any 
other dentifrice except warm water Is to be 
condemned, Once or twice a week is 
enough for the soap unless there is serious 
sickness, 

Teeth are much injured by uslng them to 
crack nuts, bite off threads or to hold pins 
and needles.—The Healthy Home.

New York Census. 


The census reveals some curious facts 
about the distribution of New York's ex- 
cess of women. New York city has 20,000 
of them; Brooklyn, 17,000; Albany, 5,500, 
Troy, 5,000; Utica, 3,000; Rochester, 
4,000; Syracuse, 1,100. They are all prac- 
tically, in the larger citles of the State, the 
one exception being Buffalo, which has 
4,000 more men than women. It would be 
interesting to know more about these 
4,000 superfluous Budalo men, whether 
they are Pollacks, Italians, lake sailors, 
canal boatmen or merely lively young 
bachelors from the country in the western 
part of the State who have gone to Buffalo 
to seek their fortunes, New York city’s 
business opportunities, which attract 
crowds of men, seem to attract quite as 
many women. Yet the excess of women 
in New York is comparatively small. The 
city has 45 women to every 44 men, while 
Brooklyn has 26 women to every 25 men, 
and Troy 11 women to every 10 men. Why 
should It happen that in the suburban 
counties nearest New York there should be 
more men than women? It would seem 
that of the population drawn by the me- 
tropolis to this end of the State the un- 
married man would nearly all live in the 
cities, and the dwellers in the suburbs 
would for the most be people with families. 
Yet the suburban counties all show an ex- 
cess of men—1300 in Westchester, 1700 in 
Richmond, and 2,300 in Queens.—Harper's

Sort Cooxres. One cup of molasses, 
one cup of sugar, half acup of butter, one 
cup of cold water, four cups of flour, two 
smalls teaspoonsful of soda. Drop with a 
teaspoon. 

CaRAMEL Cake. One cupful of sugar, 
one cupful of milk, two cupsful of flour, 
butter size of an egg, one teaspoonful of 
cream tartar, half-teaspoonful of soda, balf 
cake of chocolate grated. Bake in layers. 

Corn Oysters, Add toacan of corn 
slightly chopped, two eggs, two teaspoons- 
ful salad oil, a small cup of milk, a liberal 
dust of pepper, a pinch of salt and just 
flour enough to bind. Drop from a table- 
spoon into boiling oil and fry quickly to a 
golden brown, draining thoroughly and 
transferring toa hot dish, Eat at once; 
the resemblance to genuine fried oysters is 
very marked. 

Spicep Beer. Take from four to six 
pounds of beef, wash and cut off any part 
of the skin which is not sweet and clean, 
pick off all fine fragments of bone, and cut 
meat into several pieces; cover with boil- 
ing water, skim carefully as it boils, and 
then simmer until the meat falls to pieces, 
and the liquor is reduced to half a pint.

Literary Notes, 


** United States Income Tax Law, Sim- 
plified for Business Men,”’ is the full ttle 
of an invaluable little handbook bound in 
neat covers and selling everywhere at 50 
cents, being compiled and published by 
Mr. Ferdinand A. Wyman, a prominent 
member of the Suffolk County Bar, Boston, 
Mass. In this little volume of fifty pages, 
the author, who enjoys an extensive law 
practice in the old Bay State, gives a con- 
cise account of the Income Tax Law as it 
is in operation in several foreign countries; 
the full text of the new United States law 
which came into operation on January lst, 
and also a very careful digest of the same. 
This digest is a remarkably simple yet full 
interpretation of the new law, shorn of all 
its intricacies and involved sentences, and 
by its ald anyone can, almost at a glance, 
understand just what has got to be done, 
and can make their returns to govern- 
ment easily and accurately, and save 
much money in so doing. 

The Rev. Samuel J. Barrows, D. D., the 
editor of the Christian Register, and a 
member ef the Board of Prison Commis- 
sioners of Boston, contributes a paper to 
the February Arena on “ Penology in 
Europe and America,” that will be widely 
read by all who appreciate the value of 
educational work in prison discipline and 
reform as an important factor in the social 
problem. Dr. Barrows is one of the lead- 
ing authorities in this country on the de- 
partment of sociology known as Penology, 
and this paper is the result of a year’s 
travel in Europe, completed in the winter 
of 1893, during which he visited all the

How Water Freezes. 


A scientific paper describes how the 
process of freezing is carried on in nature's 
alchemy. By means of two thermometers 
it is first ascertained that the temperature 
of the water at the surface and at the 
bottom is respectively 48 degrees and 45 
degrees. A cold wind sweeps over the 
surface of the water, so that the 
temperature is suddenly reduced to, say, 
44 degrees. 

By this reduction in temperature it con- 
tracts and becomes specifically heavier, 
sinking and displacing the comparatively 
light and warmer water below, which rises 
to the surface, becomes cooled below 44 
degrees and immediately falls, displacing 
the warmer water at the bottom, which in 
turn rises, gets cooled and falls, its place 
being again supplied by lighter and warmer 
water, 


And so the cooling and sinking processes 
go on, the upper thermometer always in- 
dicating the higher temperature when 
suddenly the magic pvint, 39 degrees, is 
reached, when all movement at once 
The upper layer of water is still 
exposed to the cooling influences of the 
wind, and speedily falls in temperature, 
but still retain its place. 

The upper thermometer now shows that 
the water which surrounds it is being 
rapidly reduced in temperature, but the 
lower one remains stationary at 39 
degrees, At this temperature water is 
heavier than at any other, and there, like 
a stone, it remains at the bottom, and as it 
is fully protected from outward influences 
bythe mass of superincumbent water, its 
temperature,

remains very much at the 
The water on top, however, having 
nothing to protect it, gets cooler ard 
lighter every Down the ther- 
mometer goes to 37 degrees, 35 degrees 
and 32 degrees, and then a slight breeze 
ripples the surface, and the next moment a 
thin sheet of ice spreads itself over all. 

The ice, however, is colder and lighter 
than the water, so that it floats on the 
surface and acts as a blanket, protecting 
the comparatively warm and heavy water 
below from being cooled. 

So that even during the severest winter 
only comparatively thin superficial 
layer of ice is usually formed, and the 
greater part of the water remains un- 
frozen at the bottom.—St. Louis-Globe 
Democrat.

Care of the Hair. 

Frequent brushing of the hair is recom- 
mended for its improvement. The scalp 
should be made to glow with the vigorous 
use of a stiff bristled brush, and a thorough 
brushing before going to bed at night is 
considered to be of the utmost importance, 
This gives gloss and softness, and long 
hair is in special need of it, Sage tea was 
an old-fashioned remedy for wetting the 
scalp and preventing the hair from falling 
out and it is still regarded as excellent. 
Ammonia and borax are both used as in- 
vigorators of the hair, but they should be 
used only in small quantities, or they will 
do more harm than good, for too much 
ammonia will inflame the scalp and too 
much borax will make the hair dry and 
brittle. Nor is soap good for the hair. 
The scalp may be cleansed with the yolk of 
an egg, boaten in a very little water, and 
rubbed weil into the scalp, where it should 
be allowed to dry and afterwards rinsed off 
with lukewarm water containing a little 
ammonia, After the hair has been wet it 
should be thoroughly dried before going to 
bed and before going out into the open 
air. The scratching and irritating of the 
scalp with asharp-toothed comb should be 
avoided and the same danger is to be looked 
out for in the ase of a metallic brush.— 
Good Housekeeping. 


Importance of Pure Air. 


The season of colds, at least the season 
accepted as such, being upon as, it is well 
to remind ourselves that the best authori- 
ties ascribe the prevalence of these dis- 
tempers to bad indoor air rather than to 
severe outdoor air, ‘Cold air,’ says a 
writer in a recent magazine, ‘does not 
cause throat and lung diseases, but only 
bad air.”” The fact that there is a marked 
increase in these diseases during cold 
weather he fits to his theory by declaring 
that such disorders are produced, not 
by the cold air, but by the indoor life thes 
accompanies the season. 

“An open fire in every living room in 
every house,’’ says another enthusiast on 
the same subject of ventilation, ‘* would do 
more to lower the death rate from respira- 
tory diseases than any medication or other 
existing remedial agency,’ Barring this, 
he urges frequent airing of rooms con- 
stantly occupied, but also insists that the 
ventilation be done on principles of com- 
mon sense, ‘Steam-heated rooms,’’ pur- 
sues this carping critic, “* particularly in 
apartments, usually reach a temperature of 
80 degrees. ‘This I may say is a mild 
statement. Any persons living in such 
places endure this or greater heat antil it 
becomes intolerable, and then throw win- 
dows open recklessly, The temperature is 
lowered too suddenly, a chill is sure to fol- 
low, and often serious mischief. Why not 
take the pains with our lives that a florist 
does with his plants? The air in a green 
house is regulated by a themometer and 
kept even and pure without a sudden chill 
or overheating. It is the high temperature 
and bad air of our houses that bas made 
us arace of catarrhal wheezers, and got at 
all, I believe, climatic conditions."—N. ¥,

Palisades of the Hudson River. 


Along the entire length of the Hudson 
river there is scarcely to be found apy 
more beautiful natural feature than the 
Palisades. Beginning nearly opposite to 
New York, they extend along the west 
bank of the river for a distance of 15 miles, 
rising perpendicularly from the very edge 
of the water to a height varying from 300 to 
500 feet. The face of the trap rock of which 
they are formed, is broken and jagged and 
this makes it possible for abundant vegeta- 
tion to spring up, which adds much to its 
ragged and massive beauty. It is to be ob- 
served, therefore, with very serious regret, 
that the work of blasting and quarrying 
along the Palisades has already done irre- 
parable injury. And, judging by the ap- 
pearance of the rock in the vicinity of Fort 
Lee, which is opposite the city, the work 
of giant powder and dynamite promises, 
unless strong measures be adopted, eventu- 
ally to destroy this famous feature of Hud- 
son river scenery. The Palisades should 
be guarded with every possible care, and 
the preservation of the beauty they lend 
to the Hudson should be a matter of na- 
tional pride. Their face is covered with 
glacial grooves and scratches, which are 
the hieroglyphics of the written geological 
history of the past. 

Unless this beautiful region be set aside 
for a public park, or some similar provis- 
ion be made, it is impossible to tell where 
the work of destruction will end.—Scien- 
tific American.

Tomato Soup. One two-pound can of 
tomatoes, to which add one quart of water, 
one-half of a small onion sliced, a piece of 
butter the size of a hen’s egg, in which rub 
& large tablespoonful of flour, and boil 
slowly one hour, Just before serving strain 
the soup and add one pint of scalded milk. 


Sprvacu. Boil in very little water, just 
enough to prevent it from sticking to the 
bottom of the sausepan. The heat draws 
out its own juice in such quantities there is 
soon sufficient moisture. It cooks in about 
ten minutes; pour off the liquor and press 
it perfectly dry. Cut it across several 
times, add a little butter and salt and 
serve. 


DELMoNIcO HasuEp Porarors. Pare 
and chop six medium-sized potatoes. 
When chopped put them into a baking 
pan, season with salt and pepper, cover 
them with milk, place over the top two 
ounces of butter cut into small bits, and 
bake in a quick oven for forty minutes.

Murron SausaGes. Chup one pint of 
cold cooked mutton, three ounces of beef 
suet, and six raw oysters, mix, add a haf 
cup of bread crumbs, one egg slightly 
beaten, salt, pepper, and a quarter tea- 
spoonful of mace, and if convenient a tea- 
spoonful of anchovy paste; mix all thor- 
oughly together into small round cakes 
and fry in butter, These are very nice 
with tomato sauce. 


Brownep Rice. Cook one cup of rice 
with three cups of milk and one teaspoon- 
ful of salt in a double boiler until very 


soft. Season with one tablespoonful of 
buiter. Pack it closely iu a small bread 
pan. When cold cut in one-half inch 


slices, and brown tbem delicately in hot 
butter or spread the slices lightly with 
softened butter, Put them on a fine, well- 
buttered gridiron, and color a light brown 
on both sides over a clear fire. 


PROVIDENCE Rye CAKES. One pint of 
pint of milk, one tablespoonful of Indian 
meal, one ege, and rye meal enough to 
make it as thick as batter. Bake in cups. 


CHESTER PuDpING. One pint of flour, 
one-half of a cupful of sugar, three table- 
spoonsful of melted butter, one-half of a 
pint of milk, one egg, one and one-half 
teaspoonsful of baking powder.

Treatment of Pneumonia, 


Prompt measures will often save life 
when the premonitory chill and labored 
breathing announce the advent of pneu- 
monia, Of course the doctor will be 
promptly summoued, This is not a disease 
to wait or experiment with. But mean- 
while something can be done at home. 

Apply a mustard plaster over the entire 
portion of the lung affected, using for the 
plaster the purest mustard mixed with 
tepid water. The plaster must remain on 
the patient for six hours, The condition 
of the bowels and the secretions must be 
looked after, and a mild cathartic adwinis- 
tered. If this does not cause a free evac- 
uation of the bowels, it should be followed 
by a dose of castor oil or Epsom salts. 
Next prepare a solution of salicylate of 
soda—sixty grains to au ounce of water— 
and give one teaspoonful every two or 
three hours, according to the intensity of 
the pain or the amount of fever. By this 
treatment, commenced in time, many cases 
of pneumonia can be either cured or much 
alleviated.—Healthy Home. 


Cologne to Cure a Cold. 

The process by which a cold in the 
head or throat may be promptly-relieved, 
as suggested by a French pbysician, is not 
new, but it isa revival of a most agree- 
able, if half-forgotteu, method, 

Frenchwomen have long known the 
virtues of prompt inhalation of eau de 
cologne, and an old French mam'‘selle, 
who taught the young ladies of an up- 
town school twenty years ago, was at 
least one of her race to import the remedy. 

Like all such remedies, the cologne 
water should be inhaled at once, as soon 
as the first symptoms of the coming attack 
appear. Deep whiffs must be taken, and 
the fumes are more pvieot when the 
cologue is poured on a handkerchief. 

Four or five inhala’ions of from two to 
three minutes each are sufficient, accord- 
ing tothe French doctor, to put to rout 
the most willing-to-stay cold, if the pre- 
ventive is begun in time.— Reflector,

The Last of the Bujfaloes. 

Hunters know that buffaloes will never 
unless forced cross the iron of a railroad 
track, and this fact figured largely in the 
unfortunate work of extermination which 
these animals have suffered since the 
Western plains have been spanned by rail- 
roads, 

The greatest blow dealt the bison herds 
of the Northwest was the completion of 
the Northern Pacific track west from Bis- 
mark to the Rocky Mountains. The road 
practically divided the herds, and those to 
the south were soon swallowed up in the 
general slaughter waged by Indians, pot, 
hide and tongue hanters, foreign sportsmen 
and others who were out to kill anything 
they saw on sight. 

This was durirg the winter of 1882-83. 
The buffaloes to the north were in many 
scattered bands, but there was one great 
herd of not less than 75,000 head, which 
had found a temporary refuge in the tri- 
angle formed by the Musselshell, Missouri 
and Yellowstone rivers in Montana, and 
as yet they had not been ‘smelled out’ 
by either red or white hunters, But they 
were as surely doomed as though already 
killed, for the road iron cut them off from 
the southern range, and the Indians of the 
Canadian northwest, as well as those of 
our country, barred their retreat into the 
far North, and so they were hemmed in 
between the two, with no possibility of 
escape in either direction. This last herd 
was completely wiped out of existence in 
less than four months, and before the 
close of the year there were but a few 
sipgles and pairsleft as fugitives in that 
vast country where but a year or two 
before they could have been counted 
almost by the hundredsof thousands. At 
the end of that season 800,000 buffalo hides 
were shipped east from Glendive, on the 
Yellowstone River.—Scientific American, 


Rainy Washing Days. 


To dry the family wash indoors is really, 
then, the only way to do when washdays 
chance to fall in particularly unpleasant 
weather. And if the laundress understands 
“just how,"’ she can do this without 
having the fact at all apparent that her 
washing was dried in the kitchen by the 
fire instead of being exposed to 
beneficient influences of the sun and air. 

The first precaution which must be 


taken when clothes must be dried indoors 
Even the 


isto have the water very hot. 
rinsing water must be of as high a tempera- 
ture as can be borne by the hand of the 
jaundress. No soapshould be rubbed on 
the clothes, but in place of it a piece of 
soap should be finely shaved and dissolved 


in the water before ever the clothes are 


put in, 


The blueing water should be very blue 
to counteract the yellowing tendencies of 


the soap, and the clothes should be 


thoroughly wrung out before they are put 


intw it, But the most important step in 
this really satisfactory process lies in the 
preparations of the rinsing water. As has 
been stated, this should be very hot, 
When it has been drawn into the tub and 
while it is still steaming, pour in about two 
teaspoonfuls of good ammonia. This 
whitens the clothes wonderfully and does 
not injure them in the least. 

‘They may now be dried either in the hot 
kitchen or in the cold storeroom, and they 
aresure to be white whatever way they 
are treated.—Somerville Journal.

Heatthy Bank Notes. 


The bank of England never reissues a 
note, Every bill passed over its counter 
from the inside is crisp aod new, free from 
bacteria, bacilla, microbes, or any otber 
disease germs, Even if a customer should 
draw a check, receiving these new bills, 
and then decide that he preferred coin, 
the man in charge of this department 
would take the notes, teara corner from 
each, and pass over the gold. The bills 
are then burued without ceremony. 

The bank of France also issues only new 
notes, but for fourteen years it has turned 
the old ones into pulp instead of burning 
them, It takes about twenty-four hours 
to transform them into a blackish pulp, 
useful only for the backs of ledgers or 
cardboard of low quality, As a sanitary 
measure this destruction is probably wise, 
and in the end may be even economical,— 
Troy Times. 


Remedy for Diphtheria, 


It is reported that Professor Lottler, of 
Greifswald, the discoverer of the dipbthe- 
ria bacillus, has suggested a new remedy 
for the disease. ‘The mixture recom- 
mended is said to consist of alchol, 60 per 
cent; toluol, 36; and solution of ferric 
chloride, 4. Menthol is added to deaden 
the pain caused by the application, which 
is effected by means of pieces of wadding, 
the affected parts being at first treated 
every three or four hours, Of seventy-one 
patients treated by this method from the 
outset, all have been saved, while only one 
death occurred out of twenty-six cases 
treated after the second day of the attack.

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Fire Station Unsafe. 


The centra) fire station in Quincy, which 
was completed during the year 1893 at a 
cost of $20,000, and which at that time was 
considered one of the finest fire stations in 
the State, has been condemned by Chief 
Engineer Peter J. Williams, as being un- 
safe and dangerous. 

He says the girders are falling in and the 
floor timbers have settled, leaving the floor 
surface in an uneven and shaky condition, 
and that the place is unfit for the firemen 
to sleep in, and he therefore declines to 
further assume the responsibility of keep- 
ing the men and fire apparatus any longer 
in such an unsafe building. 

He has placed the keys of the building in 
the hands of Mayor Hodges and the Com- 
missioner of Public Works, who, it is said, 
will call the attention of the State Inspec- 
tor of Buildings to the matter. 

The building is of brick with granite 
trimmings, and is located on Quincy 
avenue. It is what is known as a three- 
way house and is occupied by a Steamer, 
Hook and Ladder, and Hose wagon. On 
the second floor besides the sleeping rooms 
of the firemen, is the delicate fire alarm 
apparatus and battery. 

During the heavy storm of last week the 
building shook so that the Chief Engineer 
was called to the station. It was then 
that he decided to no longer assume the 
responsibility. 

Mayor Hodges, when seen this morning, 
said it was true that the building bad been 
turned over to him by the Chief Engineer, 
and that steps would be taken immediately 
to remedy the difficulty which now ap- 
peared to be in the upper story. He 
further stated that the State Inspector of 
Buildings had been notified and would 
probably visit Quincy this afternoon to in- 
spect the building. 


Brick or Wooden Schoolhouses. 


Brick or wood promises to be an issue 
when the appropriations are made for the 
new schoolhouses at Norfolk Downs and 
* The Rail,’’ for which land has already 
been purchased. 

The tendency of late has been toward 
wood on the ground of economy, and there 
are many who believe a pretty wooden 
schoolhouse would be preferable to a plain 
brick one. 

The people at Norfolk Downs are 
strenuously opposed to wood, and at a 
special meeting of the Improvement As- 
sociation, Tuesday evening, unanimously 
adopted this resolution: 

RESOLVED,—That ata special meeting 
of the Wollaston Park and Nurfolk Downe 
Improvement Association, called for the 
purpose of discussing the matter of a school 
building at Norfolk Downs, it was the 
sense of the meeting that when said school 
building was erected it should, on the 
score of economy, safety, durability and 
health be built of brick. 

That a copy of this resolution be sent to 
the City Council. 

It will be seenjthat No: folk Downs people 
also, regard it as economy to build of brick. 
They consider, that at their meeting it was 
demonstrated on all points to be the proper 
material. On the grounds of economy, 
durability, health and safety a brick struc- 
ture was shown to be, by the practical 
knowledge so ably expressed by Mr. 
Moxon, and by the experience gained by 
other of the gentlemen present who had 
served the city in years past on such mat- 
ters, the proper kind of a building to erect. 
The feeling was general that all public 
buildings should be in the way of per- 
wanent improvements, and that to erect 
wooden schoolhouses in this enlightened 
age would be a serious mistake and a step 
backward. 

On the other hand, the advocates of 
wood not only claim that a wooden school- 
house can be built for much less, but that 
itcan be enlarged for less money. That 
had the Coddington or Adams school- 
houses been built of brick in 1855 they 
could not have been enlarged, and further 
if builtof brick then they would not be 
more satisfactory now than are the present 
buildings, which they admit are not up to 
date. 

By erecting these of wood, enough was 
saved in interest to more than pay the cost 
of all alterations, repairs and painting. 
Possibly enough to erect new buildings in 
a year or two, 

There is considerable, however, in the 
argument that the city should set an 
example in its public buildings; that it 
should be up-to-date and take no backward 
step. Not extravagant, but progressive. 


Suspicious Fire. 


On the morning of Feb. 1, the fire ap- 
paratus was called out to extinguish a 
lively blaze in the house on Kidder street 
occupied by Mrs, Margaret Heade. When 
the department arrived two rooms were 
found to bea mass of flames and it was 
with difficulty that the fire was extin- 
guished. 

The cause of the fire was said to be due 
to a lamp explosion. The next morning 
Inspector Adams began an investigation 
and became convinced that the cause of 
the fire was incendiary and be called for 
an inquest which was held Tuesday after- 
noon by Deputy Fire Marshal! Shaw. 

The inquest was private and the wit- 
nesses were examined separately. It 
bronght out the fact that Mrs. Heade had 
owned the house and that it was sold at 
wmortgagee’s sale four days before the fire, 
and at the sale Mrs Heade used some hard 
language. 

It was also brought out that Mra, Heade 
and her adopted son occupied a 100m down 
stairs and a man and his wife by the name 
of Walker the rooms up stairs. The boy 
said he was awakened by the smell of 
smoke and got up and dressed himself and 
also assisted Mrs. Heade out of the house. 

He then passed through the room where 
the fire was, whicu he said was a ball of 
fire, went up stairs and aroused the 
Walkers, who got up and came down, but 
instead of passing out of the front door, 
which they had to pass, they also went 
throught the room where the fire was. 

The boy said that he gave the alarm in 
five minutes after he discovered the fire, 
but Chief Williams says when he drove out 
of his yard he could see flames coming 
from three windows. Mrs. Heade said she 
had no oil in the house, but Inspector 
Adams found « bottle half full the next 
morning. 

The evidence of Mrs. Heade and the 
boy at the inquest was different from that 
given at the fire and it was hard work to 
make anything out of their testimony. 

What Deputy Shaw arrived at is not 
known, as he will make his report later.

There is also 4 provision that the Brain- 
tree & Weymouth company shall allow the 
Quincy & Boston to use its tracks from 
Commercial square to the Hingham line. 

The Braintree & Weymouth company 
must have one section of its road in opera- 
tion by Dec. 1. 1895, and. the other by June 


1896,

MILTON, 


One of the most important matters to 
come before the annual meeting will be the 
report of the committe on drainage. In 
1892 a special committee was appointed to 
investigate the subject and report within 
three years. This committeee has re- 
ported in print recommending a system of 
sewerage, 

An engineer was employed and surveys 
made and his report is an interesting one. 
His plan calls for the system to be divided 
intu four sections and he estimates the cost 
of each section to be as follows: 


East Milton, $76,925 
Centra! avenue, 60,254 
Mattapan, 69,241 
Milton Lower Mills, 2,000 

Total, $208,420 


The plan, which accompanies the re- 
ports, calls for the East Milton system to 
enter into the Boston sewer at the Granite 
Bridge station of the Shawmut branch, 
and the other systems into the proposed 
extension of the Boston sewer at Matta- 
pan. 

The method of payment recommended 
for the system is to assess three-quarters of 
the cost on estates benefited ; the remain- 
der to be paid by the tax levy or froma 
sewer loan. The cost of emptying into the 
Boston sewer is estimated at $800 per year. 

The area of Milton is estimated to be 
13¢ ‘qnare miles. It has 47 miles of road 
and It} miles of Water pipe. The report 
also shows the population to be increasing 
at the rate of 4 per cent,

County Expenses 


Editors of the Quincy Patriot : 

Being a remonstrant before the Com- 
mittee on County Estimates at the State 
House, upon the bill asking the right to 
raise the sum of $70,000 for a new court 
house in Quincy, I ask the use of your 
columns to state my position. 

The Couvty Commissioners for many 
years have adopted the plan of “pay as 
you go.””. The County Report of Decem- 
ber 31, 1°94, shows a debt of $125,000 
a great change from a surplus in the 
treasury. 

In looking over the County R ports for, 
the past ten years I find the ordinary 
county expenses as follows: 


1885, $72,302 1890, $98,942 
1886, 84. 228 1891, 96.508 
1887, 84,543 1892, 89.934 
1888, 81,088 1893, 92,934 
1889, 96, 704 1804, 100,458 


The average for ten years being $89,763. 

The County Commissioners in 1892 asked 
the legislature for the right to raise $75,000 
by taxation, or other wise. They were 
granted the right to borrow that amount 
for the purpose of making an addition to 
the court house, and their estimate for 
county expense—court house, $35,000, and 
addition $13,000 with the $75,000 made a 
total of $123,000. 

In 1893 authority was given to raise 
$25,000 for repairing the old building and 
furnishing the court buildings, making a 
total of $148,000. This amount was to 
cover the entire cost of new wings and re- 
pairs on old building ready for occupancy. 
Contracts, which are on file at D-dham, 
were made in 1892 and 1803 for the amount 
of $146,000. I bave been informed that 
the figures given above, $148,000, were 
named after a careful estimate by a first- 
class builder, These fgures show that the 
amount of the contracts and the estimates 
of the county commissioners were practi- 
cally sufficient for the work contemplated. 

January 1, 1894 the personnel of the 
board of County Commissioners was 
changed by the election.of one new mem- 
ber, retiring one. The Committee on 
County Estimates was asked by the new 
board to allow the County Commissioners 
to raise $125,000 more as a time loan, 
which was granted, I| find in the County 
Report, dated December 31, 1894, that the 
Commissioners have borrowed that amount, 
(3125,000) the last note due and payable 
in 1904. I find the estimate of money re- 
quired for 1895 is $169,000; deducting 
$100,000 from $160,000 leaves a balance of 
$60,000 to be accounted for. The $100,000 
for necessary expenses is $10,237 above the 
average yearly expenses for the last ten 
years. The question arises, what has be- 
come of the $125,000 and what use is to be 
made of the additional amount of $60,000 
asked for at the present time? I have 
made inquiry to learn if there is any con- 
tract on file at Dedham to cover the above- 
named amounts and find there is none. 
Now allowing that $10,000 of the money 
asked for in the estimate of the Commis- 
sioners is to be expended in furnishing the 
court house, what use is to be made of the 
$50,000 remaining ? 

By reference to the County reports I find 
that there was expended on the new Court 
house: 


In 1892, the sum of $26,000; 
In 1893, 57,175; 
In 1894, 180,224; 
Making a total of $263,399. 


I find that at the end of 1894 there was 
a balance in the treasury of $40,000, which 
added to the $60,000, asked for over and 
above requirements for ordinary expenses 
(for which we ailow $100,000) make $109,- 
000. Now assuming that this $100,000 is 
to be expended upon the new court house, 
we find the. total cost of the same to be 
three hundred and sixty-thfee thousand, 
three hundred and ninety-niue dollars, 
($363,399); this suin, of course, including 
furnishings. 

It was stated Lefore the County Esti- 
mates Committee of the Legislature that 
the business of the East Norfolk criminal 
court was on the increase. 1 find on ex- 
amination of the Commissioners’ report 


that the entire criminal costs of the 
County were: 

In 1892, $19,314 

In 1893, 26,764 

In 1804, 23,861 


I also fiud that the County taxes in the| 


City of Quincy were: 
In 1800, $ 6,580.91 
In 1894, 14,280.26 

Lalso find that the increase in the County 
taxes of Quincy, Brookline, Braintree and 
Weymouth, taken collectively, is eighty- 
nine (89) per cent., comparing 184 with 
1s92. 

Knowing what I do about the needs and 
the use of the court house at Dedham, | 
consider the first amount of $145,000 as 
ample for the requirements of the County 
business, 

As the personnel of the Board of Com- 
missioners will not be changed, it is likely 
that the same policy would be followed in 
building a court-house in Quincy, and I 
believe that they would expend at least 
double the sum now asked for (if the -re- 
quest is granted) in the new building, land, 
heating apparatus and furnishings, 

The creat depression in business, urgent 
needs of a sewerage system, an extended 
water supply, large expenditures which 
will soon be required for highways and 
school purposes, all of which will so 
largely increase taxation as to hinder the 
natural growth of our city, are reasonable 
considerations why the present accommo- 
dations should be made to subserve pres- 
ent uses, 

If, however, in the judgment of the 
County Commissioners, and the Judge of 
the Court, better quarters must be had, 
they can, in wy opinion, be provided in 
buildings already,or that would be, erected 
by citiz-nus of Quincy for business purposes 
with accommodations for the Courts, if 
desired, from which the city would 
derive an income by taxation.

The Habit of Happiness, 


A Clever Device. 


A clever device of the florist to prevent 
flowers in large open bowls from falling 
together and crowding each other is the 
use of a piece of wire netting placed over 
the mouth of the bowl. That in which 
the meshes are about half an inch square 
is best for the purpose, and the pieces 
should be cut the exact shape and a trifle 
larger than the vase or bow! on which they 
are to be used, says Harper's Bazar. 

After filling the receptacle with water 
lay the netting on top and arrange the 
flowers, one or more in each mesh, In 
this way they are kept in perfect position, 
while the netting itself is invisible, and an 
added advantage is the ease with which the 
water In the bow! may be changed, it being 
only necessary to lift the netting off, 
flowers and all, and to replace it in the 
same way. This obviates the necessity of 
handling each blossom and saves much 
time where a number of vases need daily 
attention, 


How to Dry Wet Shoes. 


When, without overshoes, you have been 
caught ina heavy rainstorm perhaps you 
have known already what todo with your 
best kid boots, which have been thoroughly 
wet through, and which, if left to dry io 
the ordinary way, will be stiff, brittle and 
unlovely. If not, you will be glad to learn 
what I heard only recently from one whose 
experience is of value. 

First wipe off gently with a soft cloth all 
surface water and mud; then, while still 
wet, rub well with kerosene oil, using for 
the purpose the furred side of Canton 
flannel. Set them aside till partially dry, 
when a second treatment with oil is ad- 
visable. They may then be deposited in a 
conveniently warm p!ace, where they will 
dry gradually and thoroughly. Before 
applying French kid dressing, give them a 
final rubbing with the flannel, still slightly 
dampened with kerosene, and your boots 


very little affected by their bath in the 
rain.— Somerville Journal, 


Remedy for Plant Lice, 


These troublesome insects cannot be 
poisoned, because they live by suction and 
take the sap from the leaves by means of 
their sharp beaks, which they insert deeply 
in them: They are only vulnerable by 
means of some oily liquid applied to their 
bodies. The best of these is the emulsion 
made of soap dissolved in water and mixed 
with kerosene oil. A pound of soap to a 
quart of hot water and a quart of the oil 
are the proper proportions. This is 
thoroughly shaken in a jar, and when 
emulsified it is sat away to cool, and one 
part is used with nine parts of water. 
This is sprayed on the insects, and is dead- 
ly to all with which it may come in con- 
tact.—Old Colony Memorial.

fact? And do we not deprive the world of 
a joy we could impart when we do not 
hasten to speak the pleasant truth that 
presents itself to our minds ? 

It may be that happiness is a quality of 
which we might ob‘ain a larger share than 
is usual if we determined to discover the 
pleasing side of the most unpleasing truths, 
and to reflect that side only.—MHarper's 
Bazar. 


No Runaways in Russia. 


It is said that in Russia accidents caused 
by runaway horses are unknown, all on ac- 
count of an ingenions little device that is 
so simple and effective that it is a wonder 
the proverbially clever Yankee had n 
thought of it long ago. 

It is simply a strong, thin cord, at one 
end of which is a running noose around 
the neck of the borse at the throat, the 
other end being tied to the dashboard. 
When the animal attempis to run away, 
instead of sawing on the bit with the lines, 
the driver takes hold of the cord and pulls, 
A horse that will weary the strongest arms 
out on the bit yields at once when he feels 
the pressure on the windpipe. 

““ At Rome,” said the gentleman who de- 
scribes the operation, ‘* I saw in the Corso 
two spirited horses driven by a lady, and I 
expected to see instant destruction. But 
the lady coolly grasped a thin cord and 
within thirty yards the horses came toa 
full stop. I afterward met the lady at 
Nice, and expressed surprise at the skill 
with which she stopped the runaways, She 
treated it as a trifle, and told me that ac- 
cidents from runaway horses were un- 
known in Russia, as no one but a lunatic 
would drive without a cord, 

When a horse bolts he always takes the 
bit in his teeth, and the skill of the driver 
is useless, The moment the pressure 
comes on the windpipe the horse knows he 
has met his master,” 

It seems to us that the plan, especially 
for horses that are known to have the 
habit of running away, would be a good 
one, and that such a horse should not be 
driven without a nice, smooth-running 
manilla rope put around his neck where it 
would do the most good.—Marblehead 
Messenger. 


Palace Trolley Cars, 


A palace trolley car which marks the 
height of luxury and convenience in street 
car construction has been introduced 
recently in Boston. The new cars are de- 
signed for the use of so-called “trolley 
parties,” and will be run only when 6s- 
pecially chartered. It is thought that they 
will prove very popular for carrying theatre 
parties or parties for other entertainments, 
The bodies of the cars are twenty feet long 
by seven feet four inches wide, and the 
motors are twenty-five horse power each, 
The outside coloring isin black and gold, 
with crimson panels, and the trucks and 
running gear are painted adark green. 
The woodwork of the interior is of polished 
mahogany and the upholstering is of pea- 
cock blue brocaded plush. Each car will 
be supplied with twenty chairs of an ele- 
gant pattern and these are to be supplied 
with wire hat holders beneath them. The 
brass finishings, the frescoing and the elec- 
trical apparatus are all in keeping with the 
general elegance of the other furnishings: 
These cars will also be equipped with elec- 
tric headlights, which are also a new de- 
parture. Other palace cars similar in de- 
sign to the ones described are in course of 
construction, and are to be run from the 
suburbs of Boston to the city on Sundays 
for the comfort and convenience of church- 
goers— Scientific American. 


Healthful Effect of Onions. 


It isa pity that onions have the odor 
that they do, for their dietetic and medi- 
cinal qualities are excellent. Boiled and 
roasted onions are a good specific for cold 
on the chest, a cough, a cold and a clogging 
of the bronchial tubes. A medical writer 
recommends the eating of young, raw 
onions by children three or four times 
a week, and of boiled and roasted onions 
when they get too strong to be eaten raw. 
Another writer says that ‘‘ during unhealthy 
seasons, when diphtheria and like conta- 
gious diseases prevail, onions ought to be 
eaten in the spring of the year at least once 
a week.’’ The effect of onions is invigorat- 
ing and prophylatic in the extreme, and 
one physician goes so far as to say that the 
eating of onions bas actually prevented 
children from having diphtheria and 
scarlatina—Good Housekeeping. 
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Sewerage Hearing. 


A score or more of city officials and 
representative citizens attended Tuesday, 
the hearing at the State House by the 
Committee on Drainage of the petition of 
the Mayor of Quincy for an act to authorize 
the city of Quincy to construct a system of 
sewerage. 

Among those were Mayor Hodges, City 
Solicitor Blackmur, Councilmen Rice, 
Pinkham .and Hayden, Representative 
Hammond, H. T. Whitman, Senator Dar- 
ling, ex-mayor Fairbanks, ex-Senator Mer- 
rill, ex-Representatives Federhen and Gra- 
ham, F, C. Pope, John A. Daggan, Frank 
E. Hall, the city editor of the LepGEeR 
and others. 

Representative Hammond introduced City 
Solicitor Blackmur. He said the city hada 
population of from 20,000 to 24,000, and an 
area of 6,400 acres. The water supply 
furnished 263,000,000 gallons of water per 
year, and there were sewers of no kind for 
its disposal. 

Sewerage had been agitated since 1882, 
and plans had been prepared. The outlet 
seemed to be the problem. When it was 
learned that Hyde Park and Milton con- 
templated entering the Boston system it 
offered a solution for Quincy. 

At the last moment Quincy was incor- 
porated in the bill of the above towns now 
pending. An independent bill for Quincy 
bad also been drafted, which proposes to 
collect the sewerage near Sailors’ Home 
and pump it into the Boston system at 
Squantum, 

Mr. Blackmur understood that Boston 
would offer no objections to entering. 
Quincy was absolutely in need of a sewer 
system. The city was growing rapidly and 
the water mains were being extended. 

Ex-Mayor Fairbanks saw that the bill 
provided for a 20-year loan. He would 
advocate a 30-year loan, 

Mayor Hodges also favored a 30-year 
loan. 

Councilman Rice said the Committee on 
Sewers of the Council were unanimous for 
a system, and also for the Squantum outlet. 

Councilman Phillips desired an opinion 
from H. T, Whitman on the proposed 
plan. 

Mr. Whitman said the plan presented no 
engineering difficulties. He thought the 
Blake plan for outfall at Nut Island should 
not be abandoned until negotiations could 
be made with Boston. The bill to enter at 
Squantum should be permissive. The 
general plan had been well developed in 
the past and was substantially the same. 

Mayor Hodges believed there was no 
objection in Quincy to a sewer system. 
People felt that they had got to have it. 
The only question was as to outlet, and 
that at Squantum seemed the best yet con- 
sidered. 

H. M. Federhen thought as no one had 
seen the proposed bill, that it could not 
be intelligently discussed. The city had 
prepared extensive plans for outlet at Nut 
Island. There was a question if the rental 
to Boston would not be more expensive 
than the Nat Island plan. 

City Solicitor Blackmur further explained 
the haste in getting the bill in, and realized 
tbat it must first have the approval of the 
City Council. He thought it could be put 
through the City Council in three weeks. 

For this purpose the hearing was ad- 
journed unti] Monday, March 11. 

The sewerage bill as drafted was pub- 
lished in the Darty LEDGER Wednesday. 
It isa very important matter involving a 
large expenditure, and should receive care- 
ful scrutiny.

His shop was on 
Hancock street in what was familiarly 
known in those days, as the “* Hollow.” 
It was a low building, and stood nearly 
opposite Mr. George Jones’ harness shop. 
Mr. Mulford had his taunery close by. 

Mr. Green called at the shop and asked 
Mr. Rogers if he would subscribe for the 
Patriot. Newspapers in those days were 
very scarce; there were but one or two 
published in this county. Mr. Rogers 
decided to aid the enterprise, and put 
down his name. There were afew news- 
papers taken then by citizens of Quincy, 
that were published in Boston; but the 
number was very limited, as there were no 
cars in those days, and the stage coach 
only made one trip a day between this 
place and Boston. 

But what we started to mention was 
that Mr. Rogers bas been a constant sub- 
scriber to the Parnior from that time to 
this—fifty-eight years. We do not positive- 
ly recollect. at this time, but one other 
gentleman, who has been a subscriber 
through these many years,—Mr. James M. 
Beckford,—but we thick the names of 
Joseph G. Brackett, Perez Joyce, Jacob 
Flint, Jobn Crane and a few others have 
been on the Parriot books since the first 
issue. 

There are many families who have had 
the Parmior from the start; when the 
father or mother passed away, the sou or 
daughter continued it.

A Simple Test. 


Every housewife is familiar with the 
tiny spots cf iron rust which frequently 
deface the white clothing when it comes 
from the wash, and the writer, for one, has 
often and vainly endeavored to find the 
cause. 

Ata recent exhibition of domestic science 
this was explained to proceed from the blu- 
ing, which in some cases is made of Prus- 
sian blue instead of ultramarine, which is 
the pure. Tiny test-tubes were exhibited, 
showing the precipitate of iron in the one 
case and the pure indigo in the other. 

The testis such a simple one, however, 
that each bousekeeper may make it for 
herself, and hereafter avoid all brands of 
bluing that do not stand it. The process 
consists in dissolving a little washing-soda 
in water, mixing some bluing with this, 
and heating the whole very hot over the 
fire. Pour into a glass, and, when cold, if 
Prussian blue bas entered into the compo- 
sition, there will be a distinct deposit of 
iron, which will form a brown sediment in 
the bottom of the glass, and which will be 
sufficient to account for a large number of 
iron-rust spots if used in the weekly wash- 
ing.—Harper's Bazar. 


Rapid Transit in St. Louis. 

St. Louis spent $5,000,000 during 1893-4 
in the improvement and extension of its 
street car service. There are now but two 
horse car lines in the city, and the claim is 
made that for rapid transit St. Louis is 
ahead of any other city in the country ; 
certainly no Eastern city is so well equipped. 
It is interesting to note the effect such a 
system of rapid transit has had on the 
traffic.

Feathered Prognosticators, 


Weather prognosticators are remarking 
just now, “I told you so,"’ with much 
complaisance, and in the little country vil- 
lages they are men of importance. That 
there would be some heavy snow this 
winter was long ago apparent to those who 
make a study of bird life. A number of 
the large white, or snowy, owls that have 
been noticed by hunters on Long Island 
are rare birds at best, and only come down 
as far as Long Island when there is snow 
or likely to be snow. The absence of 
robins from their winter place of congre- 
gating was also a pretty good sign of com- 
ing cold blasts. Most people have an idea 
that in this section the robins do not re- 
main in the winter, but the fact is that 
large numbers of them never go farther 
south than the cedar woods of New Jersey. 
Usually in winter they gather in the 


| Swamps and evergreen woods, where they 


are, in & great measure, protected from the 
chilling winds, and where the berries 
from the evergreen trees furnish food. 
Hunters looking for big game in these 
recesses Often come upon the redbreasts, 
lhey find them bunched up in the thick 
treetops, evidently as warm as they would 
be in a feather bed, In these places they 
remain all winter, and on the first mild 
days come out into the open fields to feed 
on fresher material than the berries and 
nuts of the deep woods, says the New York 
Times, 

It is probable that quite a number of 
bluebirds, one of the first of the spring 
comers, also remain in the deep woods 
all winter. This season, however, it has 

that the robins are not 
found in these places, and evidently have 
all pretty much gone further south, in- 
stinct having sent them to warmer climes. 
Indeed, all the observations of bird life 
have pointed to a cold and stormy winter. 
A big fall of snow will not have any bad 
effect upon the game birds that remain in 
this section all winter, provided it does not 
crust over and catch the quail napping. 
| Sometimes whole bevies of quail have been 
destroyed in this manner.

The question 
of food is not so important, as a bird can 
live a long time upon the accumulations of 
a fall’s feeding, and go for long periods 
without eating. Forty days’ fast to a 
quail would probably not be much of a 
hardship. When it was ended, however, 
he might be a sick-looking bird. 

Blue jays also remain here all winter, 
and seem to enjoy it. Owls and hawks 
also remain the season through in New 
Jersey, and sweep over the snow-covered 
meadows and woods in search of prey. It 
is in such times that the red shouldered 
bawk, the common species of this locality, 
becomes very bold, and does not hesitate 
to come up to the barn and keep a close 
eye on the chicken house. When put to it 
for food he will not hesitate to devour dead 
animals—a thing that a genteel hawk 
would never think of doing in summer. 
The little snow birds, as they are popularly 
known, are also here and they never come 
without the snow. Their food is a bud or 
a bite of grain and almost anything that 
they can pick up. The weeds that stick 
up above the snow furnish many a meal to. 
them,

A Settlement. 


The cloud that has hung over the granite 
industry in Quincy since last December 
has cleared away and all fears of a labor 
trouble have been dispelled, as the Manu- 
facturers’ Association and Cutters’ Union 
have practically come to a peaceable under- 
standing. It has been definitely settled 
that there will be no strike or lockout in 
Quincy this year. 

The bill of prices made nearly three years 
ago expires March 1, and by the terms of 
that agreement, if either party desired a 
change at the expiration of that time three 
months previous notice must be given. 
The time for giving notice of desired 
changes was December 1, 1894, and at that 
time both the manufacturers and cutters 
asked fora change. That of the manufac- 
turers called for quite a reduction in the 
existing price list, while that of the cutters 
related principally to the number of ap- 
prentices that should be employed, the 
number under the existing bill being un- 
limited, while the change desired called for 
the number to be limited to three for each 
gang. 

Since December there have been numer- 
ous meetings between committees from the 
Manufacturers’ A-sociation and Cutters’ 
Union but. no understanding was reached, 
and as March approached much uneasiness 
was felt not only on the part of those 
directly connected with the granite industry 
but with the business men of Quincy in 
genera] as this business furnishes employ- 
ment to something over 3,000 men and 
boys. 

Tuesday evening a midnight session was 
held when an agreement was reached, but 
an adjournment was taken unti! Wednes- 
day afternoon to finish up the matter. 

The meeting Wednesday did not com- 
plete the matter however and 
meeting will be held Saturday evening.

The subject which is now under consid- 
eration is the enforcing of the agreement 


and inflicting punishment ora penalty in| 


case of violation by either side. 

Both sides are satisfied with this clause 
as drawn up but the question arose as to 
whether in adopting it they were not vio- 
lating the law by entering into a con- 
spiracy and before this clause was adopted 
it was deemed advisable to obtain legal ad- 
vice. 

The new bill adopted differs but little 
from the old. There has been a reduction 
in some of the items while others are un- 
changed, and in those where there was a 
reduction the amount is said to be not over 
5 per cent. 

It is understood that no action was taken 
on the apprentice clause but that it will 
remain as before. In reality it will differ, 
however, as the Manufacturers’ Assoeia- 
tion has decided to limit the number of 
apprentices to 4 for each gang of 12 men. 

The bill will remain in force fora year 
and unless notice of a change is given three 
months previous to March 1, 1896, the bill 
will continue on indefinitely.

Section 1. The county commissioners 
for the county of Norfolk are hereby 
authorized and required to erect in the city 
of Quincy in conformity with the pro 
visions of this act, a suitable court house 
for the better accommodations of courts in 
said couuty; and may for said purpose 
borrow on the credit of the county and 
expend therefor a sum not exceeding 
seventy thousand dollars, of which sum not 
more than fifteen thousand dollars shall be 
expended for land, The indebtedness in- 
curred under this section shall be paid 
out of the amounts received for taxes, at 
the rate of five thousand dollars each year 
commencing with the year eighteen 
hundred and ninety-six, until the whole 
indebtedness is discharged. 

Srcr. 2. Said commissioners may take 
and hold, by purchase or otherwise, such 
jand as is necessary for a site for said court 
house and other purposes incidental 
thereto, and shall within thirty days afver 
the taking of any land under this section, 
file and cause to be recorded in the 
registry of deeds for said county a de- 
scription of the land so taken, as certaia 
as is required in acommon conveyance of 
land, with a statement of the purpose for 
which the same was taken, signed by said 
commissioners. The proceedings for deter- 
mining the damages for land so taken shall 
be the saicc asin the case of land taken 
for highways. 

SEcT. Said commissioners shall enter 
into a contract or contracts with reliable 
parties for the construction of said court 
house, the cost of which, including the 
land, and inciuding all the equipments and 
furnishings, shall not exceed the sum of 
seventy thousand dollars.

Letter from State House. 


Boston, Feb. 27, 1895. 

Thursday afternoon the house took up 
the veto of the governor of the bill to re- 
move the restrictions upon the shad ard 
alewife fishery in the Merrimac river. It 
was a bill which bad passed both branches 
unanimously and there was a great deal of 
feeling over it on the part of the repre- 
sentatives from the Merrimac valley. They 
rallied vigorously to the support of |the 
bill, while the only defender of the veto 
was Mr. Searls of Worcester. Tne E-sex 
men, too, had doubtless worked up their 
case well and did not call up the matter 
till they felt sure of their ability to pass the 
bill over the veto. The roll-call resulted 
in 158 yeas to 31 nays and one pair, or for 
more than the necessary two-thirds. No 
partisanship appeared in the decision, for 
several Democrats voted to sustain the 
veto.

A special meeting of the Quincy City 
Council was held Tuesday evening to con- 
sider the proposed act authorizing the 
constructivn of a system of sewerage, and 
matters relative thereto, Twenty members 
were present, the absentees being Council- 
men Baker, Geary and Johnson. Mayor 
Hodges and many of the department 
officials were in attendance. 

Chairman R ce of the sewer committee 
moved to take up the bill. 

Counci'man Bryant asked if committee 
bad considered Quincy as part of a 
metropolitan s)s*em ? 

Councilman Rice explained what had 
been done. The Council had authorized 
the Mayor to petition the Legislatur, and 
the bill of 1891 had been hastily amended in 
some particulars. The plan of the com- 
wittee to enter the sewerage at Squantum 
had the approval of the State Board of 
Health. Thought the rental to Boston an- 
nually for the privilege would not exceed 
#890. 

In reply to questions Mr. Rice said 
sewage would be collected wholly by 
gravity, at a station near the National 
Sailors’ Home, and could be pumped either 
to Squantum or Nut island. The proposed 
act would not bind the city. The com- 
mittee had fixed no definite outlet.

The vote, with only ope 
member in opposition, was that full market 
value for beef and milk shall be paid for 
slaughtered cattle and that the state shall 
pay damages where cattle are quarantined 
over seven days. 

The house has had a debate over the bill 
of Col. Young of Springfield, who is known 
as the chief A. P. A. member of the house 
to require public officials to inspect private 
schools and defeated it by a large vote. 
The one particular point against the bill, 
which had most weight, was made by Mr. 
Roe of Worcester, who said that if private 
schools (which, in these discussions means 
parochial schools) were inspected and ap- 
proved by public offigials, they would say 
they were as good as public schools and 
would demand their share of the public 
money.

“There is yet another side to this 
question of a boy’s manners, which, I 
think, mothers do not often consider. I 
always thought that an impertinent sou 
was a greater trial than an impertinent 
daughter. For a son owes not only respect 
aud obedience to his mother as a parent, 
but courtesy and consideration to her as a 
woman. Aud thusa respectful son fails 
doubly, and wounds his mother sorer 
when he dues. 

“*Now boys do not hav: this chivalrous 
feeling naturally—at least, very few do 
They must b+ taught it As it is the 
mother from whom all such good feelings 
come to the boy, so the mother mus! 
teach him this. Certainly those who are 
allowed to be boorish to their mothers and 
sisters as lads do not suddenly develop a 
chivairous spirit and bearing toward all 
women when they come to associate with 
them as men. And the mother who 
wishes her sons to he gentlemen in feeling 
as well as in manners must, while they are 
boys, begin her instruction by forcing 
them to show special politeness to the 
women of their own family.’* 

*‘Do you think,” asked a hearer, * that 
such ideas can be put into ihe minds ot 
young boys? I mean the idea of what it 
means, and not only the manner.” 

“Yes, I think it can—gradually, of 
course,"’ said the other woman, as one 
considering the question. ‘* We begin 
with very young children, by teaching 
them obedience without questioning. 
This sometimes necessitates punishment. 
You understand, I am only stating broadly 
what I mean. Then, as the child's 
reasoning powers begin to develop, we 
punish less and reason more.

Useful Hints. 


Be at much pains to keep your children’s 
feet dry and warm. Don’t bury their 
bodies in heavy flannels and wools, and 
leave their knees and legs naked. 

It is always best to water horses before 
feeding them, If they are watered soon 
after they have eaten, much of the grain 
will be washed outof the stomach and do 
thr m no good, 

The prescription of the celebrated Aber- 
nethy for the complexion was something 
like thi-: “* Keep clean all over; eat 
plenty of nourishing food; sleep plenty 
aud walk plenty out of doors; keep the 
system open.”’ This is the only safe 
prescrip‘ion to follow. 

Earache, moisten a pellet of cotton 
with chloroform, and place in the bowl of 
a clay tobacco pipe. Introduce the stem 
into the ear and blow the fumes from the 
¢ tton by placing the lips over the bowl, 
previously covered with a clean handker- 
chief orcioth. The effect is magical. 

Pitchers, bowls, pans and other utensils 
used for milk should bave cold water 
stand in them for an hour or so, then be 
washed in pienty of clean, soapy water, be 
scalded with boiling water, wiped dry aud 
placed in the openair and suo if possible, 
Then you may be sure they are clean and 
sweel and fit to receive milk, 

Burns from steam and scalds should be 
treated the same as those caused by dry 
beat. For a slight burn that simply 
reddens the surface apply a thick layer of 
cooking soda wet to a paste; cover with a 
bandage made of old cloth and keep it wet 
with cold water. When the pain subsides 
remove the soda dressing and if anything 
more is r¢quired use vasoline. Burns from 
acids should be at once immersed in water 
and then dressed like any other burn, ‘To 
burns from alkalies apply vinegar and 
water before dressing. 


Cooking a Tough Hen, 


W. M. Williams, who wrote on the 
Chemistry of Cookery in the Popular 
Science Monthly some time ago, related an 
experience in cooking an old hen. His 
specimen was six years old, but in good 
condition. He had her stewed very gently 
for four hours, then left in the water to 
cool, the next day the hen was roasted in 
an oven and “the result,’’ he says ‘‘ was 
excellent; as tender as a full-grown chicken 
roasted in the ordinary way, and of quite 
equal flavor, in spite of the very good 
broth obtained by the preliminary stew- 
ing.”’ Probably with a more careful atten- 
tion to the effects and methods of cooking 
meats, much poultry, beef, etc., might be

Household Receipts. 


Mutton Hasp—Tomaro Sauce. Chop 
cold cooked mutton, Put one tablespoon- 
ful of butter in a frying-pan, when very 
brown add one tablespoonfu! of flour, mix, 
add a half-pint of hot water, stir until it 
boils, add meat and seasoning, cook slowly 
ten minutes. Have ready some buttered 
toast, dish the hash on it and pour around 
tomato sauce, 


Curry oF Mutton. Chop one pint of 
cold cooked mutton, Pat one tablespoon- 
ful of butter in a frying-pan, when melted 
add a tablespoonful of flour and stir until 
smooth, add half a pint of boiling water, 
stir until it boils, add the meat, a teaspoon- 
ful of curry powder and a half, teaspoonful 
of salt; stir until thoroughly heated, then 
heap it in the centre of a meat dish, and 
put around it a border of nicely boiled 
rice, 


Swiss Soup. One quart of milk, a slice 
of onion, one tablespoonful of flour, salt, 
pepper and two eggs. Put the milk and 
ovion into a double boiler (reserving a 
little of the milk to rub the flour ip), add 
the flour, salt and pepper, and boil from 
six to ten minutes. Beat the eggs light 
and put into a tureen, pour over them the 
boiling milk (baving first removed the 
onion) and serve immediately. 


Sucar JumBLEs. Two eggs, two cup- 
fuls of sugar, one and a half cupfuls of 
sour cream, one and a balf teaspoonfuls of 
soda, one teaspoonful of cream tartar 
sifted with the flour, a little salt, two tea- 
spoonfuls of lemon, flour to make a dough 
that can be handled. Koll not too thin, 
cutin strips or squares, in hearts, rounds 
or any preferred shape, sprinkle thickly 
with sugar, and bake in a brisk oven. 


Ralsin) Puppinc. One pound of 
raisins, one cupful of milk, one cupful of 
butter, three-fourths of a cupful of molas- 
ses, one teaspoonful each of soda and cin- 
namon, one-half of a teaspoonful of cloves. 
Flour fora stiff batter. Boil four hours, 
and eat with sauce. 


CABBAGE AND CELERY SALAD. Cut 
acabbage into quarters and shred finely 
with a sharp vegetable knife, letting it lie 
in water over night. The celery should 
also be left in water over night, adding a 
thin slice of lemon to give crispness. Io 
the morning, drain them thoroughly, cut 
the celery fine, and combine in equal pro- 
portions, moistening with the cream dress- 
ing. Serve in the heart of a cabbage from 
which the outside leaves have been re- 
moved, garnished with celery tips. This is 
an easily prepared salad and one that will 
be liked by many who are not usually salad 
lovers.

Keep a Tar Barrel. 


Poultry raisers seem to have failed to 
learn the value of tar. It is valuable in 
many ways, I am led to believe that to 
tar the fence around the poultry house, 
instead of white-washing, will be much 
better. It will contribute largely to the 
durability of the wood protecting it from 
storm and time, 

It is in the poultry house that the value 
of tar is the greatest, for it conduces 
greatly toward healthfulness. When 
cholera makes its appearance we would 
advise, first, a thorough cleaning of the 
house; next, ap application of tar on all 
the joints, cracks and crevices of the 
inside of the building, and then plenty of 
fresh whitewash properly applied. The 
tar absorbs or drives away the taint of 
disease, and makes the premises whole- 
sume. ‘The smellis not offensive; in fact, 
many people like it, and it is directly 
opposite to unhealthy. 

To vermin, lice, etc., the smell of tar is 
very repulsive, and but few will remain 
after you have tarred the house. A 
neighbor of ours was once troubled with 
chicken cholera, and by adopting the 
above, in connection with removing 
affected fowls, he soon put a stop to its 
ravage}.—C. W. Norris, in the Epitomist. 


How to Brush Veivet, 


This isa thing, easy as it seems, not 
known to everybody. The whole secret 
lies in the management of the brush. Take 
a hat-brush that is not too soft, but that 
has the bristles elastic, and that will return 
at once to their original state, after being 
pressed aside. Hold this firmly under the 
palm of the hand, in the direction of the 
arm, and with the bristles downward; and 
pressing them, first, gently into the sub- 
stance of the velvet, then twist around the 
arm, hand, and brush, all together, as on 
an axis, without muving them forward or 
backward. The foreign matters will thus 
be drawn up, and flirted out of the flock, 
without injury to the substance of the 
velvet; and the brush must be lifted up, 
and placed in a similar manner over every 
part required to be brushed. By this 
means, velvet will be improved, instead of 
deteriorated; and will last for years.—Old 
Colony Memorial.

Digestive Action of Vinegar. 


A health writer discussing the effects of 
vinegar on digestion says: ‘The mi- 
croscopists have discovered that the eels of 
vinegar sometimes take up their abode in 
the alimentary canal as parasites and be- 
come a source of irritation and disturbance 
to the digestive organs. And now accord- 
ing to Virchow’s archives, they have been 
investigating the influence of acids upon 
salivary digestion, or the conversion of 
starch into sugar, and the fact has ap- 
peared that acetic acid, connected with 
tartaric and oxalic acids, very materially 
hinders this portion of the digestive process. 

“It is worthy of note, as being in the 
line of scientific progress, that many of the 
most skilful chefs are substituting in their 
culinary processes lemon juice for vinegar, 
thus avoiding at once the wriggling eels 
and the mischief making acid.”"—New 
York Times. 


Valuable Suggestion, 


One of the most convenient article to be 
used ina sick-room is asand-bag. Get 
some clean, fine sand, dry it thoroughly in 
a kettle on the stove, make a bag about 
eight inches square of flannel, fill it with 
dry sand, sew the opening carefully to- 
gether, and cover the bag with cotton or 
linen cloth. This will prevent the sand 
from sifting out and will also enable you to 
heat the bag quickly by placing it in the 
oven, or even on the top of the stove. 
After once using this you will never again 
attempt to warm the feet or hands of a 
sick person with a bottle of hot water or a 
brick. The sand holds the heat a long 
time, and the bag can be tucked up to the 
back without hurting the invalid. It is a 
good plan to make two or three of the bags 
and keep them ready for use.— Exchange.

I live in Cambridge and we at home are 
wont to believe that our schools are quite 
as good as elsewhere, and while we are not 
entirely satisfied we are quite serene and 
content in the faith that our school system 
is worthy of all praise. I wish however to 
express my very great pleasure due to a 
recent visit to your High school. Let me 
specify: 

Ist. The beautiful building is a credit 
to the enterprise of any city and is a stand- 
ing advertisement of the appreciation of 
all citizens for the cause of education. 

2d. The interior is most finely adapted 
to modern demands, and the equipment at 
present is not only excellent but there isa 
suggestion of large possibilities. 

3d. I received the impression that the 
“teaching force’? was equal to the ex- 
pectations and demands of an intelligent 
community; self possession, intellectual 
success and fidelity to each day’s duties 
seemed to be the atmosphere in which the 
workers loved to work, 

4th. 1 was greatlyinterested in the de- 
bating society, composed of the classes "9% 
and '96, which assembles once a week—on 
Wednesday—and by the way it would be a 
good thing for the people of Quincy to wit- 
ness the intellectual ability which the young 
essayists, debaters and orators manifest in 
the hour devoted to the purpose of ‘‘ mak- 
ing pupils think on their feet,’”’ 

The order was excellent; all the pupils 
seemed to enjoy themselves in a thorough!y 
dignified way and yet exhibited no such 
constraint as would interfere with con- 
sistent freedom. The question for dis- 
cussion was especially ludicrous, namely, 
“Ts life worth the living?” 

To look into the happy faces of these 
pupils and to apply that question to them 
seems most incongruous, and then to hear 
a disputant chosen to conduct the negative 
side who was perhaps the personification 
of an intense love of life, was just ‘ too 
funny for anything,” as we hear it some- 
times expressed, But the discussion was 
bright and tended to sharpen the wits, and 
the intellectual pyrotechnics not only served 
to illuminate but to interest. 

The principal, Mr. Tupper was a quiet 
but close observer of all that was said and 
done, and no doubt the individual pupils 
felt his presence, and constantly have been 
and will be, told of his encouragement. 
The head master and his excellent assist- 
ants are making the High school worthy of 
all confidence, and it is safe to say that the 
republic will suffer no loss, ‘‘ne quid res- 
publica detrimenti,”’ under their supervi- 
sion and leadership. If 1 had a word to say 
to the pupil who discussed ‘“* Is life worth 
the living,” I would have quoted to him 
Martial; ‘‘Summam nec metuas diem, nec 
optes,”’ as not only applying to the end of 
life, but to bis school days as well. To 
sum up, Quincy may well be proud of her 
succees for the advancement of learning. 
Her confidence is well placed and her re- 
wards are investments that will never be 
disappointing.

Men With Good Salaries. 

The man who claimed to be “ biger 
than ole Grant” perhaps didn’t build his 
assertion on a financial basis—at any rate, 
there are a number of men in the country 
today who can claim to be “ biger than 
Cleveland’’ if to be big brings one a big 
salary. Hardly a president of a railroad or 
head of a corporation iu the land but re- 
ceives more money yearly than the Presi- 
dent. Lawyers. also, make heaps of 
money. There is, for instance, John E, 
Parsons, who gota single fee of $250,000 
for organizing the Sugar Trust, and who is 
said to earn $100,000 a year. Bourke Coch- 
ran makes as much, and when Roscoe 
Conkling died he left $300,000 in fees uncol- 
lected. David Bennett Hill got halt of 
$400,000 when he won the Fiske will case 
against Cornel! University, As for regular 
salaries, President Henry B, Hyde of the 
Equitable Life Insdrance Company, 
Richard A. McCardy of the Mutual, and 
John A. McCall of the New York all re- 
ceive $100,000 annually, and P., B. Arm- 
strong was given $500,000 when he went 
out of the insurance business, in return for 
which he had to promise to keep out for 
five years—probably the highest paid 
“loaf” on record. Banking pays well, so 
does railroading, Chauncey M. Depew get- 
ting $100,000 a year for running the Van- 
derbilt roads, Dr. William A, Hammond 
made $150,000 a year, Bill Nye makes $25,- 
000, Dr. T. De Witt Talmage, $20,000, and 
Dr. Parkhurst $12,000. The editors of the 
largest magazines get about $10,000, and 
few illustrators clear more than $5,000. 
From this it will be seen that “a good 
job’ and a “pull’’ are worth more as 
money getters than brains.—Boston Home 
Journal, 


For the Asparagus Bed, 


Select a good soil, well drained and en- 
riched by a copious manuring to a depth of 
a foot and a half, more or less, says an ex- 
change, Cut wide and deep trenches for 
receiving the plants, spread out the roots 
and set the crowns at least three inches 
deep—some good cultivators set them 
five or six inches. Strong one-year 
plants, if they can be procured, are 
better than more feeble two-year ones, 
They may be set in autumn or spring; if it 
autumn, by the middle of October, and as 
early in spring as the ground can be pul- 
verized. They will be fit to cut in two or 
three years. A heavy coating of manure 
as a fertiizer and as a mulch should be ap- 
plied every autumn. A common mistake 
is in setting the plants too near together, 
by which they become crowded and smali. 
If the single plants are three or four feet 
apart. both ways, or better, four and five 
feet, they will make a much finer growth, 
many of the stalks being nearly as large as 
a hoe handle, and so numerous as to more 
then compensate for any fear or loss by 
being too thialy planted. Keep them clear 
of weeds and well cultivated, and the bed 
will last a life time.— Horticulturist.

Then 
again the school and water departments are 
unprovided for at City Hall and the city is 
obliged to hire rooms elsewhere at an an- 
nual cost of something like $747 which will 
nearly pay the interest on the amount re- 
quired to enlarge and remodel the building. 

The plan proposed is to build an addi- 
tion ia the rear of 28 feet; on the first floor 
of which will be located the police station 
which will be 28x44 feet, and will contain 
ten cells and an office for the Chief of 
Police. 

The second floor of the new part it is 
proposed to finish for a court room with an 
entrance from the street as well as from 
the police station which would be very con- 
venient. 

It is not proposed to remove the back 
wall of the present building except above 
the first story where it will be removed and 
part of the Council chamber taken into 
che court room. 

It is also proposed to do away with the 
entrances to the building in front and have 
an entrance in the centre opening into a 
vestibule running through the centre of 
the building. 

The arrangement of the first floor will 
be as follows: 

On the right the City Treasurer's room 
17x18 feet with a large vault beneath the 
stairs between it and the City Clerk’s room, 
which is also 17x18, with a large vault ; 
then the Mayor's office 10x18 feet anda 
room 14x15 feet to be used by the board of 
health and other boards. 

On the left the office of the Commis- 
sioner of Public Works, 18x24 feet, with a 
private office ; tax collector's room 12x18 
feet ; superintendent of water works room 
12x18 feet; water and sewer commis- 
sioner’s room 10x18 feet, and overseer of 
the poor room 14x15 feet. 

Access to the second floor to be from the 
vestibule on the first floor. 

The plan of this floor calls for a council 
chamber 30x56 feet, with galleries on the 
south and east sides with a seating capacity 
of 300. 

At the north side of the Council chamber 
two committee rooms 15x17 feet and the 
room of the President of the Council, 10x15 
feet. 

In the front part of the building the as- 
sessors’ room 20x24 feet, with a Jarge vault, 
and the school committee room 18x18 feet. 

The estimated cost of the proposed en- 
largement and remodelling is $20,000 which 
at4 per cent. means $800 a year in interest, 
which is about what the city is now called 
upon to pay for rooms outside of City Hall. 
This isa good argument in favor of the 
scheme but there are other reasons equally 
as good if not better. 

If a new court house is Wnilt, Quincy 
would be called upon to pay asits share 
$10,000 additional in taxes, besides losing 
the tax on the $15,000 of real estate taken. 

If the proposed plan is carried through 
and the Council appropriates $20,000, as it 
will doubtless be asked to do, the city 
could receive a revenue from the county of 
nearly $1,000 a year for rental of the court 
room. 

Rough plans have been maie of the 
changes noted above and the appropriation 
asked for will be used in making detailed 
plans after which an order will be 
introduced in the Council for the desired 
appropriation. 


Death of Eliza Adams, 


In the Munice Indiana Daily Times of 
Feb, 25, we find the following obituary of 
an old lady, who was born in Quincy. 

‘The death of Mrs. “Eliza Adams 
Willard takes another of the early pioneers 
from us. It removes one of the beautiful 
lives and characters away, except in the 
memory of dear relatives aud hundreds of 
friends. Mrs. Willard was taken ill on 
Wednesday morning but was not con- 
sidered dangerously sick until Saturday. 
Although the ailment was heart trouble 
she, as well as her friends, were not un- 
prepared for the sudden and sad termina- 
tion. 

“Mrs. Willard was born in Quincy, 
Mass., March 4, 1818. When she was 
quite young her mother died and she was 
left to the care of her grandparents, who in 
a few years sent her to the Franklin 
Grammar schoo! in Boston, Mrs. Willard 
was a member of the prominent New 
England family, the Adams’, being a near 
relative of John Quincy Adams. In 1836 
she came to Muncie to make her home 
with her sister, Mrs. Charles F. Willard. 
From Quincy the journey was made as 
far as Lowell by rail, the latter place 
being the western terminus of one of the 
first New England railroads. Ihe re- 
mainder of the journey was made by stage 
coach and private vehicles. Muncie at 
that time was but a small village of 200 
inhabitants in almost wilderness. Three 
years after coming to Muncie (1839) she 
was married to Dr. Wm. C. Willard, one 
of the prominent and earliest practicing 
physicians of the west. 

Two other sisters died when very nearly 
the same age of the deceased, 77 years. 
In all charitable work the deceased and 
her sister, Mrs. Mary Willard, were active 
and earnest; especially was this the case 
in sending sanitary supplies to the soldiers 
in the field and hospitals. She was a mem- 
ber of the Universalist church and a regu- 
lar attendant until poor health and the 
weight of years began to rest heavily upon 
her. For thirty years she was a teacher in 
the Sabbath school. 


A Pastor Resigns. 


Rey. J. Herbert Yeoman, pastor of the 
Memorial church, Atlantic, bas resigned 
his pastorate, the same to take effect three 
months hence. Mr. Yeoman came to 
Quincy from Somerville in 1888. He has 
been greatly interested in all the work 
which the modern chareb should do, 
especially in the Christian Endeavor and 
missions. He is a strong temperance 
advocate and was secretary of the Citizen's 
Temperance Committee of Quincy. Asa 
preacher Mr. Yeoman is eloquent and 
cultured, usually speaking without notes. 
He is also a writer of more than average 
ability, his stories having appeared in the 
New York Independent, Christian Union, 
Congregationalist and other papers. Of 
late Mr. Yeoman has felt that many of his 
people were becoming dissatisfied and that 
what he was trying to build up others were 
trying to teardown and for this reason he 
has thought it best to resign. His letter 
of resignation stated these things in a 
manner that left no doubt as to his feel- 
ings and earnestness in the matter.

Death of a Summer Resident. 

The funeral of Henry A. Chase, a sum 
“mer resident of Atlantic, occurred Wednes- 
day at Allston, and was conducted by Rev. 
J. H. Yeoman of Atlantic, and attended 
by many people from Atlantic. Mr. Chase 
was director of the signal service of the 
Boston police department, and the differ- 
ent branches of the department were 
represented, also a delegation from the 
Kearsarge Association of Naval Veterans. 
The interment was at Reading. 

Mr. Chase will be remembered as one 
of Atlantic's most public spirited aud 
respected citizens; bis pocketbook always 
open to anyone in need, His efforts to 
promote yachting in Quincy bay were 
crowned with success and helped to en- 
liven the town during the summer months, 
On first locating at Atlantic he saw that 
with a snitable landing for boats it would 
fill a much needed want, and immediately 
built the same. Facilities for boats being 
at hand, the number of yachts increased 
to such an extent that the Squantum 
yacht club was formed, Mr, Chase being 
one of its charter members, and a club- 
house and landing built. 

The history of Henry A. Chase is the 
story of a life of activity and of eventful 
happening, a story of zealous and faithful 
services in many capacities. He took hold 
of nothing without demonstrating rare ca- 
pacity and great ability. 

He enlisted in the navy at the outbreak 
of the Civil Warasa Third Assistant En- 
gineer, and was soon promoted to the senior 
berth in that department. The end of the 
war ended his service in the navy, and 
when it was aj] over he could look back 
upon an honorable record of duty on the 
Tioga, Chimo, the Flag, the Agamenticus 
and the Tunxis. 

The war at an end, Henry A. Chase, 
theu about 25 or 26 years old, returned to 
Boston and re-entered the fire department 
and was assigned to Relief Engine Com- 
pany 9 at East Boston asengineer. Thence 
he went to Engine 4, where he served 
until the opening of one of the most event- 
ful periods of bis life. 

This was when the construction of the 
Unsion Pacific Railroad was begun. He 
was a locomotive engineer on the Union 
Pacific for eight years, and then for a time 
he served in the same capacity on the 
Obio and Mississippi Reilroad, with head- 
quarters at Vincennes, Ind. 

Later he was the engineer at the West- 
boro Reform School. In 1888, while con- 
nected with the police electric signal sys- 
tem, he perfected the system in Boston 
until it stood, and it still stands second to 
no other in the country. He was then 
made general director of the system.

REGULATIONS 


OF THE 


BOARD OF HEALTH 


Of the City of Quincy, Mass. 


Ata meeting held March 5, 1°9*, the Board 
of Health of the City of Quincy made and 
adopted, and do hereby publish the following 
regulations: 

REGULATION 1. No person shall collect, 
remove, or carry in or through any of the 
streets, lanes, avenues, places cr alleys with- 
in the City of Quincy, the conte ts of any 
cesspool, vault, privy or privy well, the 
drainage of any stable, dwelling house, 
slaughter house, or other building in the city, 
unless 6: iy licensed therefore by the 
Board of Health, upon such terms and con- 
ditiuns, and by such methods, as the Board 
may deem that the public health requires, 
aod upon failure to vomply therewith, the 
license shall be forthwith revoked and can- 
celled. No privy vault or cesspool shall be 
cleaned between 6 P. m. and sunrise. 


Rea. 2. No persoa shall deposit the con- 
tents of any privy-vault or cesspool, or any 
other filth, upon any premises within the 
limits of the city, without first having 
obtained a permit to do so from the Board of 
Health. or shall any cesspool for the re- 
tention of such waste water be within five 
feet of any house, unless the cesspool be 
cemented water-tight. No privy-vault or 
cesspool that is not water-tight shall be 
maintained within two rods of any well, 
spring, or other source of water supply used 
for d ing purposes. ‘ 

Rea. 3. No person shall collect, transport 
or convey swill fat, grease. bones or any 
decaying, pertiving or offensive anima! 
matter or vegetable substance through any 
of the public streets, or ways of the city, 
unless in securely covered veliicles or vessels 
from which no liquid matter or odors can 
escape, unless expressly licensed therefore 
by the Board of Health. 


Rec, 4. All persons licensed by the Board 
to remove the contents of privy-vaults and 
ee and all who collect anf transport 
swill, r-fuse and offensive animal or vegeta- 
ble substances shall keep all carts, equip- 
ments and implements used therefor, disin- 
fected and free from al] obnoxious or offen- 
sive odors when not in immediate use, and 
shall not allow the same to become obnox- 
ious or offensive to the public or to the 
owners. or occupants of premises adjoining 
those where the same are kept or stored. 


Reo 5. No person shall place, or cause to 
be placed, or empty, or cause to be emptied, 
upon any street, way. lane or sidewalk, any 
house dirt, offal or rubbish, any sewerage, or 
the drainage of any sink or stable, or the 
contents of any cesspool, vault, privy or 
privy well. No person shall cast any de- 
cayed vegetable or dead unima! substance 
into any cesspoo] or sewer or into any well, 
cistern, reservoir, pond or waters within 
the city, nor drown or cause to be drowned, 
any animal in any of said waters. And the 
carcasses of animals dead of disease or killed 
for any cause, shall be buried at such dis- 
tance from dwellings or wells, or other source 
of water supply, that no danger or nuisance 
can re ult; and no person shall establish or 
maintain anv stable, swine pen, privy, privy 
well, cesspool or sink drain within six feet 
of auy stream, watercourse or pond in this 
cit}, without a permit from the Board of 
Health. 


Rec. 6. The keeping of swine, goats, cows 
or poultry in any part of the city where such 
keeping hal! be held by the Board of Health 
detrimental to the public health or offensive 
to the neighborhood, is hereby prohibited 
and after due notice by said Board to the 
owuer or person in charge, he shall forth- 
with remove the same, or cause the same to 
be removed, from any place at which the 
Keeping thereof shall be prohibited by the 

joard. 


Reo 7. No person shall burn, boil, try or 
decompose any refuse substances, either 
animal or vegetable, in such a manner tha' 
the same shall evolve odo:s or gasses, ob- 
noxious or offensive to the public or to the 
owners or occupants of adjoining premises. 


Rea. 8. Every occupant of any dwelling 
house, tenemenc or other building in this 
city shall keep such house or builuing, and 
the yard belonging to the same, free from all 
filth and from all substances having offen- 
sive odors. 

Whenever a vault, cesspool, barn or cellar, 
or any building or premises «f any descnp 
tion, mes offensive, the same shall be 
satisfactorily cleansed, ventilated and disin- 
tected, by the occupant or owner within such 
reasonable time as the Board of Health may 
in a notice therefor prescribe. 

Whenever the Board of Health is satisfied 
on due examination that a eellar, tenement 
or building within the city, occupied as a 
dwelling house, has become, by reason of t 6 
number of Occupants, want of cleanliness or 
uother cause, unfit for such purpose, the oc- 
cupants shall remove therefrom within forty- 
eight hours after written notice has been 
given them 

Reo. 9. When a householder knows that 
& person within his family is sick with small- 
pox, diphtheria, membraneous croup, scarlet 
fever or any other disease dangerous to the 
pub'ic health, be shall immediately give 
notice thereof to the Board of Health, unless 
he knows such cases have been duly reported 
by the attending physician. 

When a physician knows that a person 
whom he fs called to visit is infected with 
small-pox, diphtheria, scarlet fever, measles 
or typhoid fey-r, he shall immediately give 
notice thereof to the Board of Health. 


Reo. 10. No person from any dwelling 
wherein a case of small-pox, diphtheria, 
membraneous croup or scarlet fever exists 
shall attend avy school, church or public 
gathering of any kind, or take any book or 
a aed to or from the Public Library 
without a permit from the Board of Health. 
The Board will inform the librarian of all 
cases of said diseases, and until a written 
permit is given he shall allow neither books 
nor magazines to be taken to or returned 
trom the dwelliogs where such cases exist. 


Rec 11. Incase of a death from small- 
pox, scarlet fever, membraneous croup or 
diphtheria, burial must be made within 
twelve hours, if practicable, and must be 
strictly private; and the body must not be 
exposed to view, or the coffin opened after 
the body has been placed therein. 


Reo. 12. All cases of small-pox, mem- 
brancous croup, diphtheria and scarlet fever 
must be isolated to the satisfaction of the 
Board, and no visitors of any kind allowed. 
After the sickness is over the rooms occupied 
must be disinfected by the householder or 
by the Board of Health. ‘Lhey must be 
tightly closed and sulphur burned in them 
at the rate of two pounds per one thousand 
cubic feet of space. They must remain 
closed from six to twelve hours, then opened 
and aired thoroughly before further oc- 
cupancy. The bedding must be well spread 
out a PR to the same sulphur fumes. 

Reo. 13. No child from a family, any one 
of whose members is sick with small-pox, 
membraneous croup, diphtheria, scarlet 
fever, measles or whooplag cough, will be 
permitted to attend schoo! until four weeks 
after the complete cessation of such sickness 
in the family. Children from tenements 
immediately adjoining those in which any 
of these diseases exists will likewise be pro- 
hibited, unless by permission of the Board of 
Health, and all children so pr hibited, by 
reason of sickness in their fam:lies, before 
again attending school shall obtain a certifi- 
cate from the attending physician and from 
a member of the Boat of Health, that all 
danger of contagion is past. 

Rec. 14. Whoever has knowledge of, or 
has reason to suspect the existence of ac n 
tagious disease among any domestic animals 
in this city shall fortuwith give notice there- 
of to the Board of Health. 

Rea. 15. Persons having the care or 

custody of such suspected animals, and hay- 
ing received a written or verbal order from 
the Board of Health fur their restriction, 
shall neither sell, trade nor in any way dis- 
pose of them, nor move or allow them to be 
moved from the place assigned, nor allow 
o her animals not already exposed to ‘ome 
in contact with them till permitted so to do 
by the State Cattle Commissioners. 
_ A violation of lations 14 and 15, relat- 
ing to contagious diseases of animals, sub- 
jects the violator to a fine not exceeding five 
hundred dollars or to imprisonment not ex- 
ceeding one year. 

Any violation-of the foregoing 
will punished by a fine of 
Pub. Stat., Chap. 80, Sec. 10.)

Ciry Hawt should be remodeled 
whether it provides for the court room or 
not. I: is roomy enough to provide for all 
the city offitials and boards for many years 
if the space is properly utilized, and the 
saving in rent would pay the interest if ex- 
travagance does nol enter into the altera- 
tions. Not only are the school and water 
boards crowded out at present, but the 
offices in the building are ill-arranged, as 
it is necessary to piss through two offices 
to reach the Mayor, and two others to 
reach the Tax Collector or Overseer of the 
Poor. The officials in the front rooms 
should not be bothered by people passing 
through and their numerous questions. 
Now, the desks of the olfi:ials are away 
from the light, particularly those of the 
Assessors ani Tax Collector, while the 
office of the Mayor is merely a coop witb- 
out an outside window. The building can 
be remodeled at small cost, and the work 
should not be delayed. 


In NORFOLK county where bu' two or 
three small towns grant liquor licenses, it 
matters little from a financial point 
whether the bill to divide the liquor fees 
with the county becomes a law or not, but 
it is the best temperance measure before 
the present Legislature, and should pass, 
as the crimes from liquor cause a large 
increase in county expenses, At present 
the city or town receives three quarters 
and the State one quarter. I: is now pro- 
posed to divide the city’s portion equally 
with the county, both receiving three- 
eighths. The revenue received from licenses 
is in many cities the sole reason for a 
license vote. The House has passed the 
bill to a third readiog, Representatives 
Hammond and Fiint voting with the 
majority. 


Tue LEGISLATURE is waiting to see if 
Norfolk county can rent new quarters for 
the district court room. The new court 
house bill has been tabled in the Legisla- 
ture pending the search. AS outlined in 
the LepGer Wednesday there is a move- 
ment to enlarge and remode! City Hall and 
provide accommodations there. Before 
going too far with this, however, it might 
be well to investigate the legality. A very 
similar movement is on foot in Malden, 
where a point was raised that the city may 
not have the authority to make an appro- 
priation for the erection of a police station 
and district court house. The city solicitor 
of that city is making an investigation, 

WE FAIL to see why there should be 
any difference in the method of payment 
fora sewer system and a water system. 
The city constructs or purchases a.water 
system and levies no assessments, The 
sewer system should be built in the same 
way. Accity cannot compel abutters to 
take water, but they can compel them to 
enter a sewer. Aside from the payment of 
the debt contracted, the water system is 
self-supporting, and a sewer system soon 
would be. If self supporting it is the 
abutters who are benefitted that pay the 
expenses and not the city,. A sewer sys- 
tem is for the public health, and should be 
supported by the city. By the rental sys- 
tem the city would always have an income, 
whereas under the proposed plan there will 
be no income after ten years, when all as- 
sessments have been paid, and then it will 
be necessary to raise $25,000 or more annu- 
ally by taxation for maintenance interest 
and payments of debt.

Connors, Samuel D. DeForrest, James

Report accepted and adopted. 

The Comwmittee on Streets reported rec- 
ommending leave to withdraw on petitions 
of Quincy and Boston street railway for 
location at West Quincy on Willard street, 
and on Franklin street and lodependence 
avenue, on the ground that no location 
should be granted on the side of a street 
that was wide enough for the tracks to be 
placed in the centre. Report accepted. 

The Committee on Streets reported 
recommending leave to withdraw an order 
relating to defining the lines of Franklin 
street, as it could not be legally done 
according to the order. 

Councilman Bigelow objected to the 
report and upon his motion it was laid on 
the table that the opinion of the City 
Solicitor might be obtained. 

The Committee on Streets reported, 
ought not to pass on order relocating the 
sidewalk on Hancock street from Canal 
street to Granite street, as it could not be 
done under the order. Report accepted. 

The Committee on State aid recom- 
mended $4 per month for Frank A. John- 
son. Accepted. 

The Committee on Finance reported an 
order appropriating $342 for payment of 
the inspector of plumbing for the year 1894. 
Ordered to second reading. 

The Committee on Finance reported in- 
expedient to legislate on the petition of the 
School Committee for an appropriation for 
transportation. 

Chairman Crane hoped the appropriation 
would be granted. They had children 
enough for nine rooms but only had 
eight. The attic of the John Hancock 
school was used until cold weather, then 
they had to be transferred to the Adams 
building. 

Councilman Adams said the committee 
thought the Council were not called upon 
to transport the children, except in extreme 
cases. The School Committee koew last 
September that this was coming but in- 
stead of asking forthe appropriation then 
they took the responsibility to spend the 
money and come to us now. 

Chairman Crane said he did not think it 
right for the Committee to ask the Coun- 
cil of 1894 for an appropriation to be spent 
in 1895. There were no unpaid bills of 


fiman Johnson favored commit- 

_feport. Only in extreme cases should 
«Loney be spent in this direction. 

The report of the committee was then 
accepted, 

The Committee on Public Buildings re- 
ported a substituce iw the t™er appro- 
priating $500 for plans for brick ete~ 
buildings, making the amount $800. 
Adopted. 

Councilman Shackley offered as an 
amendment to the order that the buildings 
be of wood. 

Councilman Nickerson opposed. The 
difference in cost was but little and brick 
was safer. 

Councilman Russell favored wooden 
buildings. He believed in economy con- 
sidering the large expenditures that must 
be made. There was a surplus of labor in 
Quincy, and if brick buildings are built 
workmen will have to be imported.

Councilman Bigelow favored wood build: 
ings. They are just as safe and would cost 
thirty per cent. less and could be built 
absolutely fire proof. 

Councilman Bryant never saw a wooden 
building that was absolutely fire-proof. It 
was more economical to build of brick, and 
as the city carries its own insurance every 
precaution possible should be taken. 


Councilman Johnson would like to have 
some figures in regard to wooden buildings. 
Thought city could afford to try the 
experiment and build wooden baildings, 

Councilman Shackley could not give 
figures but wooden buildings would costa 
third less, 

Councilman Adams said almost every 
city of our size is erecting its buildings of 
brick. Brick was more economical! in the 
end. 

Councilman Rinn also favored brick and 
hoped no more wooden buildings would be 
erected. 

Councilman Rice could see no reason to 
build brick schoolhouses when you would 
not build a brick house to live in. 

The motion to substitute wood for brick 
was then lost. 

Councilman Shackley doubted the vote. 

Upon a rising vote 11 were in favor of 
the amendment and 11 against. 

The chair declared the vote lost. 

Councilman Bryant moved to amend by 
substituting $500 for $500 and that the 
words “‘ by and with the approval of the 
Committee on Public Buildings be added.” 

Later Councilman Byrant withdrew 
that part of his amendment relating to the 
amount after which it was adopted and 
the order passed to be ordained under sus- 
pension of the rules. 


New Business. 


Councilmen Hayden offered an order 
instructing the Commissioner of “Public 
Works to rebuild the sidewak on the 
easterly side of Washington Court.” To 
Committee on Streets. 

Councilman Bigelow off red an order 
that the bonnds and lines of Hancock street 
from School street to Saville street be re- 
located and defined. ‘I'o Committee on 
Streets, 

Councilman Shackley offered an order 
appropriating $250 for plans for remodelling 
City Hall. To Committee on Public 
Buildings. 

Upon request of Councilman Adams the 
Committee on Streets were requested to 
meet with Unitarian Society to report 
legislation to secure a better laying out of 
the square north of the church. 


The Sewerage Act. 


The report of Commitee on Sewers and 
Drains on the sewerage bill was then taken 
from the table. 

Councilman Pinkham offered an amend- 
ment to section 8, providing that City 
Council may determine what proportion of 
the cost the city shall pay, provided it shall 
not be less than cne-third or more than 
one-half of the whole cust. Also that as- 
sessments or charges for defraying remain- 
ing cost shall be made on owners of estates 
in such manner as City Council may by 
vote determine in accordance with the pro- 
visions of chapter 50 of the Public Statutes 
and the acts in amendment thereof and 
supplementary thereto. 

Councilman Bryant offered an amend- 
ment to the amendment providing that the 
city pay for the whole of it and that the 
amount be raised by taxation. In support 
of his amendment Councilman Bryant 
said the easiest way of payment of the 
sewer loan was to tax everybody their pro- 
portiona! part as it would avoid all legisla- 
tion, 

Councilman Pinkham said if this amend- 
ment passed there was dangerof having 
the bill thrown out by the Legislature. 
Those who have the benefit should pay 
more than those who do not. 

Councilman Rice said if Councilman 
Bryant’s amendment was adopted it would 
put the city in the minority of other 
towns. 

Councilman Adams opposed Councliman 
Bryant’s amendment. The plan fails as it 
assesses those who are in no way benefitted. 
If passed every man can come here and 
demand the sewer put by his house. It 
was unfair, Assessments should be made 
in accordance to the benefit derived. 

Councilman Bryant’s amendment was 
then lost. 

Councilman Pinkham's amendment was 
then passed as was also several other minor 
amendments. 

Councilman Rice moved that the Mayor 
be authorized to ask the legislature for the 
passage of the bill with amendments 
adopted by the Council. 

President Bass said the purport of this 
motion was that the Council presented the 
bill as one approved by the Council. 

The motion was then passed. 

The order granting a lovation to the 
Electric Light & Power Co., to erect 
one pole on Chestnut street, was passed to 
be ordained under suspension of the rules. 

Adjourned at 10.05.

on North Commons in Quincy. The road 
shall ngt be coustructed across or upon any 
higbway or townway or travelled place 
without the consent of the Mayor and 
Council of Quincy, nor except in a manner 
approved by them. ‘They shall make 
regulations regarding the rate of speed and 
the time and manner of using the road as 
the public safety and convenience may re- 
quire. They may order changes to be 
made in the tracks, The roadway have 
side tracks and the general law for taking 
land for railroads shal! apply to land taken 
for this road. The road may unite with 
the New York, New Haven and Hartford 
railroad. Permission is given to issue 
bondsto build the road and the tracks 
must be laid within three years. 

On Friday afternoon the joint judiciary 
committee made report on the Sunday 
theatre matter and they were unanimous 
for the petitioners. The law for the ob- 
servance of the Lord’s day is made to read: 
** Whosoever is present at a game, sport, 
play or public diversion, except a concert 
of sacred music, upon the Lord's day, shall 
be punished by a fine not exceeding $5 for 
each offence.” The following is added to 
the law: “* And the proprietor, manager, or 
persun in charge of such game, sport, play, 
dancing, public diversion or entertainment, 
other than such concert of sacred music, 
shall be punished by a fine not less than $50 
and not exceeding $500 for each offence.” 
Municipal authorities, also, ‘shall not 
grant a license for a concert of sacred music 
nor for any such theatrical exhibitions, 
public shows, public amusements or ex- 
hibitions of any description whatsoever to 
be held on the Lord’s day. All such exist- 
ing licenses are revoked. 

The committee op the state house has 
decided against both of the plans for 
changing the front of the state house and 
in favor of the appointment of acommission 
of an architect, an engineer and a builder 
to be appointed in 3 days from the passage 
of the act and to report within 60 days upon 
the condition of the state house. This will 
bring the matter before the legislature in a 
practical shape. 

Representative Jones of Melrose was 
before the committee on constitutivnal 
amendments Wednesday forenoon in be- 
half of his plan for a constitutional con- 
vention, arguing that there have been so 
many amendments that there is a great 
deal of deadwood in the constitution which 
ought to be pruned away by the draft of an 
entirely new document adopted by the 
people. but the committee reported the 
same afternoon against the proposition. 

Another matter considered by the com- 
mittee was the amendment to have legis- 
lative presiding officers elected directly by 
the people at large instead of by the mem- 
bers of the senate and house respectively. 
This is a new proposition and involves a 
radical departure, It is one, too, upon 
which the people are not informed, because 
they are not brought into close contact, as 
a whole, with the parliamentary practices 
of the legislature. But it is the truth that 
the legislative presiding officers are by far 
the most important in our system of gov- 
ernment, more even than the governor. It 
is in their power to help or to hinder the 
popular will more than any other persons. 
They are closest to the people and it is 
right that the people should have a voice 
in their election. Theoretically, the mem- 
bers of each branch are best able to elect 
their presiding officers, but unscrupulous 
candidates use their great powers so freely 
to promote personal ambition, regardless 
of the good of the state, that the theory 
fails utterly in practice. 

The senate has, after a debate, adbered 
to the position it took without debate and 
by vote of 24 to 9, it has passed over the 
governor's veto the bill to remove the 
restriction on the sbad and alewife fishery 
in the Merrimac river. By much more, 
proportionally, than the requisite two- 
thirds majority the house and senate bave 
set aside the opinion of the governor and 
have passed the bill. Last year his veto 
of a similar bill was strongly sustained by 
the house. 

One of the close and unsettled contests 
of the month is that over the bill to pay 
three-eighths of the liquor-license money 
into the county treasuries, in addition to 
the quarter which now goes into the state 
treasury. ‘The vote was very close in the 
house, but the temperance people carried 
the day by a majority of two on substituting 
the bill for an adverse report and by 88 to 
74 on ordering it to a third reading.

The Cook and the Range. 


Although it would seem that a thorough 
understanding of the range is one of the 
first requisites of housekeeping, very few 
mistresses, and consequently very few 
cooks, really comprehend either its scien- 
tific principles or its practical workings. 
Of course, the doors and slides in front 
are quite evident in their uses, and need 
no explanation beyond the obvious fact 
that anything opened beneath the flame 
increases, heat or above decreases it. The 
principal regulators to understand are those 
of the smoke stack and the ovens, anda 
cook might be told a dozen times over un- 
der what conditions these different handles 
should be pulled backward or forward, or 
left shut or open, and she would yet be 
uncertain. 

The only practical way is to show her 
with all the covers removed from the top, 
so that you can see the little doors that are 
opened and shut by means of these exterior 
handles, In this way their workings may 
be thoroughly understood, so that a cook 
may never be at a loss when and how to use 
them with the best results. The economy 
of coal and heat should also be carefully 
studied. It is a most common mistake for 
ignorant cooks to fancy that the door to 
smoke stack must be open in order to gain 
greater heat, whereas, although it should 
be opened to increase the fire when fresh 
coal is added, it should he closed as soon 
as a bright, clear fire is obtained, otherwise 
the caloric is carried up the chimney, and 
the coal is wasted. The little doors into 
each oven are also frequently neglected, 
and the cook is uncertain as to which are 
intended to be open into the particular 
oven where the heat is most required, 
leaving it shut off from the other. 

All this detail is of course as simple as 
A, B, C, and yet there are cooks without 
number who cannot manage a range prop- 
erly, because they never examinine it in- 
telligently. Cleanliness is also indispen- 
sible to success. Many cooks again will 
think when they have taken out their 
ashes, brushed up their hearth and stove, 
polished their iron work, that their range 
is clean, never considering the layers of 
dust and ashes which are being constantly 
deposited between the outer shell and the 
ovens, and which arrest the heat. A com- 
mon blunder is to fill the grate with coal 
above the fire brick; this spreads and clogs 
up the air spaces with ashes and cinders, 
and the careless cook wonders why her 
oven will not heat, never troubling her- 
self to look for some practical reason, As 
it is with the range, so it is with the fur- 
nace. To run either the oven or the other 
intelligently and with practical success 
they should be thoroughly explained and 
understood.— New York Tribune.

SrrawBERRy Tarts. Fill tart shells, 
when baked, with strawberry preserves (or 
canned strawberries boiled down with} 
sugar added) cover with icing. 


WeELsH Boy. Mixsome grated cheese 
with the yolk of an egg, add a tablespoon- 
ful of cream, a little salt, mustard and 
cayenne pepper. Spread this paste on 
buttered toast and put in the oven fora 
few moments. Serve quickly. 


EscaLLopep VEAL. To use left-over 
veal, chop the veal fine, place in the bot- 
tom of a baking dish a layer of veal, then 
a layer of cracker crumbs, then of pepper, 
saltand butter. Repeat the layers until 
the dish is filled; add half a teacupful of 
stock or water and bake. 


VEGETABLE Soup. LEoil a soup bone 
all day in plenty of water; strain it, add a 
little salt, and let it stand until the next 
day. Inthe morning boil steadily about 
an hour before dinner, when season to 
taste, and add one large onion, part of a 
carrot, little cabbage, part of a turnip, one 
potato, all chopped very fine. 


Fisu on Toast. Take one teacupful of 
codfish, pick into flakes. Freshen a few 
minutes. Squeeze out of the water and 
put into a saucepan with one teacupful of 
milk, thickened with one teaspoonful of 
flour, one tablespoonful of butter and 
pepper to taste. When it comes to a boil 
remove instantly and pour over toast and 
garnish with rings of hard boiled eggs. 


GRILLED Fowt, Cut the remains of 
cold fowl into pieces, season them with 
pepper and salt, squeeze over them the 
juice of half a lemon, and let them stand 
three-quarters of an hour. Dip them into 
melted butter and then into bread crumbs, 
with a very little grated lemon peel. Pat 
them on a gridiron, and broil over a clear 
fire. When fried instead of broiled, use 
the yolk of an egg well-beaten instead of 
the melted butter.

The Catla Lily. 

Abont this time begin to force the callas 
writes Kesiah Shelton. Country people 
can get a calla fertilizer that is better than 
any ‘‘plant food’’ for them; city people 
must e’er do with makeshifts. 

Pour a gallon of boiling water on two 
quarts of old cow-manure, and set the 
same away in some shed for use during the 
forcing period. For one large calla use 
weekly one-half pint of this fertilizing 
liquid, putting the same into a quart of 
water; if put on undiluted, it strikes the 
roots too strongly. A calla, being an 
aquatic plant, absorbs if in a large pot 
sometimes two quarts of water daily, and 
it should never be given cold, but as warm 
as itmay be and not scald the plant. A 
calla has never had all the water that it 
could use to advantage until it has drank 
so that by suction upward through its 
stalk there hangs a drop of water like a 
bead of dew at the point of each leaf. If 
one can arrange it so, the best way is to 
set the common earthern pot with a hole 
in the bottom for good drainage into an 
unleakable jar or tub a good dea! larger 
than the pot; then into this outer jar pour 
daily quarts of hot water—as hot as one 
can bear the finger in; if this is done, one 
need only put a smal! quantity each day 
upon the earth itself, and this only to 
induce more readily the suction up through 
the bottom of the pot. In this way callas 
are inclined to send up one bud about as 
fast as a bloom dies off. Many cut off the 
blossom stem too low; it is better not to 
ent below the opening. 


A Novel Rat Poison, 


Enormous business has been done lately 
at French fairs by a man who professed to 
sell a rat powder that was perfectly harm- 
less, and that struck rats dead on the spot. 
In order to convince the skeptical, the 
man first of all powdered a slice of bread 
with the stuff and ate a piece of it himself. 
Then he put the remainder ander a glass 
case, in which a rat was kept in captivity. 
‘The rat went to eat the bread and instantly 
felldead. At five pence a box the powder 
went off like hot rolls, and the lucky pro- 
prietor of the specific was in a fair way to 
make a fortune. But the police, who in 
France are very active in protecting the 
people from fraud, looked into the matter 
and found that the powder was nothing 
but ordinary sugar. They also discovered 
tbat the case was connected with a power- 
ful electric battery, and that the moment 
the rat touched the bread the’ current was 
turned on, and it was thus his death was 
brought about. The man was arrested at 
the fair of Albi.—Scientific American.

Valuable Woods. 


Many of the finest woods in existence 
are yet unknowg, or only slightly known, 
to the manufacturers of wood in the 
civilized world. The woods of Central and 
South America are, perhaps, the wost re- 
markable as well as the least known. In 
the yet untouched forests of this continent 
are many woods far finer than any of those 
now in use, Tnese woods range from pure 
white to jet black in color, and many of 
them are most beautifully marked and 
veined. Some of them are so hard that 
they turn the edges of axes, chisels and 
other tools, while the band saw cuts them 
only slowly. lathe Columbian Exposition 
there were many displays of little known 
woods, and the finest of them were those 
from Argentine Republic, Brazil and other 
South American countries. Some of these 
southern woods yielded to the teeth of the 
band saw, not the ordinary sawdust, but 
fine powder, fine as the finest flour, so hard 
were the woods, Some of them burnt but 
slowly. Others possess qualities that keep 
them free from insects. Some of them 
seem to be practically indestructible by air 
and water. All along the eastern slopes of 
the Andes, up to the snow line on those 
great elevations, throughout all the great 
river valleys, and in some of the wide 
areas of level country in South America 
are great forests of fine woods that are 
specially fit for the finest cabinet and 
furniture work, and also for shipbuilding, 
carpentry and other industrial arts in 
which wood is the ‘raw material.” These 
great forests are now an unknown quantity 
in the commercial world, but they will 
come rapidly into the knowledge of men 
and into industrial use when once the rail- 
road bas reached them. Before many 
years, it is safe to predict, the South 
American and Central American republics 
will be threaded by railroads, and then 
those wonderfal woods will be drawn upon 
to supply the demand for new and fine 
woods in ali the civilized countries. —The 
Lumber World. 


Treatment of Whooping Cough, 


Lyon Medical for January 13 publishes 
an abstract of an article from the Medecine 
Moderne for December 26, 1894, in which 
M. De Chateaubourg describes a new 
treatment of whooping cough, which con- 
sists in injecting, subcutaneously, two 
eubic centimeters and a half of a tea per 
cent. solution of guaiacol and eucalyptol in 
sterilized oil. After the third injection 
the fits of coughing diminish noticeably, 
the appetite returns, and, as the vomiting 
rapidly ceases and the general condition 
begins to feel the good effects of the treat- 
ment, the whooping cough disappears at 
the same time. The author reported five 
cases.— VN. ¥, Med, Jour. 


A Tooth for a Tooth. 


Perhaps no profession has made_ more 
| progress in the last thirty years than den- 
tistry hasdone. Half a centry ago den- 
tistry, as a separate branch of the medical 
profession, was but little known, and den- 
| tists were but very few, even in the great 
| cities. ‘The regular physician pulled the 
aching tooth, and we have even seen a case 
| where he filled it, and the filling, owing to 
the healthy character of the bone, possibly 
remained in the tooth for all of a long life- 
time, At that period the dentist travelled 
} about from one town to another through a 
wide district, and people who availed them- 
| selves of his services were thought to be 
rather fantastical, and foolish aad extrava- 
| gant as well, In acase where new front 
| Leeth were wanted the old tooth was sawed 
off and the nerve was destroyed with hot 
irons and infinate torture, in order that a 
new tooth might be driven in on a wooden 
| peg, @ tooth that was a perpetual trouble 
and never permanent. A Looth that ached 
then was extracted without remorse, and a 
filling, when fillings came to be known, as 
often dropped out as staid in. Now, on 
the contrary, if the tooth must be parted 
with, there aresO many ways of evading 
the pain that, had they existed in the old 
time, Isaac of York might have kept his 
money, and the anodynes are so used that 
the patient is conscious and sees the whole 
operation and suifers nothing at all. But 
no woth is taken out now that can possibly 
be keptin. Ifa nerve must be killed, it is 
usually killed painlessly, and the tooth that 
once could not bear permanent and solid 
tilling is treated till it is able to do so, 
Even when a tooth is so nearly gone that 
retaining points for the filling are not to be 
had, tiny gold screws can be inserted whose 
heads answer for the points, a fine gold 
wire can hold the fragile sections together 
and be built about, and anodynes have been 
found that can be injected into the gum or 
applied to it and do away with much of the 
pain once attending a bad excavation or a 
tender filling. Fillings are made s0 artis- 
| tically, too, as almost to be beautiful in 
themselves; and it is even possible, in case 
of a cavity on the front surface of a tooth, 
to insert a bit of enamel so delicately that 
even the cracks cannot be discerned.— 
Harper's Bazar. 


English and American Incomes. 

The following figures, taken from the 
last English census, reveal some interesting 
facts concerning the economical situation 
of Great Britain. 

About 250,000 persons in Great Britain 
have an annual income of $1,000 and 2,000, - 
000 have an income of $500. Thus it 
would appear that only one Enoglishman 
out of every five is capable of supporting 
afamily. Itis to be borne in mind that 
$500 a year amounts to only $1.37 a day, 
which is not very much for a family of 
four persons. On the other hands there 
are in the United Kingdom 123,000 families 
having an annual income of about $3,000, 
and 5,000 families with an income of 
more than $25,000. 

In the United States, according to the 
statistics compiled by T. G. Shearman, 
we have 100,000 families (or about two 
millionsof people) whose annual income 
amounts to $2,000, and more than 10,000 
families having an income of more than 
$25,000. 

Taking into account the difference in 
population between the United States and 
Great Britain, it still will be evident that 
not only can American boast of a greater 
number of rich people than the United 
Kingdom, but that wealth is more equally 
distributed and less centralized in the 
United States.— Revue des Revues.

Massachusetts Statistics. 


Once every three years the basis of the 
State tax in Massachusetts is reappor- 
tioned in order that justice may be done as 
nearly as practicable between the cities. 
The tax commissioner takes the valuations 
of the Assessors and adjusts them accord- 
ing as the valuation is high or low, and 
adds the corporation valuatioa, which is 
not given by the local Assessors, and then 
computes the relative proportion of a 
State tax of an imaginary $1000 which 
would be borne by each municipality after 
deducting one-tenth of a mill upon each 
poll. These figures have just been pre- 
pared, and show that within three years 
the valuation of all the taxable property in 
Massachusetts has increased from $2,249,- 
832,966 to $2,473, 934,509, e 

This is a gain of $224,101,443 in the 
three years,

Rev. Edward Norton Resigns. 


As noted in the church column, Rev. 
Edward Norton tendered his resignation 
Sunday as pastor of the Congregational 
church. His letter : 

To the Evangelical Congregetional Church 
and Society, Quincy, Mass.: 


My Dear PeoPLe:—If I were taking 
my pen to write a sermon it would not be 
so difficult for me to begin as now. With 
sermonizing—in my way—I am somewhat 
familiar. With writing resignations I 
have had little todo. But the time comes 
to every minister when to resign, and to 
be resigned is the way of duty. And slow- 
ly in the months just past I have reached 
the conclusion that this time has come to 
me. I am now fully convinced that I can- 
not longer do with safety to health all that 
ought to be done in this growing parish. 
And for this reason I tender to you my

For almost two 
and twenty years we have lived and labored 
together, Not a single jar in the relations 
between us have these years known, Not 
a discordant word touching them can I 
recall, I have loved you, and in return 
have received your love. Your kindness 
in time of need has never failed me, You 
have been so charitable toward my sbort- 
comings that only my own sensitiveness 
bas reminded me of them. 

The only discontent I have felt in my 
ministry with you has been a royal dis- 
content with myself that I cowfd not do 
for you some larger and better thing. 
But let us hope—why may we not—that 
what bas been done is jast the laying here 
of the foundation of what is yet to be 
done. With a church numbering as many 
hundreds now as scores when we began 
our work together, and with the better 
equipment of the new chapel to which we 
have looked with such anticipation, what 
may not be accomplished. I am happy to 
leave you facing so large an opportunity 
and so hopeful a work. My love will con- 
tinue with you. For your prosperity I 
shall not cease to pray. And may the 
memory of the happy daysin which we 
have loved and served together brighten 
the future for us all, 

Wishing you grace, mercy and peace, | 
am in the fellowship and service of our 
Lord and Master, Jesus Christ.

For the Patriot. 
Letter from State House. 


Boston, March 13, 1895. 
In the house this afternoon Mr. Ham- 


mond of Quincy had discharged from the 


orders the bill to authoriz: the Quincy

commodities, It was ordered to a third 
reading without debate, but whea Mr. 
Hammond tried to get unanimous consent 
for a suspension of the rule so that the 


some member objected and so the bill was 
advanced only one stage. 

The removal of the codfish Thursday 
afternoon from the old hall of the house to 
tbe new was made a great occasion for 
glorifying the name of Massachusetts and 
the source of much of the early wealth of 
the province. Really it is wonderful what 
an interesting story it is, how the codfish 
has played sn important part in our diplo- 
matic relations with England and how it 
contributed to the prosperity of our people. 
Today, it seems, the capital engaged in the 
codfishery amounts to $85,000,000, and it is 
clear that the richness of Massachusetts 
has not by any means been al! dug from 
her sterile soil or manufactured by her 
myriad looms, but has been in no smal! 
measure captured from the sea, in the 
midst of great and constant perils and at 
the cost of many thousand lives and 
widows’ and orphans’ tears. In spite of 
allthe declamation over the fisb, there is 
really aserious and thrilling side to the 
story, not to be laughed at, Other con- 
siderations are of consequence than 
whether the old fish matches the decora- 
tions of the new hall and the house has 
done well to overrule the speakers esthetic 
objections and order the emblem to be 
placed over the speaker's chair, 

{t is evident that some mechanical 
device for elections will be made before 
long which will be more acceptable to the 
voters than the present ballot boxes. ‘Two 
years ago the Myers’ ballot machine, which 
bas accomplished remarkable results in 
New York state where it bas been tried, 
was exhibited in the state house and won 
the approval of many who saw it. Now 
there are two machines on exhibition in 
the corridors of the state house by per- 
mission of the legislature. One of them is 


simply a cancelling and counting machine 


for use after the ballot bas been marked 
iu the Australian booth as at present, It 
is very ingenious, but suck a device 
does not go asfar as the McTammany 
machine which is operated by the voter 


just as the Myers’ machine is, by pushing 


in a knob against the name of the candi- 
By this latter machine all sorts of 
independent voting is possible and an 


entire ticket as long as is usually voted for 


in Massachusetts state elections can be 
voted far in three seconds, according to 
the claim of the inventor, In addition to 
the voting part, there is another machine 
for counting the votes automatically and 
the speed attained by it is very great. A 
yote is recorded by a hole punched in a 
long roll of paper and the position of the 
hole shows what candidate is voted for. 
It is said to be possible to canvass the 
whole vote of the state for governor in less 
than three hours, 

It looks as if there would be a warm de- 
bate over some bills which favor the labor- 
ing classes more than could have been ex- 
pected. Several bills of a class which has 
been bitterly opposed and always defeated 
in recent years were reported to the house 
on Wednesday afternocn. There are dis- 
serting members of the committee and it 
remains to be seen how strong is the labor 
element. They bave won victories in the 
past which give them a good chance of 
success with these bills. One is that five 
hours shall be a day's work for employes of 
the state, counties, cities and towns on 
Saturdays in May, June, July, August, 
September and October. Senators Blod- 
gettand Gray and Representative Ferson 
dissent from this bill. 

Another bill of this class extends the 
weekly payments law to all private corpor- 
ations and partnerships which en.ploy as 
many as 25 hands. Thisisa great exten- 
sion of the present law and if it is passed 
will mark positive step in state regulation 
of concerns which have hitherto been re 
garded as private. Senators Blodgett and 
Gray dissent from this bill. A third bill in 
the same line, the same two Senators dis- 
senting, which says that nine hours in a 
consecutive twelve shall be a day’s work 
for street railway employes, The petition 
was for nine hour’s in eleven, but the com- 
mittee could not quite agree to that. It is 
only two years since the street railway men 
coined their bill for ten hours in eleven and 
now they are pressing for a furthur reduc- 
tion, But a fourth bill which was reported 
on Wednesday to the house, the same two 
Senators dissenting, is more remarkable. 
It provides that only citizens of the United 
States shall be employed as mechanics, 
workmen or laborers upon any public works 
in the state. The effect of such a bill will 
of course be to prevent the people from get- 
ting the advantage of cheap labor for which 
they must pay in the form of taxes. The 
parport of the bill is, of course, to prevent 
aliens from getting work and so to leave 
more avenues of employment open for those 
who are citizens of this country. Of course 
this purpose of the bill is liable to be de- 
feated by the naturalization of the com- 
peting foreigners whom it is desired to ex 
clude from competition with others who 
have been over here a little longer than 
tbey have, Sometime perbaps we shall be 
wiser about these things, 

Many weo aud women have come to the 
state house this year in behalf of the plan 
to establish a children’s aid bureau in 
place of the present arrangements for the 
care of the wards of the state by the board 
of lunacy and charity. The end is uot yet, 
but the incident is a perfect illustration of 
the way our state boards and commissions 
increase in obedience to demands for them, 
regardless of the general opinion that such 
boards are a great political mistake, lo 
the minds of many very intelligent and 
public spirited people there is room for a 
new organ of the body politics to serve the 
needs of the body. So, regardless of what 
other people thiak of this system of organs 
to serve the state, they try to establish the 
new one. My point is that as people come 
closer to the needs of the state and the 
ways of transacting public business, the 
wisdom of having boards ahd commissions 
is better appreciated and the less founded 
to the reasons for their abolition appear. 

There isa great contest over the Nor- 
wegian system of liquor licenses, but it 
seems as if the friends of tbe system put in 
a stronger team than they did last year.

H. H. Faxon Opposed. 


The Norwegian system had advocates 
and opponents before the Legislative com- 
mittee, Henry H. Faxon was against it 
and spoke as foliows: 

Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen of the Com- 
mittee: 

The advocates of the Norwegian bill de- 
clare that under its provisions the liquor 
business will be divorced from politics. A 
more absurd argument was never heard. 
Rum has been in the political arena from 
time immemorial and it is there to stay. 
The corrupt office-seeker, in his endeavors 
to break down pure government, finds no 
firmer allies than the rumseller and his de- 
praved patrons. How long this demoraliz- 
ing element has dominated the politics of 
our State can be realized if 1 quote what 
John Adams stated many years ago. In 
1750, speaking of the great number of 
licensed taverns and the nuisance created 
thereby, he said: ‘* These houses, fre- 
quented as they are by a tippling, nasty, 
vicious crew, have become the nurseries of 
our legislators, for there are many who can 
be induced by flip and rum to vote for any 
man whatever.’’ (In 1761, referring to 
the same subject, and describing the 
general character of the public taverns of 
that day, said: ‘“‘ You will find the house 
full of people drinking drams, flip, toddy, 
carousing, swearing; but especially plotting 
with the landlord, to get bim at the next 
town-meetiog, an election either for select- 
man or representative.”’ 

Separete the whiskey business from 
politics? No member of this committee, 
unless his election was accidental, believes 
such a thing to be possible, Study the 
character of many of the legislators who 
have represented the cities of Boston, Fall 
River, Holyoke and Lawrence in the last 
ten years, and tell me if liquor is not as 
firmly intrenched in politics as it was in 
the days of John Adams, A certain class 
of men, however, feel called upon to ap- 
pear before legislative committees every 
year to introduce some new and nonsensi- 
cal scheme which they assert will solve 
this perplexing problem. 

The men who are seeking to make dram- 
selling and dram-drinkipg respectable by 
this experimental kind of legislation, are 
of the kid glove stamp and know very 
littie of the intricasies connected with 
saloon-debauchery. The minister does 
not live, and the deacon is not yet born, 
who can be identified with the sale of 
intoxicating liquors as a beverage, and 
maintain his integrity. 

He may enter the business with imag- 
inary angel’s wings but will close his 
career in full partnership with the devil. 

The whole system of licensing the liquor 
traffic is wrong, and those who are en- 
deavoring to perpetuate its soul-destroying 
influence, under any form whatsoever, are 
deserving of the most severe condemnation. 

I am utterly opposed to this so-called 
Norwegian measure because of the jeopardy 
in which it would place many of the cities 
and towns that are now enjoying the bene- 
fits of no-license. 

A new device of this sort is as contagious 
as the fashions of the times, and there are 
municipalities in the Commonwealth that 
would not be satisfied until they had 
learned its evils by sad experience. 

If the moderate and radical wings of the 
temperance army would unite in a persis- 
tant effort to enforce existing laws, instead 
of clamoring for impracticable legislation 
upon the subject, rum selling would soon 
become a hazardous business.

A Hearing, 

A hearing was given in the contested 
will caseof Andrew Barnett of Waltham.

More than 
ever before is it realized, that only by using 
the best stock that Quincy can produce, can 
her manufacturers continue to successfully 
compete with her rivals. There is always 
an open market for first class specimens of 
Quincy granite.

Demperauce, 


Pracu Merineue. Linea pie-tin with 
crust, fill up with cut-up canned peaches; 
pour over one teaspoonful of flour rubbed 
smooth : in a little water, and 


whites of three very stiff eggs beaten in 
one-half of acupful of powdered sugar, and 
brown. 


Sanp Tarts. One cupful of butter, 
oneand a half of sugar, two of flour, a 
very scant teaspoonful of baking-powder 
and a gill of milk (perhaps a little over); 
make into a smooth dough, roll out thin, 
cut with a tumbler into thin cakes, sift 
sugar over and bake. They should not be 
brown, only a nice yellow. 


SausaGeE Roiis, Take half a pound 
of sausages, parboil them and remove the 
skins, and cut each sausage intwo. Take 
some good, light paste, roll it out to an 
eighth of an inch thick, cut into square 
pieces, roll up the pieces of sausage in the 
paste, slightly moisten the edges, and cover 
with the yolk of egg, aud bake ina quick 
oven. The remains of pressed beef or 
roast beef and ham, seasoned with spice, 
pepper, salt, and a pinch of finely chopped 
herbs, and then moistened with an egg 
and made into small rol!s, can be substitued 
for the sausages. 


St. GEORGE PUDDING. One cup each 
of raisins, suet and molasses, three cups of 
flour, one teaspoonful each of cloves and 
cinnamon, half a teaspoonful of allspice, 
one teaspoonful saleratus, two eggs. Boil 
or steam four hours. 


Lemon juice will whiten frosting for 
cake, the grated rind of an orange strained 
through a cloth will give it a yellow tint, 
and strawberry or crapberry juice will 
produce a pretty shade of pink.

War on the Gypsy Moth. 


Extensive preparations are being made 
in New England for destroying the Gypsy 
moth or Ocneria dispar, which has become 
of late a very serious menace to agriculture, 

The Gypsy moth ia indigenous in France 
and was brought to America in 1870. 
Since then it has multiplied with alarming 
rapidity. The moth deposits its eggs ip 
clusters in sheltered places on the bark of 
trees or in cavities of stone walls, old 
stumps and similar places, but always near 
the plants or trees on which the insect 
feeds. Eggs are deposited in the early fall 
and hatch early in the spring. When first 
hatched the caterpillars are less than one- 
fifth of an inch long, and when fully grown 
they shed their outer covering and become 
puyw. They feed only when in the cater- 
pillar state, which lasts about ten weeks. 
They are nocturnal and feed in bands and 
attack all kinds of shrubbery. 

In 1892, when the first attacks upon this 
pest were commenced, the clusters were 
destroyed by scraping them from the trees 
and burning them. This plan was given 
up, however, because some of the eggs 
were often scattered and lost, At present 
various acids and creosotes are used, and 
when the eggs are deposited in cavities 
they are destroyed by chlorine gas or fire. 
Another plan is to brand the trees with 
burlaps and lime. Some idea of the ex- 
tent of this work may be gained from the 
report made by the State Board of Agri- 
culture recently. It appears from this 
that $101,411 were expended during the 
year 1894. Over 200 square miles of farm 
lands were infected, including some c! ine 
most valuable land in New F~_ ‘and, and 
125 men were emple« * \u carrying on the 
work.—Scie’ so American.

REGULATIONS 


OF THE 


BOARD OF HEALTH 


Of the City of Quincy, Mass. 


Ata meeting held Mar. 15, 1995, the Board 
of Health of the City of Quincy made and 
adopted, and do hereby publish the following 
regulations: 

ReGuLation 1. No person shall collect, 
remove, or carry in or through any of the 
streets, lanes, avenues, places or alleys with- 
in the City of Quincy, the contents of any 
cesspool, vault, privy or privy well, the 
drainage of any stable, dwelling house, 
slaughter house, or other building in the city, 
unless ex a licensed therefore by the 
Board of Health, upon such terms and con- 
ditions, and by such methods, as the 
may deem that the public health requires, 
and upon failure to comply therewith, the 
license shall be forthwith revoked and can- 
celled. No privy vault or cesspool shall be 
cleaned between 6 P. M. and sunrise. 


Rea. 2. No person shal! deposit the con- 
tents of any privy-vault or cesspool, or any 
other filth, upon any premises within the 
limits of the city, without first having 
obtained a permit to do so from the Board of 
Health. Nor shall any cesspool for the re- 
tention of such waste water be within five 
feet of any house, unless the cesspool be 
cemented water-tight. No privy-vault or 
cesspool that is not water-tight shall be 
maintained within two rods of any well, 
spring, or other source of water supply used 
for drinking purposes. 

Rea. 3. No person, un'ess expressly li- 
censed therefor by the Board of Health, 
shail collect, transport or convey swill, fat, 

, bones, or any decaying, putrifying or 
offensive animal matter or vegetable sub- 
stance through any of the public streets or 
ways of this city, and then only in securely 
covered vehicies or vessels, from which no 
liquid matter or odors can escape. 

Rec 4. All persons licensed by the Board 
to remove the contents of privy-vaults and 
cesspools, and all who collect and transport 
swill, refuse and offensive animal or vegeta- 
ble substances shall keep all carts, equip- 
ments and implements used therefor, disin- 
fected and free from all obnoxious or offen- 
sive odors when not in immediate use, and 
shall not allow the same to become obnox- 
ious or offensive to the public or to the 
owners. or occupants of premises adjoining 
those where the same are kept or stored. 

Reo 5. No person shall place, or cause to 
be placed, or empty, or cause to be emptied, 
upon any street, way, lane or sidewalk, any 
house dirt, offal or rubbish, any sewerage, or 
the drainage of any sink or stable, or the 
contents of any cesspool, vault, privy or 
privy well. No person shall cast any de- 
cayed vegetable or dead animal substance 
into any cesspool or sewer or into any well, 
cistern, reservoir, pond or waters within 
the city, nor drown or cause to be drowned, 
any animal in any of said waters. And the 
carcasses of animals dead of disease or killed 
for any cause, shall be buried at such dis- 
tance from dwellings, or wells, or other source 
of water supply, that no danger or nuisance 
can result; and no person shall establish or 
maintain any stable, swine pen, privy, privy 
well, cesspool or sink drain within six feet 
of any stream, watercourse or pond in this 
city, without a permit from the Board of 
Health. 


Rec. 6. The keeping of swine, goats, cows 
or poultry in any part of the city where such 
keeping shall be held by the Board of Healih 
detrimental! to the public health or offensive 
to the neighborhood, is hereby prohibited, 
and after due notice by said Board to the 
owner or person in charge, he shall forth- 
with remove the same, or cause the same to 
be removed, from any place at which the 
keeping thereof shall be prohibited by the 


Res. 7. No person shall burn, boil, try or 
decom any refuse substances, either 
animal or vegetable, in such a manner that 
the same shall evolve odors or gasses, ob- 
‘oxious or offensive to the public or to the 
owners or occupants of adjoining premises. 

Reo. 8. Every occupant of any dwelling 
house, tenement or other building in this 
city shall keep such house or building, and 
the yard belonging to the same, free from all 
filth and from all substances having offen- 
sive odors. 


Whenever a vault, cesspool, barn or cellar, 
or any building or premises of any descrip- 
tion, hey offensive, the same shall be 
satisfactorily cleansed, ventilated and disin- 
fected, by the occupant or owner within such 
reasonable time as the Board of Health may 
in a notice therefor prescribe. 


Whenever the Board of Health is satisfied 
on due examination that a cellar, tenement 
or building within the city, occupied as a 
dwelling house, has become, by reason of the 
number of Occupants, want of cleanliness or 
other cause, untit for such purpose, the oc- 
cupants shall remove therefrom within forty- 
eight hours after written notice has been 
given them. 

Rea. 9. When a householder knows that 
& person within his family is sick with small- 
pox, diphtheria, membraneous croup, scarlet 
fever or any other disease dangerous to the 
public health, he shall immediately give 
notice thereof to the Board of Health, unless 
he knows such cases haye been duly reported 
by the attending physician. 

When a physician knows that a person 
whom he is called to visit is infected with 
small-pox, diphtheria, scarlet fever, measles 
or typhoid fever, he shall immediately give 
notice thereof to the Board of Health. 

Rc. 10. No person from any dwelling 
wherein a case of small-pox, diphtheria, 
membraneous croup or scarlet fever exists 
shall attend apy school, church or public 
gathering of any kind, or take any book or 
magazine to or from the Public Library 
without a permit from the Board of Health. 
The Board will inform the librarian of all 
cases of said diseases, and until a written 
permit is given he shall allow neither books 
nor magazines to be taken to or returned 
from the dwellings where such cases exist. 

Rec. 11. Incase of a death from small- 

x, scarlet fever, membraneous croup or 

iphtheria, burial must be made within 
twelve hours, if practicable, and must be 
strictly private; and the body must not be 
exposed to view, or the coftin opened after 
the body has been placed therein. 

Rea. 13. All cases of small-pox, mem- 
braneous croup, diphtheria and scarlet fever 
must be isolated to the satisfaction of the 
Board, and no visitors of auy kind allowed. 
After the sickness is over the rooms occupied 
must be disinfected by the householder or 
hy the Board of Health. They must be 
ughdy closed and sulphur burned in them 
at the rate of two pounds per one thousand 
cubic feet of space. They must remain 
ec} from six to twelve hours, then opened 
and aired thoroughly before further oc- 
cupan The bedding must be well spread 
out and cxposed to the same sulphur fumes. 

Rea. 13. No child from a family, any one 
of whose members is sick with smali-pox, 
membraneous croup, diphtheria, scarlet 
fever, measles or whooping cough, will be 
permitted to attend schoo! until four weeks 
after the complete cessation of such sickness 
in the family. Children from tenements 
immediately adjoining those in which any 
of these diseases exists will likewise be p-o- 
hibited, unless by permission of the Board of 
Health, and all children so prohibited, by 
reason of sickness in their fam lies, before 
again attending school shall obtain a certiti- 
cate from the attending physician and from 
a member of the Board of Health, that all 
danger of contagion is past. 

Rg. 14. Whoever has knowledge of, or 
has reason to suspect the existence of a con- 

ious disease among any domestic animals 
in this city shall forthwith give notice there- 
of to the Board of Health. 

Reo. 15. Persons having the care ar 
custody of such suspected animals, and hay- 
ing received a written or verbal order fram 
the Board of Health for their restriction, 
Shall neither sell, trade nor in qny way dis- 

of them, nor ore or allow them ta be 
oyed from the p assigned, uor allow 
other animals not already exposed to so: 
in contact with them till permitted so to < 
by the State Cattle Coyymissiqgners. 

Whoever violates any prayisians of - 
lations 14 aud 19 shold be punished by a tne 
not ex: ing five hynd liars or hy im: 

ent not exceeding one year; and 
Whoever violates any previsions of any other 
of these regulations shall be pyn‘shed hy a 
fine not exceeding one hundred dollars for 
each offense.

Icebergs Journey. 


It does not seem likely that more than 
100 or 200 large icebergs make their way 
each year in the only practicable path that 
can take them beyond the artic circle, that 
which is afforded by the current which sets 
out of Davis Strait and down the Labra- 
dor shore, and then eastward into the 
Atlantic. Although we have as yei bot 
little decided information concerning ‘his 
Ocean-stream, save that afforded the 
movements of the berg and the fic 
can readily see how it affects the journey 
of these wandering fragments from the 
vast Greenland glaciers, 

Though somewhat inconstant, this 
current is a tolerably steady stream, setting 
south through the wide channel which 
separates the shores of Greenland from 
those of the many islands which beset the 
northeast coast-of the American Continent, 
By this southward-moving water the ice 
is propelled out into the open sea. The 
stream continues to the south, but widens 
and diminishes in the energy of its flow. 
It shortly comes in contact with the Gulf 
Stream, which it somewhat affects, and 
by which itis much affected. A part of 
the southward setting current passes down 
along the shore of Labrador as a super- 
ficial stream of no great width or speed. 
Another and perhaps the larger part flows 
beneath the Gulf Stream, and in time 
joins the great, slow-moving procession of 
arctic waters, which, following the bottom 
of the deeper sea, in the end attain the 
equatorial! district. 

For a considerable distance southeast of 
Greenland there are thus two distinct 
currents in the ocean waters—a lower, 
moving southwardly, and an upper, or 


gate.

The Largest Steamer Company. 


The North German Lloyd—Norddeut- 
seher Lloyd—has from a small beginning 
worked its way to the very front, being 
now the largest steamer company in the 
world. The company enjoys a subvention 
from the German empire for five lines, on 
the condition that the steamers call at cer- 
tain ports, that the mail-carrying boats 
shall be built in German shipyards, and 
that the speed be at least twelve knots. 
The company capital is now 83,000,000 
marks, or about $20,750,000, and its fleet 
consists of 83 steamers of an_aggregate ton- 
nage of 242,367 tons, besides tugboats. The 
company’s traffic comprises 22 lines, viz., 8 
European, 6 North American (twice week- 
ly from Bremen to the United States), 2 
South American, 5 to Eastern Asia, and 1 
Australian. The staff of the company con- 
sists of 8000 men, and in the year 1873 
there was formed a seamen’s and pension 
fund, by donations and an annual charge 
of 2 1-2 per cent. of the pay. The captains 
have to pass through the various degrees, 
and if there is an accifent, they have to 
resign. — Scientific American. 


Jack Hare, Not Jack Rabbit. 

If you say Jack Hare to a Texas cowboy, 
he will laugh at you, and then ask if you 
mean a “ jack rabbit... But your name 
will be the right one, even though every 
man, woman and child in the land of Lepus 
eallotis calis bim a rabbit, and shall to the 
end of time. But whenever or whatever 
you call him, you mast do it quickly, or he 
will be out of hearing. Some say that Jack 
Hare is all ears; but that is not literally 
true, for his make-up includes a pair of un- 
commonly good hind legs also. His ears 
are from five to six inches in length, but 
his hind legs often measure across a town- 
ship. In point of size, this species has the 
greatest length of head and body of all the 
American hares, measuring from twenty- 
two to twenty-eight inches; but it is more 
slenderly built than the polar hare,—St. 
Nicholas. 


superficial stratum, creeping toward the 
north. The thin floe-ice, floating alto- 
gether within a hundred feet of the 
surface, is beaten back against the Labra- 
dor shore by the surface stream; but the 
icebergs, because of their greater depth, 
are driven forward by the under-current 
in a southwardly direction.” Owing to this 
peculiarity we sometimes may observe the 
bergs plowing their way through vast 
fields of floe-ice as steadfastly as a steam- 
ship when it breaks its way in the new- 
formed ice of a harbor.—Prof. NV.

Shad, 


With such a spring as this we should 
soon see plenty of shad, though this fish 
seldom appears in the market in any 
abundance before April. 

There is still some contention among 
epicures as to which river produces the 
best shad, the Connecticut or the Hudson; 
but the concensus of opinion is generally 
in favor of the large, fine fish that is 
caught in the stream further down East. 
There is also a divided opision a 
which is the best method of cooking 
fish. Planked shad has many adherent 
This method is really a kind of broil 
The fish is flattened and kept in place, 
flesh side outward, on a hardwood plank, 
by two steel bars. itis sprinkled with a 
little butter and seasoning, and in this 
condition is exposed to the fire. The skin 
side of the fish is cooked by the heating of 
the plank which is placed upright from the 
fire and sometimes becomes even slightly 
charred, though this is evidence of the heat 
being too intense. Planking is a sort of 
picnic method of cooking the fish, Exactly 
the same result may be obtained by placing 
the shad in a broiler and covering it with 
a dripping pan while it slowly broils, with 
the flesh side to the fire for fifteen minutes. 

Before cooking shad in any way it 
should be thoroughly trimmed, seasoned 
with a little salt, the merest dash of 
cayenne, if you wish cayenne at all, and 
rubbed with sweet oil, It should be left 
in this marinade for at least ten minutes 
on the ice, The sooner the fish is broiled 
after it is caught the better. A perfectly 
fresh North River shad would probably be 
more acceptable to New Yorkers than the 
very best Connecticut River shad, because 
of the time which must elapse before the 
latter can be brought toour markets. 
There is no pickle so delicious to serve with 
this fish as the walnut or butter nut. The 
best sauce is simple maitre d’ hotel butter. 

Shad roe is usually treated exactly like 
the shad in marinade and broiled with it. 
This is much better than breading it and 
frying it separately.

Our Lighthouses. 
The lighthouses of the world number 
more than 7,000. The United States has 
over 1,300 houses and as many posts. The 
latter are simpler in construction and not 
very expensive, since they are maintained 
on shore. Our government has been pro- 
ceeding with the theory that the coast 
should be so sprinkled with lights that the 
rays meet and pass; that a vessel will 
meet the one in advance before the one in 
the rear is out of sight. The annual ap- 
propriation for their keeping is now nearly 
$4,000,000. 

Kerosene oil is that which has been 
adopted by the lighthouse board as 
the luminant, though gas and, to a lim- 
ited extent, electricity have been given a 
trial, Gas is being used only at Alexan- 
dria, Va., and Newburyport, Mass. Kero- 
sene is considered the best and the cheap- 
est. It is ever reliable. Electricity will 
no doubt be adopted when Congress can be 
prevailed upon to appropriate money.— 
Scientific American. 


To Tell a Fresh Fish. 


Fish that are not fresh generate a poison 
in the system that may lead to serious 
sickness and skin diseases. In purchasing 
fish it is a good plan to see that the flesh 
is firm. If an indention made by the 
finger remains in the article it should never 
be used. Itis also a good plan to see that 
the eyes are plump and gills red. These 
latter tests are not, however, infallible, for 
the reason that when fish get old the 
dealers cut their heads off, and some of 
them paint the gills so dexterously that 
the purchaser might easily be deceived. 

Dr. Mary Green claims that turtle is not 
a hygenic food at all, notwitstanding that 
its praises have been sung for ages. Lob- 
sters should always be boiled alive.—New 
England Farmer. 


Lobster Laws. 


The game laws of Massachusetts provide 
a heavy fine for any one who either catches 
or sells lobsters measuring less than 10 1-2 
inches. Quite recently a large consign- 
met: of lobsters toa New York firm were 
seized in Boston, and the entire lot, con- 
sisting of 17 barrels or some 3,323 lobsters, 
were dumped in Boston Harbor. This is 
the largest seizure of its kind on record. 
The fine for each lobster is $5, and the 
shipper, if prosecuted, will be liable to a 
fine of over $16,000. 
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Business is Improving. 


If we can judge from what we see and 
hear from various sources, business has 
started considerable during the last few 
weeks.

A Biow to Quincy. 


An act was reported in the Legislature 
Thursday which means considerable to the 
granite industry of Quincy. 

It provides that all stone of any descrip- 
tion, except broken and paving stones, 
used in state or municipal work withia 
this commonwealth, or which is to be 
dressed, worked or carved for such use, 
shall be so worked, dressed or carved for 
the state works within the boundaries of 
the state, and for municipal work within 
the municipality on the ground where the 
work is to be done.

It is said that half the world does not 
know how the other half lives, There are 
bundreds of young men in a city like 
Quincy, who bave no warm room in winter 
and no cool room in summer in which to 
pass their leisure The brilliantly lighted, 
upholstered, mirrored saloon is a power- 
ful temptation to such young men. The 
Y, M. C. A. rooms offer a counter attrac- 
tion to these engines of the devil. 

The Y. M. C. A. embraces Christian 
workers of every name, When the English 
army goes out on dress parade the lapel of 
the coat of every soldier bears the letter of 
his company, and the number of his regi- 
ment; but when the line of battle is formed 
and the engagément is on, the coat. is 
turned up and buttoned, and the English 
soldiers go into battle in masse as one 
great army, and the distinctions of com- 
pany and regiment are obliterated; so of 
the Y. M. C. A., the different wings of the 
Lord’s army areone. Wedonow know a 
Baptist, a Methodist, a Congregationalist, 
a Presbyterian, or a Episcopalian. The 
only question is “Are you loyal to the 
great Captain ?” 

What the country needs now is a great 
revival of religion, such as visited it under 
the preaching of Whitefield and Wesley, 
and such as visited the world and the ships 
on the ocean in the years ‘57 and ‘5S. 

We need to make note of the fact that 
the devil changes bis attacks. One hun- 
dred years ago Tom Paine and Voltaire 
said that the Bible was not trae, and that 
the story of the Lord Jesus Christ was a 
myth and a fable. Now he says, “O, yes, 
it is true the Bib!e is a good book like 
Shakespeare and Dickens, but it doesn’t 
mean anything.” It doesn’t mean souls to 
be saved or lost, it doesn’t mean repentance 
and faith in the Lord Jesus Christ, but re- 
ligion means culture, the gospel story of 
salvation is a pleasant fable to ba classed 
with the writings of Confucius, Mahomet 
and Budha. But gentlemen, notwithstand- 
ing these discouragements, I believe the 
world is growing better, and the cause of 
Christ is progressing. 

Just think of it, in 1800 there was not a 
mission station in the world,-ip 1800 there 
were five million Bibles in the world, in 
twelve languages; in 1895 there are one 
hundred and seventy-five million Bibles in 
two hundred ard sixty-five dialects and 
tongues. 

There was not a Sunday School in the 
world in 1800, except one established by 
Robert Raikes in England in a penitentiary 
ten years before. In 1801 there were sixty- 
five thousand Sunday Schools in the United 


"| States, with one million, two hundred 
thousand teachers, all volunteers without 
pay, and there are eight million, one hun- 
dred thousand children in these schools. 
Once more, there were more members 
added to the Christian church during the 
last fifty years than in the previous eighteen 
hundred years. 

The Apostle Paul on bis journey to 
Rome came to Appii Forum or the place of 
the three taverns, and it is recorded that 
the brethren came out to meet him, and he 
thanked God and took courage. So amid 
all our discouragements we will imitate the 
Apostle to the Gentiles, and thank God 
and take courage. 

The work of this great Christian brother- 
“Young Men’s 
Christian Association ’’ cannot be carried 
on without money, and I bespeak for this 
organization the generous support of the 
good people of Quincy.

it is that itis in the regular development 
of certain lines of progress and the result 
of certaiu efforts at reform. Take the 
leading hearings of the session, those on 
tuberculosis, woman suffrage, metropolitan 
water supply, Norwegian license system, 
ebild life insurance, punishment in dark 
cells, Boston municipal reform, children’s 
aid bureau, and so on, there never has been 
an approach to it in any previous year. 
Of course Butler's Lewksbury investiga 
tion in 1883 was a sensational! exception, 
but for regular business there bas been 
nothing like this year. Yet some people 
believe that this can all be hurried through, 
with an immense mass of other pressing 
business and the legislature go home early. 
And some would have biennials. Just look 
at the facts and see how impracticable 
biennial! sessions would be! 

An appropriation of $300,000 has been 
voted for the state highway commission 
and $150,000 for cattle slaughtered for 
tuberculosis. 

Senator Bill of Worces'er county, who 
represents ap agricultural district, has 
surprised the public by his lowest support 
of the enormous appropriation of $500,000 
from the state treasury for the use of the 
state highway commission in building 
public roads. It would naturally be sup- 


posed that the farmers, with their jealous | 


eyes and comparative unfamiliarity with 
money by the hundred thousand, would 
criticise such lavish expenditure of the 
public money as this, but the senator is a 
very shrewd politician and knows on 
which side his bread is buttered. So itis 
pretty certain that the rural communities 
which must travel over a great a deal of 
road according to their population, are 
perfectly willing to have their roads paid 
for by the cities, which have a small pro- 
portion of road compared with the number 
of their people.

The committee on mercantile affairs has 
been to Atlanta, the committee on street 
railways is goivg to Bellport on Long 
Island, Baltimore and Washington and the 
committee on manufacturers to Philadel- 
phia and Richmond. Each committee 
makes out a case of urgency for the public 
good. 

The house voted on Tuesday upon the 
constitutional amendment for the election 
of presiding officers of the legislature by 
the people and defeated it by a decided 
majority, without a count. 

It is said that the house has the right to 
elect its own presiding officer and that 240 
men could pick out a much better parlia- 
mentarian than the state at large. Of 
course there are dangers inevitably in- 
herent in a popular election, to which one’s 
eyes should be open, bul, after the ex- 
perience of the state in recent years, it is 
not too much to say that the risks ina 
popular election are less than under the 
present system by which committee posi- 
tions may be given in return for votes for 
speaker, and the despotic power of the 
speaker may be used for the upbuilding of 
private politica! fortunes, 

By a unanimous vote the committee on 
the liquor law has given leave to withdraw 
on the petitions for the Norwegian liquor 
license system. But this action was to 
have been expected, for one of the com- 
mittee, before the hearing opened, told one 
of the leading petitioners that the com 
mittee was unanimous against tie bill 
There will be a hard fight over the measure 
in the house and the example of last year, 
when the committee was adverse and when 
the house substituted the bill (but only to 
have it killed in the senate) will surely give 
encouragement to the petitioners. At the 
same time, there seems to be no good 
reason to expect that the bill will be passed 
this year. An interesting bill is pending 
to restrict the sale of liquor in a license 
city or town so that it shall not be made 
within a quarter of a mile of the line of an 
adjoining no-license city or town. The 
case which brings up the matter is that of 
Brookline, which is a nc-license town, but 
suffers from a row of liquor saloons just 
across its line in Boston, opened there for 
the special purpose of gratifying Brookline’s 
liquor appetite. An order has been 
presented in the house for asking the 
opinion of the supreme court upon the con- 
stitutionality of such a law, for it is argued 
that it isan infringement upon the right

}elected in recent years, The fact is that 


the liquor sentiment of the state is growing 
stricter all the time, as it would seem from 
the doings of the legislature. Anything 
which is in the interest of a genuine restric 
tion of the liquor traffic and promises to be 
practical has a pretty good chance of going 
tbrough, while no favor is shown to the 
liquor trade as such. I believe that today, 
if it could be proved satisfactorily to the 
legislature that there would be less drink- 
ing under a strict prohibitory law than 
bow, sucb a law would be passed promptly. 
The purpose of the legislature is right. It 
is merely a question of satisfying their 
judgment as to the best practicable means, 
There is no quarter to the liquor busi- 
ness, assuch. It is regarded as disreputa- 
ble by a majority of the members and is to 
be squeezed down wherever an effective 
turn can be taken against it. 

Demolition of the Bryant addition to the 
Bulfinch statebouse is progressing rapidly 
and dry mortar dust is flying, freely about 
the old halls. The commission to examine 
the old part have begun their work and are 
doing it in a very thorough manner, taking 
up floors and finding out the condition of 
the timbers. Of course this is the only 
sensible way todo. Some of the occupants 
of the old part are getting nervous over 
their personal safety. While it is admitted 
that the outside walls are in good condition, 
yet it is said that the floors are settling in 
the council chamber and in the adjoining 
rooms, and that it is a wonder that the 
fluor of the Blue room has not before this 
crushed through into the senate chamber. 

Doubtless there is exaggeration from 
fear, but the public will soon know of- 
ficially just the condition of the old struc- 
ture. 


There is sure to be a great contest over 
the same taxation questions as occupied 
much of the time of the house last year. 
The committee is divided and there is suf- 
ficient division in the house to sustain a 
warm debate. RULE.

struction,

—When the electrical water power trans- 
mission scheme at Niagara falls is finished, 
it will be the greatest enterprise established 
for such purpose on the globe. But it is 
by no means the first, nor was it when it 
was planned. The San Antonio, (Cal.) 
Light and Power company bas for several 
years dispatched power to plant 30 miles 
away. Scores of other establishments 
trausmit power over anywhere from 4 to 
15 miles of wire. The great 5,000 horse 
power dynamo made for the Niagara plant 
is constructed on the latest idea of Tesla.

Expert Photography, 


A recent lawsuit in Ohio, involving the 
ownership of fifteen hundred acres of val- 
uable real estate, was settled lately by the 
aid of photography. The turning point of 
the suit was as to whether an old deed ex- 
ecuted seventy-five years ago had five sig- 
natures or only four. ‘There were spaces 
for five, but only traces of four visible. 
The clerk of the court was ordered to 
have the the deed photographed by an ex- 
pert. He took it to Washington for this 
purpose. The negative developed some 
evidence of the missing signature, but on 
enlarging it ten times, the whole name 
came forth distinctly. 


—Our attevtion has been called to the 
bill before the Legislature seeking to com- 
pel the proprietors of patent medicines to 
disclose their formula to the State Board 
of Health. We seriously question the 
right of the law to demand anything of the 
kind.

Granite Chips. 


The final settlement of the blacksmith:’ 
bill on Friday, March 15, disposes of the 
working terms for the granite industry in 
the meantime. Although the blacksmith 
will receive but 22 cents per extra man in- 
stead of 25 as formerly, yet it is felt that the 
reduction is in some cases more than 
balanced by the provision that payment 
be made for stonecutters, who for any 
reason are absent for less than three days. 
Hitherto it has been the practice in most 
of the yards to pay blacksmiths for extra 
men according to the actual time these 
extra men worked, but under the new 
agreement, unless the cutter be off work 
for more than three days the blacksmith 
shall still be paid for him. 

It is often said, that when arbitration is 
agreed upon at the outset of negotiation, 
an inducement is given to either side to be 
less conciliatory than would otherwise be 
the case. In the proceediogs just con- 
cluded however, this prediction’ has been 
happily belied, for everything connected 
with the matters have been arranged with- 
out having to adopt the precaution pro- 
vided for. 

The belief is gaining ground that before 
many years have elapsed in Quincy, bills of 
prices to govern piece work will be things 
of the past. There is a growing tendency 
to turn all work into day labor. It is real- 
ized on all sides that the combination of 
piece and day work is far from satisfactory. 

In most of the other large monumental 
centres, day work almost wholly prevails, 
and to that fact is attributed mach of 
their success in competition. There isa 
greater incentive to the adoption of labor 
saving appliances, a more direct interest 
in insisting on well quarried stock, and a 
better chance of taking advantage of that 
sub-division of labor which has made this 
century such a distinctively productive era. 

Falconer & Swirgie are adding to their 
establishment a large polishing plant and 
increasing their facilities in other kindred 
directions. 

Alexander Marnock has been to New 
York state lately on a business expedition. 

Mr. McDonald of the firm of McDon- 
ald & Kelly has been seriously sick with 
pneamonia. 

Mr. John McGillvray of School street 
who has been sick for the last two or three 
months is now recovering and expects to 
resume work next month.

The Committee on Fire Department re- 
ported not necessary tu place a new steam 
whistle on the pumping station but recom- 
mended the whistle now on the electric 
power station be moved to the pumping 
station, Report accepted and adopted. 

Later in the evening this was recon- 
sidered and the order recommitted. 

The Committee on Ordinances reported 
an ordinance defining the duties of the 
City Solicitor. Ordered to second reading. 

The same committee reported a substi- 
tute order in relation to the removal of 
snow, which was that railroad companies 
should level the snow taken from their 
tracks. The penalty for each 24 hours 
the snow was left to bea fine of not less 
than $100 or more than $500. 

Councilman Johnson inquired the need 
of such an ordinance. 

Councilman Lamb said snow from the 
street car tracks had been thrown up onto 
sidewalks and in piles on the streets and 
was dangerous, 

Councilman Johnson said that the Com- 
missioner of Public Works had charge of 
the streets and it was his duty to see that 
the tracks were properly cleared. 

Commissioner Eaton said he had tried 
to have the railroad level snow but it was 
impossible for him to get it done. 

Councilman Bryant favored the ordi- 
nance, 

The substitute order was then adopted 
and the ordinance referred to Committee 
on Ordinances, 

The Committe on Streets reported an 
order appropriating $1,635 for rebuilding 
culvert on Washington street near Canal 
street, 

The same committee reported ought to 
pass an order instructing the Commissioner 
of Public Work to rebuild easterly sidewalk 
on Washington Court. 

The same committee also reported an 
order for a stone crossing on Beale street 
from Belmont street. 

The Committee on Streets reported an 
order granting a location to the Electric 
Light & Power Uo., to erect poles op 
Adams and Pine street. Ordered to second 
reading. 

The same committee reported an order 
for a public hearing Monday eveoing 
April 1, in the extrusion of Walker street 
to Newbury avenue. Adopted. 

The same order committee reported an 
fora public hearing Monday, April 15, on 
the petition of the Quincy & Boston street 
railway for location at South and West 
Quincy. 

The Comittee on Lights, to which the 
commnnication of the Mayor relative to 
petitioning the Legislature for legislation 
to enable the city to establish a municipal 
lighting plant was referred, reported an 
order censuring the Mayor for not peti- 
tioning the Legislature after he signed the 
order, and for not notifying the council 
until it was too late to petition the Legis- 
lature this year. Embodied in this report 
was also an order requesting the Mayor to 
petition the next genera! court for legisla- 
tion to enable the city to establish its own 
municipal lighting plant. 

Councilman Adams thought this was 
not called for. The Mayor did not ask for 
the special! legislation as there was a law 
allowing the city the right. 

Mayor Hodges said there was a law that 
permitted the city to erect a plant of its 
own if it saw fit. 

Councilman Bryant said if the Mayor 
bad followed ont the order of the council 
the facts would have been brought out, 
but he did not notify the council until too 
late so that the city was debarred this 
year. 

The council refased to accept the report 
of the committee. 

Orders. 

Councilman Shackley offered an order 
appropriating $800 for plans for two wood- 
en schoolhouses. To Committee on Pub- 
lic Buildings, 

Councilman O'Brien offered an order 
appropriating $5000 to be expended where 
needed in different parts,of the city to fur- 
nish employment for the Jarge number of 
citizens now out of employment. ToCom- 
mittee on Finance. 

Councilman Adams offered an order 
authorizing the Mayor to compromise in 
the cases of the city vs. I. H. & E. H. 
Cushing, H. W. Wadleigh, Henry D. 
Hyde, Jr., and M. F. Dickinson, Jr., for 
a sum not less than $5,000. To Committee 
on Finances. 

Councilman Johnson offered an order 
that the Commissioner of Public Works be 
instructed to place an arc light on the 
corner of Washington and Edison streets, 
To Committee on Lights. 

Councilman Johnson offered an order 
that the Commissioner be instructed to re- 
pair the sidewalk on the south side of 
River street. To Committee on Sidewalks. 

Councilman Phillips offered an order 
that the Commissioner of Public Works be 
requested to construct a permanent cross- 
ing across Wharf street. To Committee 
on Streets, 

President Bass read an invitation to the 
members of the Council to attend the 
banquet of the Y. M. C. Association which 
was received. 

Calendar. 

The order dividing Ward Three into two 
voting precincts took its second reading 
and was referred to the Committee on 
Ordinances. 

The order appropriating $342.45 for the 
inspector of plumbing was under sus- 
pension of the rules passed to be ordained. 

Councilinan Bryant moved to take from 
the table the report of the Committee on 
Streets, on the Jaying out and defining the 
lines of Franklin street, which was referred 
to the City Solicitor for his opiuion. Voted. 

City Solicitor Blackmur sustained the 
Committee on Streets,the legal way was for 
ten or more citizens to petition the 
Council when a public hearing would be 
given. 

The report of the Committee was then 
accepted and the order rejected. 

Adjourned at 9.25.

That was one of numerous similar signs 
that greeted the eyes of a groceryman and 
&@ reporter as they walked along Queen 
street on Saturday afternoon. 

“That's pretty cheap for maple syrup,” 
said the reporter. 

“It would be if it were maple syrup,” 
retorted the groceryman. 

“*What is itthen ? Maple syrup mixed 
with brown sugar?” 

“ There’s no maple syrup init. There is 
hardly a gallon of real maple syrup being 
sold in Toronto today.” 

“Isn't there some mixture of the genu- 
ine article in it?” 

“*Not an ounce, There are men in the 
business who manufacture and sell imita- 
tion syrup in large quantities. If they do 
their work well, you cannot tell it from the 
genuine. An old grocer, of course, may 
import a little of the pure article from 
away up north, but I doubt if there are 
half-a-dozen in all Toronto who do it ex- 
cept to fill special orders."’ ; 

‘What about maple sugar ?”’ 

“It is made in exactly the same way 
from brown sugar. The preparation to 
flavor them is called ‘maple flavoring.’ 
You can buy it from a druggist in the 
northwestern part of the city. It is very 
cheap, and costs only from ten to twenty- 
five cents an ounce, and one ounce will 
flavor fifteen gallons of syrup.” 

Having received the address of the drug- 
gist in question, the reporter went up 
there and asked if they kept maple flavor- 
ing. 

* We do; any quantity of it.” 

“Ts it good ?” 

*“*As good as it can be made. 
taste it if you like.”’ 

He took a measure, poured into it a lit- 
tle white syrup and a few drops of flavor- 
ing, and handed it to the reporter. It was 
as clear as water almos!, and yet had the 
necessary maple flavor. It simply lacked 
the coloring brown sugar would give. 

* You'll guarantee that, will you?”’ 

“Well, I have bad no complaints about 
it, and I have sold a good deal already."’ 

‘Is there anything injurious in it ?"’ 

“Nothing whatever, It is simply a com- 
position of gums, You can rely on it, for 
about all the maple syrup that is being 
sold in Toronto is made from it."’

Care of Lamp Wicks. 


Wicks should be held to the fire and 
thoroughly dried before being used. They 


| absorb a great deal of moisture, and, if not 


so treated previou:ly, the flow of oil is 
impeded. Another plan is to steep the 
wick in vinegar and then dry thoroughly 
before using. This prevents smoking. 
Then again, in some oils there is a certain 
of sediment which sinks to the 
bottom of the reservoir and settles on that 
part of the wick which lies there. The oil 
will rot flow in adirty wick and when 
there is not a good flow of oil a good light 
obtained. Wicks which have 
become foul may be cleansed by washing 
or boiling in soft water and soap, then 
and dried. The reservoir lamp 
should be kept filled; if the oil becomes 
low the flow of oil is imperfect, and the 
is charred. This 
gives only a poor light and emits a dis 


agreeable odor.

REGULATIONS 


OF THE 


BOARD OF HEALTH 


Of the City of Quincy, Mass. 


Ata meeting held Mar. 15, 1895, the Board 
of Health of the City of Quincy made and 
adopted, and do hereby publish the following 
regulations: 

REGULATION 1. No person shall collect, 
remove, or carry in or through any of the 
streets, lanes, avenues, places or alleys with- 
in the City of Quincy, the contents of any 
cesspool, yault, privy or exif well, the 
drainage of any stable, dwelling house, 
slaughter house, or other building in the city, 
unless expressly licensed therefore by the 
Board of Health, upoa such terms ann con- 
ditions, and by such methods, as the Board 


and upon failure to comply therewith, the 
license shall be forthwith revoked and can- 
celled. No privy vault or cesspool shall be 
cleaned between 6 Pr. M. and sunrise. 


Rea. 2. No person shall deposit the con- 
tents of any privy-vault or cesspool, or any 
other filth, upon apy premises within the 
limits of the city, without first having 
obtained a permit to do so from the Board of 
Health. Nor shall any cesspool for the re- 
tention of such waste water be within five 
feet of any house, unless the cesspool be 
cemented water-tight. No privy-vault or 
cesspool! that is not water-tight shall be 
maintained within two rods of any well, 
spring, or other source of water supply used 
for drinking purposes. 

Rec. 3. No person, unless expressly li- 
censed therefor by the Board of Health, 
shail collect, transport or convey swill, fat, 
grease, bones, or any decaying, putrifying or 
offensive animal matter or vegetable sub- 
stance through ‘any of the public streets or 
ways of this city, and then only in securely 
covered vehicles or vessels, from which no 
liquid matter or odors can escape. 

Reo 4. All persons licensed by the Board 
to remove the contents of privy-vaults and 
cesspools, and all who collect and transport 
swul, refuse and offensive animal or vegeta- 
ble substances shall keep all carts, equip- 
ments and implements used therefor, disin- 
fected and free from all obnoxious or offen- 
sive odors when not in immediate use, and 
shall not allow the same to become obnox- 
ious or offensive to the public or to the 
owners. or occupants of premises adjoining 
those where the same are kept or stored. 

Rea. 5. No person shall place, or cause to 
be placed, or empty, or cause to be emptied, 
upon any street, way, lane or sidewalk, any 
house dirt, offal or rubbish, any sewerage, or 
the drainage of any sink or stable, or the 
contents ol any cesspool, vault, privy or 
privy well. No person shall cast any de- 
cayed vegetable or dead animal substance 
into any cesspool or sewer or into any well, 
cistern, reservoir, pond or waters within 
the city, nor drown or cause to be drowned, 
any animal io any of said waters. And the 
carcasses of animals dead of disease or killed 
for any cause, shall be buried at such dis+ 
tance from dwellings, or wells, or other source 
of water supply, that no danger or nuisance 
can result; and no person shall establish or 
maintain any stable, swine pen, privy, privy 
well, cesspool or sink drain within six feet 
of any stream, watercourse or pond in this 
city, without a permit from the Board of 
Health. 


Rec. 6. The keeping of swine, goats, cows 
or poultry in any part of the city where such 
keeping shall be held by the Board of Health 
detrimental! to the public health or offensive 
to the neighborhood, is hereby prohibited, 
and after due notice by said Board to the 
owner or person in charge, he shall forth- 
with remove the same, or cause the same to 
be removed, from any place at which the 
keeping thereof shail be prohibited by the 
Board. 

Iw 7. No persva shall burn, belt, try or 
decompose any refase substances, either 
animal or vegetable, in such a manner that 
the same shall evolve odors or gasses, ob- 
noxious or offensive to the public or to the 
owners or occupants of adjoining premises. 

Rec. 8. Every occupant of any dwelling 
house, tenement or other building in this 
city shall keep such house or building, and 
the yard belonging to the same, free from all 
filth and from all substances having offen- 
sive odors. 


Whenever a vault, cesspool, barn or cellar, 
or any building or premises of any descrip- 
tion, becomes offensive, the same shall be 
satisfactorily cleansed, ventilated and disin- 
fected, by the occupant or owner within such 
reasonable time as the Board of Health may 
in a notice therefor prescribe. 


Whenever the Board of Health is satisfied 
on due examination that a cellar, tenement 
or building within the city, occupied as a 
dwelling house, has become, by reason of the 
number of occupants, want of cleanliness or 
other cause, untit for such purpose, the oc- 
cupants shall remove therefrom within forty- 
eight hours after written notice has been 
given them. 

Rec. 9. When a householder knows that 
a person within his family is sick with small- 
pox, diphtheria, membraneous croup, scarlet 
fever or any other disease dangerous to the 
public health, be shall immediately give 
notice thereof to the Board of Health, unless 
he knows such cases baye been duly reported 
by the attending physician. 

When a physician knows that a person 
whom he is called to visit is infected with 
small-pox, diphtheria, scarlet fever, measles 
or typhoid fever, he shall immediately give 
notice thereof to the Board of Health. 

Rec. 10. No person from any dwelling 
wherein a case of small-pox, diphtheria, 
membraneous croup or scarlet fever exists 
shall attend any school, church or public 
gathering of any kind, or take any book or 
magazine to or from the Public Library 
without a permit from the Board of Health. 
The Board will inform the librarian of all 
cases of said diseases, and until a written 
permit is given he shall allow neither books 
nor magazines to be taken to or returned 
from the dwellings where such cases exist. 


Rea. 11. Incase of a death from small- 
pox, scarlet fever, membraneous croup or 
diphtheria, burial must be made within 
twelve hours, if practicable, and must be 
strictly private; and the body must not be 
exposed to view, or the coffin opened after 
the body has been placed therein. 


Reo. 12. All cases of small-pox, mem- 
braneous croup, diphtheria and scarlet fever 
must be isolated to the satisfaction of the 
Hoard, and no visitors of auy kind allowed. 
After the sickness is over the rooms occupied 
must be disinfected by the householder or 
by the Board of Heaith. ‘They must be 
ughuy closed and sulphur burned in them 
at the rate of two pounds per one thousand 
cubic feet of space. They must remain 
closed from six to twelve hours, then opened 
and aired eneneely before further oc- 
cupancy. The bedding must be well spread 
out and cxposed to the same sulphur fumes. 


Reso. 13. No child from a family, any one 
of whose members is sick with small-pox, 
membraneous croup, diphtheria, scarlet 
fever, measles or whooping cough, will be 
permitted to attend school until four weeks 
after the complete cessation of such sickness 
in the family. Children from tenements 
immediately adjoining those in which any 
of these diseases exists will likewise be pro- 
hibited, unless iP permission of the Board of 
Health, and all childrea so prohibited, by 
reason of sickness in their fam:lies, before 
again attending school shall obtain a certifi- 
cate from the attending physician and from 
a member of the Board of Health, that all 
danger of contagion is past. 

Rea. 14. Whoever has knowledge of, or 


in this city shall forthwith give notice there- 
of to the Board of Health. 

Rea. 15. Persons having the care or 
custody of such suspected animals, and hay- 
ing received a written or verbal order from 
the Board of Health for their restriction, 
shall neither sell, trade nor in any way dis- 
pose of them, nor move or allow them to be 
moved from the place assigned, nor allow 


Whoever violates any provisions of regu-

Getting Pure Drugs. 


The question of pure drugs is one of par- 
amount importance, 

A dental friend of the writer’s recently 
showed him a smal! vial of muddy, red- 
dish fluid, broughtto him by a patient 
who was alarmed at the marked difference 


| between this sample and a previous one 


obtained at another drug store, The origi- 
nal prescription was for beechwood creo- 
sote, and the second druggist had simply 
substituted crude commercial carbolic acid. 
The patient’s escape was a fortunate one, 
and he was cautioned about patronizing 
any drug store save that specified on the 
prescription, 

The doctor related another annoying 
case which he was then treating. Pa- 
tient’s teeth were in a very bad condition, 
and the breath exceedingly offensive. He 
prescribed a wash of that ideal antiseptic, 
listerine. Patient returned ina couple of 
days complaining of the pain inflicted by 
the wasb, and the doctor found the entire 
buccal surface highly inflamed and eroded 
in spots. Upon investigation, the “* Lister- 
ine’’ was found to be a highly acrid, irrita- 
ting fluid, evidently containing a large 
amount of carbolic acid. An original 
package of the genuine listerine was then 
obtained and the trouble rapidly abated. 

These illustrations point anew that it is 
the height of folly to buy drugs except of 
well-known and thoroughly reliable dealers. 
The buyer is not a judge of the quality of 
the goods furnished, yet upon their purity 
depends the well being, perhaps the life, of 
himself or his dear ones.—Healthy Home,

Letter from State House. 


Boston, March 27, 1895. 


The committee on drainage reported lo 
the house this afternoon a bill to allow 
Quincy to maintain a system of sewerage. 
In the main, the bill was the same as was 
presented in print to the committee, but 
there bas been inserted a provision tbat 
the town of Milton may make a contract 
with Quincy for a sufficent outlet in the 
city for the sewage of the town. If such a 
contract shall be made, the town may 
exercise jurisdiction over the outlet of 
the sewer. After the first five years a rave 
of compensation to be paid by the town to 
the city shall be established. If the parties 
cannot agree, the sum shall be fixed by 
commissioners appointed by the supreme 
court, 

Another insertion in the bill is that the 
City Council shall determine what pro- 
portion of the cost of the sewer the city 
shall pay, but the sum shall pot be less 
than one-third of the total cost, nor more 
than one-half. Another change is !0 pro- 
vide that the sewerage loan shall run for 
40 years instead of 20. 

It locks as if the constitutional amend- 
ment for popular election of legislative 
presiding officers would receive more at- 
tention in the senate than in the house, 
for, on motion of Senator Lawrence of 
Berkshire, it has been laid on the table 
in order that the members may have more 
time to look into the matter. 

The Sunday observance bill is sure to go 
through the house, but it has been modified 
so as to permit free concerts for philan- 
thropic or educational purposes and liter- 
ary or musical entertainments whose pro- 
ceeds are to be used exclusively for charita-

The issue over the tuberculosis bill is 
sharp and it cannot be regarded as settled 
until the measure is finally through both 
branches. There is strong support for the 
position that the use of tuberculin as a test 
for ascertaining the presence of disease 
should not be permitted without the writ- 
ten consent of the owner. 

An agreement has been reached by a 
majority of the committees on railroads 
and street railways, sitting jointly for a 
bill to abolish grade crossings of steam and 
electric roads, It is in the nature of com- 
promise and does not apply to existing 
cases, but it gives a foundation for pro- 
ceeding in the future which will prevent a 
multiplication of these crossings which are 
so dangerous to both the passengers in 
steam and electric cars. This matter has 
been the subject of sharp legislative 
contests before this year and, as two of the 
committee dissent, it is possible that there 
will bea lively contest over the matter this 
year. It will be remembered that the 
famous conflict between the officials of the 
Consolidated road and the people of North 
Abington was over the question of a grade 
crossing of these kinds of road. 

The house has had a longer debate than 
usual over the bill for two-cent-a-mile 
fares on steam roads and has finally de- 
feated it by 102 to 61 on a roll call.
